The verdict was returned by 
the jury after a deliberation of two hours. 
The jury returned once to the court-room for 
{nstructions. That the critical point in the 
case was pearat hand was evident from the 
moment the court opened. Both Mrs. Hed- 
perg and Lieut. Maney were surrounded by a 
greater ~number of friends than on 
any day since the trial began. Both 
sides appeared confident. The only person

The Charge to the Jary. 


Judge Grosscup, in his cha to the ju 
recited briefly the story of pred awd ae 
sworn to and said the facts which had been 
unquestioned were confessedly only the out- 
line of what took place between Maney and 
Hedberg at the critical moment. The men 
engaged were all who. knew the de. 
tails of the event. One was dead. 
The other hnd testified in the trial. 
The government rejected all thé essential 
features of the defendant’s testimony and in- 
sisted that this event rightly viewed, and what 
preceded it, showed the defendant to be guilty 
of murder. To justify the jury in finding 
such a verdict it must first believe that the de 
fendant’s narrative was essentially false. It 
must believe beyond reasonable doubt that 
Capt. Hedberg was shot by the defendant ‘in 
cold blood with the deliberate premed. 
itated purpose of taking his life.

Resolution Introdticed ty Ald. Epstean 
Last Monday Dedélaring It the Sense of 
the Council That the South Side Track 
Should Not Be Granted a Permit to 
Run This Season Unanimously Passed 
by the Committeé on Licenses—Order 
te the Same Effect Also Passed. 

“If the Garfield Park track cannot hold a 
racing meeting this season neither shall the 
Washington Park track,” is the motto just’ 
now of certain members of the Council. Ald. 
Larsen’s Committee on Licenses at its meet- 
ing yesterday passed by unanimcus vote a 
resolution reciting that * The citizens of the 
South Division of Chicago learn with no small 
degree of alarm that an attempt is about to 
be made to open Washington Park race-track. 
It is well known that the sentiment of the 
citizens of the South Division is unalterably 
opposgd to the reopening of said race-track: 
therefore, it is resolved that it is the sense of 
this Council that his honor the Mayor refuse 
to grant such license should he be requested 
to do so.”’- 

This resolution, which was introduced by 
Ald, Epstean Monday. must be acted upon by 
the Council, . It will be re-presented Monday 
night with the recommendation of the com- 
mittee, and undeubtedily will be ordered pub- 
lished and action deferred. To be passed by 
the Council it must at some future meeting 
be called up and secure the votes of a ma- 
jority of the Aldermen.

Without giving any notice Judge Ewing 
yesterday issued an injunction restraining 
Chicago from interfering with eighteen-tracks 
of the Lake Shore road at Sixty-third and 
State streets. The bill upon which this action 
was taken says the complainant acquired by 
purchase otherwise land for its right of 
way from the State line to the City of Chi- 
cago many years ago. Comprised in this 
right of way was a considerable tract of land 
at State und Sixty-third streets, which, the bill 
says, the complainant acquired by purchase, 
This property was acquired jointly with the 
Rock Island and by arrangement with the 
latter company the complainant says it has 
the right to the exclusive use and occupation 
of the eastern portion of the tracts of land at 
this point. , 

In 1879 the complainant says it planned 
and commenced the construction of a large 
railroad yard to accommodate and handle its 
freight business, This yard included the tract 
of land in question, To connect the two por. 
tions of its yard, the bill says, the complainant 
laid down numerous railroad tracks across 
Sixty-third street and across State street south 
of where Sixty-third street crosses State street. 
The fifty-three acre tract of land was also 
practically covered with tracks for yard pur- 
poses, the yard being completed in 1891. The 
number of tracks laid across State and Sixty- 
third streets, the bill says, was no greater than

The Verdict Announced. 


At 5:20 the jury returned for instructions 
more clearly defining the line between man- 
slaughter and justifiable homicide. It was evi- 
dent that murder would not be the verdict. 
In ten minutes more the jury were heard re- 
turning. . Lieut. Maney sank back in his 
ehair. His face was pale and his teeth 
clenched. His mother grasped the arms of 
her chair and leaned forward anxiously scan- 
ting the jurors’ faces. The Judge ordered the 
verdict read. It was *‘ not guilty.”’ 

In spite of the Judge’s warning there was a 
volley of cheers. Then the officers who sur- 
rounded Lieut. Maney threw their arms 
around his neck and all offered congratula- 
tions at once. The ladies in the party grasped 
Mrs. Maney’s hands and congratulated her, 
but she was weeping so she could not reply. 
Attorneys Forrest and Blair came in for their

fairly overwhelmed with thanks and hand- 
shakes. . ; ;

If the killng did not raise such presump- 
tion what fact in the testimony showed 
premeditated purpose? All the evidence 
must be considered, but the jury must re- 
member that a verdict of guilty could be

defendant provoked the altercation for the 
purpose of killing Hedberg. If the jury de- 
termined the defendant not guilty of murder 
it remained to find whether he was guilty of 
manslaughter or whether the homicide was in 
self-defense. 
Self-Defense Defined. 
Judge Grosscup defined the doctrine of self- 
defense and said the right was not to be in- 
voked if any reasonable escape could be 


found, but no man was compelled to give up , 


his right simply because a chance of retreat 
was offered unless that chance made it appar- 
ent he could escape. It the jury believed the 
testimony of the defendant there could be lit- 
tle doubt of his right to fire. The principal 
question was whether the narrative was true. 
He spoke to save his life and liberty. 
The threat said to have been made by Hed- 
berg Oct. 2, Judge Grosscup said, was cor- 
roborated by the letter previously offered by 
the prosecution. In testing the value of the 
defendant’s story the jury, Judge Grosscup 
suggested, should imagine that a friend of 
Maney’s was defendant, and that he was 
testifymg for him as an eye witness. 
Would the jury after observing his manner 
and placing his testimony with - that of the 
soldiers at the coal shed believe him? If 
not, what was there in his conduct or testi- 
mony to justify the disbelief? A witness’ 
story not contradicted should not be rejected 
save for substantial belief founded on reason. 
To. reject it because of self-interest 
was to deny the defendant right to 
testify in his own behalf, The jury 
was to take into consideration the character 
and career of the defendant. .A timid man 
would have fired before the defendant did. 
The defendant was shown to have been cool 
and courageous, If the former, his statement 
was to some extent corroborated. 

Concluding, the Judge said: 

“If, after careful revicw of all this evi- 
dence, you believe that the defendant's 
situation, when he fired the shot, was that 
which would arouse in prudent minds, under 
like circumstances, a reasonable fear of im- 
mediate danger to life or serious injury to 
limb from the revolver of Capt. Hedberg, and 
that the defendant had such fear, it will be 
your duty to acquit. If, on the other hand, 
you find beyond a _ reasonable doubt 
that the defendant coolly and 
with the design of killing 
Capt. Hedberg provoked ths altercation, and 
under its cover fired the shot, it will be your 
duty to find him guilty of murder. If you 
find beyond a reasonuble doubt that the de- 
fendant fired the shot to kill or mal, and 
further find that a prudent man under like 
circumstances would not have reasonably 
apprehended danger to his life or serious 
injury to his limb, or that the defendant, asa 
matter of fact, did not have in good faith 
such apprehension, then it will be your duty 
to find him guilty of manslaughter.”

Council. A_ resolution or even an order of 
the Council cannot override an ordinance 
passed by the Council, and the Mayor is em- 
powered by ordinance to grant such licenses 
ifhe sees fit. The resolution then, as it 
stands today, is the expression of opinion of 
several members of the Committee on Li- 
censes—Ald. Brennan, Larsen, Kahler, Wat- 
son, Keats, and Conway, for they all voted in 
favor of recommending it for passuge. What 
they may do in Council if the resolution ever 
comes up is another question. 

Passed Without Debate. 

The matter came up after the committee 
had gone through the motions of declaring it 
the sense of the Council that no license 
should be granted to Garfield Park by pass- 
ing favorably upon Ald, Campbell’s resolution. 
When this was taken up Ald. Kahler took the 
Chairman to task for not having called a 
meeting'of the committee before the Mayor 
bad refused to grant the license and 
in that way putting him and Watson, 
West Side Aldermen, in the position of not 
pushing the matter. Some one remarked 
that the resolution might as well be passed as 
long as the Mayor had already acted, and it 
was agreed upon by a unanimous vote. 
Then the Epstean resolution came up, and it, 
too, was passed without debate. 

Moreimportant in a way in that it covers 
all race tracks within the city, but equally 
impotent because an order cannot direct the 
Mayor to act in one way when an ordinance 
says he may act in another, was the order of 
Ald. Kleinecke, ‘which was also passed. This 
order reads as follows: 

** No license shall be issued to any person 
or corporation whatsoever for the conducting 
of a race course or track or driving or trot- 
ting park within the City of Chicago unless 


‘application therefor shall be made to the 


City Council of the City of Chicago, which 
application shail state the location of the pro- 
posed track and the duration of time for 
which it is-proposed to conduct it unless such 
applicatnon shall be approved by an order of 
such Counctl duly passed.”’ 

This is of more importance only in that it 


is an order which is considered of more effect | 


in Council proceedings than a simple resolu- 
tion, and in that it actually says what shall be 
done before a license can be secured. But 
this Ald. Kleinecke himself admits is of no 
weight. 

Order Called Worthless. 

“The order is of no account,” he said yes- 
terday when told the committee had passed 
it. “It has no weight, I did not know when I 
introduced it that the Council could not say 
what the Mayor shall do about these licenses. 
Asto Washington Park, however, I see no 
reason why it should be allowed torun if Gar. 
field Park is not. Both are of the same order 
in my opinion. I shall vote for the reso- 
lution.” 

Corperation Counsel Rubens has this to 
say: “ The Council cannot by order or reso. 
lution compel the Mayor either to give or to 
refuse a license. The power of the Mayor to 
act upon licenses is given by the City Coun- 
cil, and is notastatutory right. But it is given 
by the license ordinance, and the Council can- 
not prohibit the Mayor from granting a li- 
cense to any club except by amending the li- 
cense ordinance. No resolution or order of 
the Council can annul the provisions.of an or- 
dinance.”’ 

Thus, while the action of the committee may 
not result in a refusal of the license to Wash- 
ington Park, it has aroused discussion of the 


subject.

WILL EATON DECOYED TO HIS DEATH. 


Killed at Marshall, Ill., While Trying to 
Extort Money. 

Manrsuaty, Ill., April 21.—|Special.]—A 
tragedy was enacted here last night which re- 
sulted in the death of Will Eaton, a young 
man not quite 21 years old, and of irre. 
proachable character. Yesterday morning 
Mrs: Robert Brown, an aged and wealthy 
widow, received an anonymous letter or. 
dering her under dire threats to place $200 
in an envelope and put it on the fence of ‘her 
barnyard next the gate. She placed the 
matter in the hands of her two sons, Robert 
and Ed, and they arranged with City Marshal 
Hedrick and Sheriff Hurst to watch the prem- 
ises lust night, at which time the letter re. 
quired her to produce the money. 

At about 8 o’clock, while Marshal Hedrick, 
Sheriff Hurst, and Robert Brown were on the 
watch,a man was heard approaching. He 
walked rapidly to the gate, where a decoy 
package had been placed. Ashe was in the 
act of takmg it Sheriff Hurst com. 
manded- him to halt. He atarted to 
run and Robert Brown fired on him 
with a charge of bird shot. He then 
turned and darted across the street toward 
the place of Hedrick’s concealment, when the 
latter discharged a load of shot froma dcou- 
ble-barreled shotgun. The load struck Eaton 
in the right thigh, right hand, and arm. one 
shot taking effect in the breast, causing inter- 
nal hemmorage, from which he died in about 
fifteen minutes. His only words were, *(, 
why did I do this?’’ 

Eaton was a young man who had always 
borne a most excellent reputation and the com. 
munity is intensely shocked at his tragic 
death. The general opinion is that he was 
made a tool of. Theaffair is shrouded in a 
good deal of mystery. A coroner’s jury was 
impaneled and rendered a verdict holding 
Robert Brown and City Marshal Hedrick re. 
sponsible for the killing, and they were bound 
over to the grand jury, which will be in ses- 
sion next week, |

COXEY PLAN FOR AN OHIO CONVENTION. 


Populists Hope to Gain Votes by a March 
to Columbus. 


Canton, O., April 21.—[Special. ]}—The suc- 
cess of the Coxey, Kelly, and other similar 
movements in attracting public attention has 
stimulated Populist genius in Canton, and a 
new movement is to besprung in Ohio. 
Allen Cook, lawyer and Populist, is out with 
a call for recruits for a march ‘* On to Co- 
lumbus.”’: His scheme,as set forth in his 
call, provides that the State Populist conven- 
tion shall be held in Columbus about the mid- 
dle of August, and that all delegates shall go 
to the convention in four-horse wagons draped 


‘in flags and floating banners -inscribed with 


Populist doctrines. The State is to be 
divided into eight divisions with eight routes 
toward which all delegates in the divisions 
shall gravitate. The Northern division will 
commence at Sandusky. All delegates along 
the route will join in the march as the caravan 
comes on, and picnics and speech making will 
be held all along the line.

RAILROAD MEN ARE STILL FIRM. 


Will Hold State and Cities Responsible 


for Damage to Their Property. 

General Manager St. John of the Rock Isi- 
and toad returned to the city from Omaha 
and Councii Bluffs yesterday afternoon. 
He denied the report telegraphed from 
Omaha that he fuvored giving Kelly’s 
army free transportation farther than to 
make this statement: “ I declined to discuss 
the question of transportation aft all, I had 
been away for ten days or two weeks and hap- 


pened.in Omaha incidentally. 1 made the 
statement that question of trane- 

rtation was in the han of our 
President at Chicago. I am in perfect 
accord with President Cable’s licy.”’ 
President Cable was as determin in his 


position yesterday not to allow, Kelly’s army 
passage over his road to Chicago unless each 
man paid his fare and traveled in the usual 
way as he was thé.day before, Early in 
the day he notified Mayor Bemis of 
Omaha that the railroad. company would 
hold the city liable for any damage done 
to its property by mobs and lawiess citizens. 
A number of messages passed between Mr. 


Cable and Gov. Jackson of lowa. The 
Governor was assured that the 
eRock Island road will not 


under any circumstances carry the men of the 
army except the transportation 1s purchased

and a message similar to the one sent to 
Mayor Bemis of Omaha was sent to the 
Mayor of Council Bluffs.

It is probable that the Rock Island company 
will bring an action against the State of lowa, 
as it claims it has already sustained serious 
loss by the Kelly army. Its line from Daven- 
port to Council Bluffs is abandoned so far as 
through business is concerned and all trains 
into Omaha and Council Biuffs have been 
taken off. 


SHOULD KEEP OUT THE SOLDIERS, 


Councilmen and Mayor Seem to Unite in 
This BollefAltgeld's Position. 

There is no doubt that the city authorities 
are greatly disturbed about the Kelly army. 
The Mayor has not yet made up his mind 
What to do in the event of the army reaching 
this city. His inclination at the present time 
is to keep them outside the city limits and 


compel them to go around it into Ih- 
diana. The danger of this plan arises 
from the turbulent elements within the 
city. . They are preparing, so it is 


reported, to meet the Keliyites at the limits 
line in large numbers. It will taxe a large 
force of peiice to prevent the visitors from 
fraternizing and mixing up with the Chicago- 
‘ans in that event, and there is danger of 
trouble. On the other hand, if the Kellyites 
are allowed within the city limits they will 
seatter everywhere and become unmanage- 
abie. As they are sure to. be disappoint 
they may be > een» to violence. The police 

indly large enough to keep a mob of 
2; tramps in check in addition to the 
turbulent element here already. The Mayor 
and the Corporation Counsel and his leading 
advisers and friends have had frequent con- 
sultations about the trouble, and whatever 
may be done will bein the interest of peace. 
The general impression now is that the Kel'y- 
ites will be kept out. 

Ald. Madden and President Cable had a 
long conference during the afternoon, at 
which the probable attitude of the city in 
the event the army should succeed in reach- 
ing this point was discussed. It is understood 
that Aid, Madden stated to President Cable 
that while he had no authority to speak for 
the Mayor or the Council, it is his ‘opinion 
that the attitude of the Mayor will be firm 
and in opposition to the army being brought 
here except in the usual way. Itis also un- 
derstood that Ald. Madden expressed his ap- 
proval of the course of the railroad companies 
in refusing to dump a lot of heipless and pov- 
erty-stricken men on this city. 

Mr. Madden was asked as to the conference 
with Mr. Cable. He said: **In my judgment 
there is but one course fer the Mayor and the 
Council'to pursue in this matter, and that is 
to take a firm stand against these peopie be- 
ing unloaded on this city, I shail probably 
ofier a resolution in the Council at its meet- 
ing Monday evening. saying in effect that 
it is the sense of the Council that the 
Mayor take a firm stand against the 
railroad companies bringing the army here 
except they do so in the regular way. Of 
course, if transportation is purchased the 
railroad companies cannot refuse to carry 
them. I aw willing to go further than this. 
I think the Council shou!ddemand that the 
railroad companies refuse to carry these peo- 
ple except they pay fare. Such a course on 
the ‘part of the city would no 
doubt in a great measure relieve it from 
damages in case Kelly and his army were 
landed here and a riot follows and property is 
destreyed. I cannot see what good can be 
accomplished by ‘their cong regating and I 
can sbe how much harm can be done,” 

One thing that influences the railroads to 
take the stand they have is the law providing 
a fine of $100 for every pauper brought into 
the State. Should the men be brought into 
lilinois and become a burden to the com- 
munity it is feared the rouds might be cob- 
victed and compelled to pay the fine. Another 
feature that has been considered is the prob- 
able course of Gov. Aitge!d should the men 

landed here and trouble follow. The 
question is arked, Would he call out the 
militia to protect property? There seems 
to be some fear that the Governor might sym- 
pathize with the Kellyites and refuse to take 
any steps. This would involve a difficult 
state of affairs and would leave the respon- 
sibility of the preservation of. the peace en- 
tirely upon the police of the various munici- 
palities.

Only Sixty Miles from Washington. 
Hacurstowy, Md,, April 21.—[Special.]— 
There has been an air of mystery aroypnd the 
camp of Coxey’s commonweal »., There 
isno longer any doubt that the prolonged 


halt at this place means more than has been’ 
given out by the leaders. The army will stay | 


here until Monday, possibly Tuesday. the al- 
leged reason bemgit has been invited. tc do 
so by the township. If this be so, no one can 
be found in Hagerstown who will say that he 
é&ktended the invitation. Even Carl Browne 
admitted today that the army, was stopping 
here for other reasons, but refused to give the 


reasons. 
The fact of the matter appears to be that the 
army is waiting for Coxey and the news he 
brings. Ostensibly Coxey has gone to New 
York to attend a horse sale. The sale does 
not come off until! Monday and Coxey left 
Friday night. On information that can be 
trusted it is believed Coxey wili confer in 
New York with the leaders of the different 
armies now centering on Washington, and 
will perfect plans for a grand mo- 
bilization of forces at the District 
line. Ever since these started on their may 
Coxey has been in close communication wit 
their leaders, especially with Kelly, Frye, and 
Jones. The nature of the Spctaeponnynee 
Coxey tefuses to make public, but by those 
about. him it is said he is looked on as gener- 
alissimo by the other leaders and that he is di- 
recting the movements of the other bodies. 
Coxey, in his role of the modern Franken- 
stein, occasionally grows afraid of the mon- 
ster he has created. At such times he is wont 
to disclaim responsibility; fo say that each 
man is his own governor and that he will not 
be accountable for any one but himeelf. 
Whenever he is approached upon the mobili- 
zation question he is apt to dodge the issue.

UPRISING OF THE PEOPLE, 


Gov. Lewelling Makes a Statement on the 


Industrial Movement. 

Wicurrta, Kas,, April 21.—Gov. Lewellmg 
of Kansas arrived here tonight and wrote the 
following statement of his views on the Coxey 
movement. He has designed it for his official 
public expression on the subject: 

The Coxey movement is a spontaneous uprising 
of the sites It is more than a petition; it isan 
earnest and vigorous protest aguinst the injustice 
and tyranny of the age. The demonetization of 
silver has been the last straw upon the 
backs of an overburdened and long-suffering peo- 
ple, and they have taken this-miethod to protest 
and to assert their manhood and independence. 
The depth of this movement is not comprehended 
by the politicians of the old dispensitions. It is 
awe-inspiring, and, believing as ido in divine 
interposition in the affairs of men, I cannot fail 
to see an inspiration beyond mere enthusiasm. 

This body of men is not a mere aggregation of 
tramps. Some of the best blood and bone is en- 
listed, and the wonderful discipline, the patient 
suffering, the steadfastness of purpose all go to 
show that this ghost of the ‘‘ Hunger Demon ” 
will not down at the bidding of plutocracy. The 
followers of Peter the Hermit were a rabble of 
men, women, and children. Here wesee a vast 
army of untrained mon, all under conscious and 
willing discipline. It is the marvel of the times 
and foreshadows a change in the politics of the 
government of this Nation. te 

And what is more significant, the spirit of the 
times wiil demand fair play and just treatment 
of these men. The person or party that 
does them violence in this, their right 
of petition, will go down, fore a wave 
of public indignation which has never 
been paralleled. Here in Kansas the people 
should hold public meetings and petition Con- 
gress to afford the industrials food and shelter 
and give a patient ear to their demands. If this 
is really a government of the people, shail Con- 
gress not at least give ear to such a mighty 
veice?

will soon fall intoline. President McBride 
says positively every miner belonging to the 
various organizations quit work at noon. 
There is no excitement whatever at the na- 
tional headquarters. President McBride 
seems confident of the ultimate success of the 
undertaking. It is conceded that 50,000 
miners, unorganized, did not go out today. 
but it is believed at headquarters they will 
join the strike within a few days. It is un- 
derstood many operators in Ohio, Illinois, 
and Indiana, and a fair proportion of those in 
Pennsylvania and West Virginia are willing 
to meet the miners, and hope is 
entertained that the strike will not be of long 
duration. The key to the situation is in the 
hands of the Pennsylvania operators. There 
is already mined, however, a full month’s 
supply, and it is said the funds of the United 
Mine Workers do not exceed $2,000. Not 
much if any financial aid is looked for from 
other labor organizations, according to Pres- 
ident McBride. Dhusinterested persons, point- 
ing out the fact that the demand for coal is 
not large now, expres$ some fears as to the 
success of the strike.

If the output possible to Iili- 
nois mines is not interfered with there 
is consequently no danger of a famine. 
The efforts of the miners are directed toward 
a revival of the organization which existed in 
1885 between producers and miners. The 
coal trade has been unnaturally depressed and 
miners’ wages have been beaten to a low 
point by conditions of a poor demand for the 
product. So depressed has the market been 
that in many instances within my knowledge 
mines have been operated by their owners 
simply to provide work for the men.”’ 

W. P, Rend.said in Southern Illinois, 
Southern Indiana, and West Virginia the min- 
ers prefer to act independently of the Nation- 
al, Union, and for that reason it is not proba- 
bie they will go out. Mr; Rend also said he 
nad taken steps towards. bringing about an 
adjustment of differences between the mine 
owners and miners.

and Failure of the Revolt,

Panis, April 21.—[Copyright, 1894, by 
James Gordon Bennett.]—Eugene, Marquis 
de Murphy, died at the Hotel Athenee in 
Paris last night. His remains will be depos- 
ited Monday at the Madeline pending the ar- 

rival of his widow. | 
[The dead Marquis was the son of Daniel J. 
Murphy, a wealthy and devout merchant of 
San Francisco, who was ennobleil by the Pepe. 
Daniel Murphy was the largest individual land 
owner in the world. He owned 4,000,000 
of acres in Mexico, 60,000 in Nevada, and 23,000 
in California. He had bepun life as a clerk in 
the employment of Eugene Kelly, a dry goods 
merchant in San Francisco. After a time 
be was taken. into partnership and 
ultimately acquired the whole business. 
As the years went by Mr. Murphy's fortune in- 
creased enormously, and, being a devout Roman 
Catholic, he made large donations to the relig- 
ious institutions of his church. It was in this 
way that he obtained the Papal favor and his 
title. Pope Pius IX. gave him the order of St. 
him a Count, and 
raised him to the dignity 
Marquis. The title is a 
hereditary one and has been bestowed upon one 
other American, Mr. Oliver, also of San Francis- 
co. In 1883 Miss Anita Theresa, a sister of the 
late Marquis, married Sir Charles Michael Wolse- 
ley, Bart., the head of an ancient Staffordshire 
family which traces its descent back to 1281 and

Beri, April 21.—[Copyright, *1894,' by 
James Gordon Bennett.|—The German Em- 
peror’s long conversation with Count Kalnoky 
immediately after the meeting at Venice, the 
telegraphic summons of the Lord Marshal to 
Karlsruhe, the Coburg festivities, out of which 
grew the betrothal of the Czarowitz to the 
amiable young Princess Alix of Hesse—all 
these things, considered in connection with the 
European situation created by the Russian 
treaty, must be interpreted as an eloquent ex- 
pression of the international sentiment in 
favor of peace. As for isolating France this 
is not thought of, and especially as the triumph 
of the states leagued together for peace could 
not be complete without the energetic 
coéperation of the great republic withthe ef- 
forts put forth by the monarchies. It is 
hoped that in the necessity common to all of 
fighting the monster of anarchy will be found 
a sphere of action in which all the powers may 
closely coéperate.

ROBERT HARRIS DIES AT ROCHESTER. 


One of the Best Known Raltlroad Men in 
the Country Passes Away. 

Rocnester, N. Y., April 21.—Vice-Presi- 

dent Harris of the Northern Pacific railway 


died at the City Hospital at noon. 

{Robert Harris was formerly President of the 
Northern Pacific road. He was -born July 29, 
1830, at Portsmouth, N. H., and ‘had been in 
railway service since 1852, There were few rail- 
road men in this country so well and favorably 
known as was Mr. Harris. He was virtually a 
Chicago man, having spent the best years of his 
life in this city, and it was here that he obtained 
his great reputation as arailroad manager. He 
commenced service &s assistant engineer of the 
Hartford, Providence and Fishkill railroad, and 
soon after that became resident engineer of the 
Beloit and Madison railroad, In April, 1856, he 
was appointed Superintendent of the Racine and 
Mississippi railroad and subsequently was Su- 
perintendent of the Buffalo, Bayou, Brazos and 
Colorado railroad. In 1868. he came to 
Chicago as Assistant General\ Superintendent of 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy railroad. 
His great ability and energy and efliciency 
soon gained hint promotion on this road. In 
1865 he became its Generali _ Superintendent and 
upon the death of J. M. Walker in 1876 was 
elected President of that company, which posi- 
tion he held until 1878, when he resigned to 
assume the position of General Manager of the 
New York. Lake Erie. and Westeru railway. In 
1880 he assumed the ition of President of the 
Northern Pacific railroad, ne Degned. how- 
ever, some years ago and was su ed by T. F. 
Oakes. Since then Mr. Harris hadnot been in 
active railroad service, but as director continued 
to give considerable attention to the financial 
affairs of the Northern Pacific. He “ps 
also at the time of his death a_ di- 
rector of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fé railroad company. e had been identified 
with the anti- Villard faction in all the proceed- 
ings that have been taken in placing the North- 
ern Pacific in the hands of receivers and looking 
toward the reorganization of the company. He 
had quite recentiy made a tour ofinspection of 
the Northern Pacific system and appeared to be 
in perfect health. The announcement of his 
death yesterday was @ great surprise to his many 
friends and acquaintances in Chicago, as they 
were not aware that he was sick or in poor 
heaith.) r.

received. The Western roads propose to 
fight it out on this line no matter what the 
Southern Pacific may do to help the Union 
Pacific out of its dilemma. .

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‘CLOSES TWO. SCHOOLS. 


SMALLPOX THE OAUSE OF sUSPEN- 
SION ON THE WEST SIDE. 


Attendance of Children Who Have Since 
Been Stricken Is Assigned as the Cause 
of the Action, Which Is Kept Secret-= 
List of Houses Where Cases of the Pest 
Are Isolated=<Guarding the Railroad 
Stations=Fumigating the City Building 
Because of Infection. 

Two. public schools were closed Thursday 
and Friday of dast week on account of the 
prevalence of smallpox. These two schools 
were the Froebel, Twenty-first and Robey 
streets, and the Pickard, Hinman street and 
Oakley avenue. Supt. Lane of the Board of 
Education was not inclined to talk yesterday. 
He finally admitted that the report is. true. 
“ The schools will open again Monday,’’ he 
said, ‘and there really seems to be no reason 
for increasing the scare. It would be better 
that nothing was said about it. The pupils 
were not told why there would be no sessions 
on those days and it is needless toalarm them 
now by informing them there has been smaill- 
pox in the rooms. 

‘* We learned that several children who had 
attended school at both these buildings and 
who had recently dropped out had come down 
with smallpox. That was the first intimation 
we had that there had been smallpox in their 
families and it was also the first the Health 
Commissioner knew of it evidently, for the 
department daily-furnishes us with a list of 
the names and addresses of all patients that 
we may not allow children from any of the 
affected homes to attend school. The matter 
was brought before a committee of the board 
and it was thought best to close the schools 
until an investigation could be made. So the 
children were dismissed, and since then the 
school buildings have been thorough- 
ly cleansed. Agents of the board 
and of the Health Department have 
since made a thorough investigation 
and canvass of the entire districts. We 
do not know that any of these children were 
in the contagious stage of the disease when in 
school and do not think the disedse was 
spread, as all scholars have been vaccinated 
successfully. We, took the measure simply as 
precaution.”’ 

Commissioner Reynolds said he had not 
thought to mention the fact of the closing of 
the school. Hedid not advise it, but made 
no objection to haying it done:

Health Commissioner Reynolds said last 
night that the annex to the smallpox hospital 
was about completed, and the tents he 
has ordered have been pitched on the hospi- 
tal grounds. The weather is such, however, 
that he does not care to put pes in either 
place without some means of heating, and no 
stove concérn could be found to deliver pur- 
chases last night. It was expected many of 
the isolated persons would be removed to the 
hospital today. 

Yesterday the Commissioner was busy en- 
gaging men to watch at the terminal stations 
of the city to see that no person affected with 
smallpox enters or leaves the city. He re- 
ported last night he had found men for the 
work. He frankly admitted, however, that he 
did not believe this watching would prevent | 
persons from leav or entering the city if 
they were bouna to do either, 


Famigate the City Building. 


The health authorities found it necessary 
to fumigate the fetective headguarters at the 
City Hall. A colored map named George 
Henrick who has been bogtding at the Union 
Hotel, Harrison and Clark streets, walked 
into the station and said had smallpox. A 
doctor was called fromAcross the hall and 
verified the negro’s suspicions. He was re- 
moved to the * coop,”’ as the detention-room 
at the City Hall is called, and later was taken 
to the pesthouse. The police quarters were 
then fumigated and the fumes of sulphur per- 
meated the entire building. 

The few children at the pesthouse were re- 
moved to another smaller ward yesterday and 
room was thereby made for a number of new 
cases. About twenty were taken out to the 
hospital.

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OLD SITE IS CHOSEN. 


NEW POSTOFFIOE TO BE ON THE 
PRESENT LOOATION. 


The Chirago Delegation Harmonizes on 
the McGann Bill, Whith Asks for an 
Appropriation of $4,000,000—Tem po- 
rary Building to Be Placed on the Lake- 
Front=After Details and Estimates Are 
Secured the Report to the House Will 
Be Drafted, 

Wasnineros; D. C., April 21.—[Special. }— 
Gen. Black and the four members of the Chi- 
cago Congressional delegation held a meeting 
today for the purpose of agreeing upon a plan 
of action jin regard to securing a new public 
building for Chicago. From the outset it was 
evident the delegation was opposed to the 
Lake-Front idea except for a temporary 
structure, Permission for this could be ob- 
tained from the City Council without re- 
course tothe Legislature, provided, however, 
that it would be guaranteed that such occu- 
pancy would only be temporary. 

There was a sentiment that concerted and 
harmoniaus action would be imperative ifany 
appropriation was to be obtained from the 
Fifty-third Congress, and it was finally agreed 
to harmonize on the McGann Dill, appro- 
priating $4,000,000, while the structure de- 
signed by Mr. Aldrich seemed to meet 
with favor for construction on the pres- 
ent site. Gen. Biack was made Chair- 
man of the delegation on the subject of the 
new building, and he at once appointed as 
sub-committeemen Messrs. Goldzier and 
Aldrich. (Mr. Aldrich will endeavor to secure 
from Architect O’ Rourke of the Treasury De- 
partment certain needed details and estimates 
of cost for the structure which he has in 
mind, and when these matters are obtained 
they will be laid before the House Committee 
on Public Buildings and Grounds for action. 

After hearing what the delegation had to 
advance,| Gen. Biack made an _  argu- 


ment before the members of the committee, 


who went to Chicago recently in advocacy 
of a building upon the present site, instead of 
placing it onthe Lake Front, as had been 
suggested by a majority of that body. He 
was not| prepared, however, to give certain 
statistics'which the committee needed, but 
Chairman Bankhead promised that the Chica- 
go delegation could have any day they might 
select to submit further statements. It is 
likely that a report will be drafted during 
n ext week for the action of the Committee on 
Public Buildings and Grounds. It was sug- 
gested, furthermore, that while the full 
amount asked for in the McGann bill might 
not be voted by Congress,a reduction might 
be agreed |to in the sum. so long asa suitable 
And cominodious building was secured for 
Chicago. : . 


HESING PREPARES HIS ESTIMATES, 


He Figures That a Temporary Lake-Front 
Building Will Cost $250,000, 

When Postmaster Hesing received a tele- 
gram yesterday from the Chicago delegation 
at Washington announcing that it had agreed 
on the present location as a site for a new 
Postoffice buildmg and asking him to furnish 
plans for temporary housing of the Postoffice 
and an estimate of the cost he did not hesitate 
long touching his answer. The Postmaster 
will recommend that a temporury building, 


two stories h'gh and about 250x400 feet, be . 


erected on the Lake-Front at a cost ap- 
proximately of $250,000. That is the esti- 
mate in a nutshell which the delegation will 
receive and it will be forwarded this week. 

Following is the telegram received by the 
Postmaster : 

The Chicago delegation having unanimously 
concluded to recommend building on present site 
ask you kindly to furnish pians for temporary 
housing of postoffice, and estimate of cost of 
same for tse before, the Committee on Public 
Buildings. 

The telegram was signed by Congressmen 
McGann, Durborow, Aldrich, Biack, and 
Goldzier. 

Mr, Hesing Disappointed. 


Mr. Hesing said yesterday that he had can- 
vassed the entire city. and that there is neither 
a single buildmg nora series of buildings in 
the city that would accommodate the postal 
department, and the Postmaster added: 

Il am disappointed at this decision to rebuild 
on the preseut site, but I am in so much need of a 
building, and time is so precious, that I can offer 
no objections to the plans of the delegation. Leg- 
islation must be enacted before July, or nothing 
can be done for another year, and it is imperative 
that quick work be the policy of the Congress- 
men. ButIam convinced that within twenty 
years the building which may be erected on this 
site will be inadequate, and the Lake-Front isthe 
ideal place for a permanent building. I can se- 
cure the coasent of the property-owners for a per- 
manent structure north of Madison street, but I 
do not know what they will say about a tempo- 
rary bujlding, which, since it will remain not 
longer than five years, will necessarily be 
of cheap construction, I do not feel 
certain, that a building which may be 
erected on the present site under the direction of 
Supervising Architect O'Rourke will meet re- 
quirements unless the government’s policy is 
changed. If Chicago architects were permitted 
to do the work it would probably be satisfactory. 
I see that' Gen. Black told the delegation that 
nothi but a vote of the people of Lilinois 
could legally permit the uge of the ground on 
the Lake-Front for a permanent building. The 
General ought to know better than that, as noth- 
ing more is required than an act of the Legisla- 
ture and an ordinance by the City Council. How- 
ever, it is my business to coéperate and furnish 
information asked by the dalewation. and that I 
will do next week. 


Attitude of Montgomery Ward & Co, 


Mr. Hesing later sent a message to Mont- 
gomery Ward & Co., as the representative of 
the Lake-Front property-owners, asking if 
there would be any objections raised to the 
occupation of a part of the- Lake-Front for a 
temporary structure. Montgomery Ward & 
Co, replied as follows: 

CHICAGO, April 21.—Washington Hesing, P. M., 
Chicago—Dear Sir: Replying to your teiephone 
message of today, in reference to our consent to 
the use of |the Lake-Front from Randolph} to 
Monroe streets for temporary postoffice pur- 

sés, we liave no objection whatever, providing 
that the following conditions can be complied 
with:, While we recognize that the building must 
necessarily be economically constructed, owing 
to its short life. we feel that it should 
not be too mu¢h of a ramshackle . affair. 
and would expect to be informed of 
of the plans proposed for its erection. Wedonot 
want to relinquish any of the rights which have 
been established by us as property-owners on 
Michigan avenue. and would insist upon a satis- 
factory botd providing for the removal of the 
building on the completion of a new Postoffico. 
With reference to the injunction now in force 
prohibiting the erection of a building or build- 
ings on the Lake-Front from Randolph street to 
Park row, we think wecould gain the consent 
of the court issuing the injunction te modify it 
S80 as to except the proposed temporary Post- 
office structure. You of course will understand 
that we can speak only for ourselves as property- 
owners, and have no knowledge of the opinions 
which other property-owners may have on this 
question. Wedo not think, however, that there 
will be any objection from owners between W ash- 
ington and Monroe streets, but in regard to those 
south of Monroe street we will hardly venture 
an opinion, We trust this letter will cover the 
points outlined by you, and if there is anything

Lowpos, April 21.—[Copyright, 1894, by 
the New York Times.]—For weeks it has 
been apparent that something was maturing 
itself beneath the surface commotion of hur- 
ried royal visits and an exceptional activity of 
royal letter carriers. This something stands 

n to view, and admittedly it is very big ia- 
deed. What has happened is nothing more or 
less than a complete change in the European 
situation. 

France has been beaten as thoroughly and 
mercilessly in the diplomatic campaign of 
1804 as it was routed on the martial field of 
1870. Ofall it seemed last January to have 
gained not a vestige remains to it. When the 
Russian Ambassador appears in state at Notre 
Dame tomorrow to assist at the great celebra- 
tion in honor of Joan of Arc his presence 
must appear to intelligent Parisians in the 
light of grim, sardonic irony. His master, 
the Czar, has sold the republic out. 

Germany’s initial victory in securing a 
broad commercial treaty with Russia just at 
the time when the egregious demagogues of 
the French Chamber were raising the duty on 
Russian wheat to the point of prohibition has 
been fully discussed in thesecolumns. If that 
may be likened to the battle of Worth, this 
new thing is a veritable Sedan. It is easy, 
usually, to exaggerate the importance of 
royal matrimonial alliances; not so in the 
ptesent case, because the final gathering-in of 
the Ozarowitz by the Coburg  connubial 
octopus means a crushing defeat of the whole 
Franco-Panslavic com bination. : 

All their plans rested on the capture of this 
young man. The Moscow branch of the firm 
wanted him to wed Princess Marie of Greece, 
or-one of the two Montenegrin Princesses, or, 
failing that, even some comely daughter of 
one of the great mediatized princely houses 
of Eastern Russia. FParisians would have 
swallowed their republican formulas gladly 
to have seen him espouse either Helene or 
Marguerite of the Orleanist family. The 
choice of any one of these would have signi- 
fied the triumph of Panslavism at St. Peters- 
burg and security about the Russian alliance 
at Paris. 


Matchmaking at Cobure. 


These projects used to receive a general 
backing at the Copenhagen court, which was 
the Czar’s pet summer resort and which was 
relied upon to keep him keyed up to the anti- 
German concert pitch. For Copenhagen we 
must henceforth read Coburg. This cruelly

trian and Italian crowns. It is a speciality of 
the Coburg domestic management that there 


. are kept on hand Protestant Princesses, Cath- 


olic Princesses, and Princesses whose theol- 
ogy is held in solution, ready for Greek ortho- 
dox or any other variety of precipitant which 
may offer itself, Nobody has cver seen any- 
thing like the way they multiply. In imagina- 
tion one sees a Vision in the next century of 
the whole Coxey’s army of Coburgers spread- 
ing like locusts over the continent and ab- 
sorbing its substance. 

This achievement may probably be put 
dewn mainly to Emperor William’s work. He 
hasu knack of impressing himself on men 
younger than himself, and ever since the 
Czarowitz visited Berlin last year it is noted 
that young Nicholas has been abandoning his 
former Pauslavic bumptious attitude toward 
Western Europe, and talking with enthusiasm 
about his friend the Kaiser. It is obvious that 
the relations between these two, who hold so 
much of the human future in their hands; 
will be henceforth intimate, and one gets 
from this a thought of all sorts of possible 
new influences at work upon monarchy and 
government in backward Russia. 

The deadly isolation which all this involves 
for France is nothing short of tragic. It 
climbs laboriously, tirelessly up, ,time after 
time, toward the position of power in the Eu- 
ropean councils, only, like Bruce’s spider, to 
tumble just before the goal is attained. This 
latést disappointment is by far the worst it 
has yet had, if only because a few months ago 
it was rapturously celebrating what it believed 
to be its ultimate success. What it will do 
next its wisest sons do not pretend to say.

Crispi’s Fight with Parliament. 


Crispi’s fight with the Italian Parliament 
begins in earnest today. Exciting and pro- 
longed as the tussle may be, it seems most 
likely toend in a drawn battle. The Cham- 
ber is a disorganized mob, in which it is im- 
possible for Crispi or any other politician to 
form a wofking majority, and there jis no indi- 
cation that the new elections would return a 
better one. It is thought that after the finan- 
cial proposals of his committee are rejected, 
as they are certain to be, Crispi will simply 
prorogue Pariiament indefinitely and try for 
a while government by mere royal decree. 


Prussian Treasury Not Embarrassed. 


The German Reichstag adjourned tili Octo- 
ber without passing any of the bundle of big 
financial proposais that Miquel introduced, 
but the adjournment of the struggle will not 
embarrass the Treasury for that period, No 
party wanted to have the fight out now.) The 
solitary taxation measure that passed levies 
heavy fresh imposts on stock brokers and 
their operatic ns. 
good in practice, but there is no doubt about 
its popularity among all classes of Germans, 
whose hatred of the Berlin Bourse fairly out- 
rivais the emotions of Kansas farmers toward 
Wall street. 

Early Spring Brings Cholera. 

Although practicaily all trace of the cholera 
was lost during the winter, the abnormally 
early spring has now brought it forth again 
at points as widely separated as Warsaw, Con- 
stantinople, and Lisbon. Continued familiar- 
ity, however, has bred the orthodox contempt, 
and nobody in any center of European popu- 
lation shows any concern about the epidemic. 

Europe’s Crop Outlook Bright. 

The same rains which, during the week, 
stimulated the reappearance of the plague, 
have mercifully relieved the Old World’s 
mind of apprehension about the year’s har- 
vest. Easter’s drought had seriously scared 
the farmers of all countries, but they now say 
that everything is all right, except, perhaps, 
the earliest hay, and that most crops promise 
exceptionally large yields. Both in France 
and in Germany the vineyards point to an- 
other heavy vintage, which in France, at 
least, will be rather a nuisance than other- 
wise, since the stock is already too big. 

Astor’s “ Pieces™ Not Appreciated,

SIR WILLIAM HAROOURT’S BUDGET 


OREATES HIS REPUTATION. 


Even His Opponents Agree the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer Has Overcome Difii- 
culties That Seemed Almost Insur- 
mountable, but the Proposals Raise a 
Howl —Evicted Tenants Bill Compli- 
cated and Likely to Uause Much Trou- 
ble=fwo Theatrical Failures at London.

Lowvor, April 21.—[Copyright, 1894, by 
the New York Tribune Association. ]|—The first 
effect of the budget and the speech in which it 
was explained to the House of Commons Mon- 
day is to create the reputation of Sir William 
Harcourt as a financier. Heretofore he has 
been thought an amateur. Now he takes his 
place among the experts. His opponents, 
whatever they may think of his new schemes 
of taxation, frankly admit that they are the 
work of @ man who understands finance in the 
large sense. He had a deficit for the current 
year of about $22,500,C00 to provide for. It 
Was announced beforehand that he would find 
the money bya democratic budget, and this 
prediction has been’ amply fulfilled. Demo- 
cratic in the mouths of English Radicals bears, 
when applied to finance, a meaning not very 
remote from confiscation. What gratifies the 
Conservatives isthe fact that the discrimina- 
tion against the rich and the moderately) well- 
off is less than they feared. 

Sir William, to begin with, gets rid of 
nearly half his deficit by appropriating what 
he calls the new sinking fund. This he did 
with splendid audacity, after rebuking Mr. 
Goschen for touching moneys set apart for 
the redemption of the debt. It appears that 
if you lay hands on one sort of sinking fund 
to meet current expenditure you are little bet- 
ter than a highway robber; if you avail your- 
self of another sort you are performing a 
patriotic duty. Both sorts have the same de- 
gree of financial sanctity. The distinction is 
established by calling one old, the other new. 
Another million of deficit is met by new 
death duties. The duties on land and the du- 
ties on the personal property are first equal- 
ized and then graduated. The duty begins at 
1 per cent on estates from $500 to $2,500; 
is fixed at 2 per cent from $2,500 to $5,000; 
3 per cent from $5,000 to $50,000; 4 per 
cent from $50,000 to $125,000; then an in- 
crease of one-half of 1 per cent for each 
$125.000 up to $500,000, and so by irregu- 
lar and arbitrary gradations till you reach 
$5,000,000. Estates over that amount pay 
8 per cent. 

The Socjalists hail this as an affirmation of 
their own principles. The principle of gradu- 
ation, however, had’ been long since estab- 
lished in the income tax, and is now still 
further extended inthe new scale fixed for 
that iniquitous impost. The present income 
tax is seven pence inthe pound. It is now 
raised to eight pence, or about 344 per cent 
on each fully taxed income. But here, again, 
* democracy’ steps in; incomes under $800 
will pay no tax. The present limit of exemp- 
tion is $750. The abatement on incomes be- 
tween $800 and $2,000 ia raised from $600 
to $800; incomes between $2,000 and 
$2,500 are allowed an abatement of $500. 
All incomes over $2,500 pay the full tax of 
314 per cent. 


Burden on Professional Incomes, 


The effect of this is remarkable. Thé extra 
penny now put on would nominally produce 
about $9,000,000. The abatements absorb 
all but $1,650,000. It comes to this, there- 
fore, that in order to obtain $1,650,000, 
which will be the net produce of the extra 
penny, a tax of $9,000.000 is levied, and in 
order to relieve incomes under $2,500 the 
possessors of incomes exceeding $2,500 are 
taxed the enormous sum of $7,350,000. To 
put it in another way the whole $9,000,000, 
less $1,650,000, comes out of the pockets 


of taxpayers whose incomes exceed 
$2.500. This, of course, lays the full 
burden on all professional in- 
comes, which Mr. Gladstone long since 


admitted ought tobe exempt. It is ** demo- 
cratic” finance with a vengeance. There is, 
in truth, no reason /why every man should not 
pay in proportion to his means, nor why the 
State should adjustiits taxation on eleemosyn- 
ary principles or sentiments, nor why in time 
of peace there’ should be any income tax at 
all, 

Lastly comes the increase on beer and 


spirit duties, estimated at $8,'7700.000—-six-. 


pence per galion on spirits, sixpence per bar- 
rel on beer. Ihe outcry was instantaneous. 
Ireland and Scotiand protested in the interest 
of whisky. The English workingman per- 
ceived that his beer would be either dearer or 
weaker and he too protested. Sir William 
Harcourt promptly climbed down, or half 
way down, limiting the. new tax to a single 
year. Nothing is more likely to damage a 
government than the hostility of powerful 


trades reinforced by the workingman’s 
grumble. Even now there is thought to be 
danger. 


The budget once launched an Irish week 
followed in the House of Commons, jnding 
with the really important and long expected 
bill for the relief of evicted tenants in Ire- 
land. It must be called important, even if it 
be destined, like the repeal of the crimes act 
by a majority of GO and so many other inter. 
esting measures, to failure by the lapse of 
time, which is called obstruction, or by rejec. 
tion in the House of Lords, which the Rad. 
icals now prefer to speak of asa veto. The 
Radicals have a strong preference for an un- 
scientific nomenclature. It exposes them to 
fewer contradictions. 


Com plicatious of Evicted Tenants Bill, 


The evicted tenants bill was introduced 
Thursday by John Morley in a speech of 
studious moderation and of as much clear- 
ness as the complicated provisions of his pro- 
posal would permit. It is a bill for setting up 
one more land court in Ireland, or, as Mr. 
Morley prefers to say, Board of Arbitrators, 
He speaks of them as constituting a neutral 
body, which rather makes one wonder where 
he expects to find them. Any tenant who has 
been evicted since 1879 may apply to this 
eourt. The court will. if there be no new 
tenant in possession and if the old one makes 
outa prima facie case, issue a cunditional 
order for his reinstatement. The landiord 
will then be notified. If he does not ob- 
ject the order becomes absolute. If he 
does object the case will be tried 
out before the board. , If it thinks the land. 
lord has been “ unreasonable” it may - put 
the tenant back at the old rent, allowing the 
landlord two years’ arrears and no more, 
whereby the tenant shall pay one-half and the 
State one-half. Then the old rent, though 
judicially settled for fifteen years, may be re- 
vised. The landlord may, however, require 
the tenant to purchase his holding outright. 
If he will not all proceedings fall to the 
ground, and if the tenant stays out he has no 
further remedy. If he does purchase or if he 
goes back as a tenant he may have, if needed, 
a grant of $250 to rebuild his hovse. It is safe 
to say there will not be many cases in which 
this urgent need will not occur. 

Then comes the large class of cases which 
have always been thought to constitute the 
crux of any conceivable evicted tenants bill, 
the cases where the land has been taken by a 
new tenant, To turn him out against his will 
is to violate contracts, which in Irish legis- 
lation would be no novelty, and to outrage 
public opinion in England. To leave him in 
would be to incur the wrath of the Parnellites., 
Mr. Morley has chosen the latter and better 
part of it. A new tenant cannot be turned 
out against his will. If he consents to go he 
is to have compensation, half of which the 


Britist taxpayers supply. That, of course, 


like the provisions for paymg off of 
one year’s arrears of rent and the for 
a new cottage is another crux. The British 
taxpayer is apt to turn rusty when his money 
is wanted for the benefit of other people. He 
will be told he does not have to pay, because 
the half million wanted is to be charged on 
the Irish church temporalities fund. That 
may not quite satisfy him. He may still 
think that indirectly, if not directly, it must 
in the end come out of his own pdcket. More- 
over, the sum required is thought to be gross. 
ly underestimated.. There are more than 
4,000 evicted tenants. Finally, Mr. Balfour 
said he had been assured when Chief Secre- 
tary that the fund now to be charged was 
even then mortgaged up to the hilt. 


More Moderate than Expected. 


The bill as expounded Sy Mr. Morley, if not 
moderate, is more moderate than was ex- 
pected, more moderate than the Irish Nation- 
alists wish, arid more moderate than the 
Unionists feared. Mr. Morley “himself said 
the proposals of the government could not 
be fairly judged till the bill had been studied 
in print. They are, nevertheless, judged at 
once roughly and necessarily. True, Mr. 
Balfour, whose voice is the only really author- 
itative one on his side of the House, refrained 
from what he called a decisive opinion, He 
is himself in fayor of doingsomething to close 
an open wound, He does not wish to commit 
himself to a wholesale opposition to a scheme 
which, even from a Unionist point of view, 
may contain healing elements or the material 
for a settlement of a controversy which makes 
peace impossible in Ireland and prosperity 
uncertain. 

Less cautious and perhaps less responsible 
legislators spoke more freely. Ali parties in 
the House had their say. The Parnellites led 
off in the person of Mr. Harrmgton witha 
fierce denunciation of the scheme. Mr. Rus- 
sell, for the Irish Unionists, half blessed and 
more than haif cursed the bill, especially the 
use of church funds “in reward of robbery 
and wrongdoing.”’ Col. Saunderson, who 
takes individual views, announced that this 
was a device of the ministry for whitewashing 
the plan of campaign and its authors, The 
anti-Parnellites, or McCarthyites—they are 
much in need of a convenient name—declared 
themselves satisfied, or as nearly satisfied as 
Irish patriots ever expect to be with an En- 
glish bill. The origin of the bill is not, in 
truth, entirely English. Messrs. Sexton and 
Dillon were taken into counsel, and the bill 
represents ina measure their views as well as 
Mr. Morley’s. Their approval was secured 
beforehand. 


Salisbury's Important Declaration. 


I can refer only in the briefest way to sun- 
dry topics which deserve fuller treatment. 
Lord Salisbury’s speech to the Primrose 
League is remarkable for its declaration ap- 
parently meant to be finalin favor of contin- 
uing the heréditary principle in the House of 
Lords. He is for judicious reform, meaning 
more life Peers, but excluding the elective el- 
ement. That is a declaration of very consid- 
erable importance and likely to obstruct re- 
form and favor abolition. The debatein the 
House of Commons last night on the Duke of 
Coburg’s allowance came to nothing and the 
Radicals could muster only 67 votes against 
the annuity and against the government. 
The Scotch committee scheme has been cut 
down, Sir William Harcourt throwing over 
Sir Géorge QO. Trevelyan. Only minor mat. 
ters will be referred; no high politics nor 
great controversies. There was; however, a 
high controversy between Sir William and 
Mr. Chamberlain, which must further embit- 
ter relations’ already strained. The sympa- 
thies of the House were not with Mr. Cham- 
berlain. 


New Conflict in France. 


That “new spirit’? of tolerance, modera- 
tion, and compromise which M. Spuller an- 
nounced not long ago has not sufficed to pre- 
vent a fresh conflict between Church and 
State in France. The conflict is not as yet a 
large one, but it is a conflict of the kind 
which often ‘arose when the old spirit 
prevailed. A-law was passed last ses- 
sion requiting church aceounts to be 
audited by: the prefects. The Archbishop 
of Lyons issued a pastoral directing the 
church councils in his diocese to disobey the 
law. The Cabinet thereupon suspends the 
Archbishop’s salary and the Council of State 
is to be asked to anpul the pastoral. M. 
Spuller, within whose jurisdiction as Minister 
of Public Instruction and Worship these mat- 
ters fall, thinks himself obliged to,request all 
Bishops to send their pastorals dealing with 
this subject tohim. Probably not all of them 
will. A. considerable majority, more than 
1,000 out of the 4,000 church councils in 
France, have refused to submit their accounts 
to a prefect. The government threatens 
them with dismissal; they threaten the gov- 
ernment, with a revival of that old clerical 
agitation against the republic of which it was 
hoped France had seer the last. If it spreads 
the Pope thay once more intervene, and 
though Royalist politicians might refuse to 
listen Bishops and priests must obey his 
voice, 

Two Theatrical Failures. 


Two more theatrical failures have to be 
recorded, ‘Once Upon a Time” has lasted 
but a fortnight at the Hayi:narket. The nov- 
elty ‘of the theme and treatment could not 
save it, nor the vigorous acting of Beerbohm 
Tree, nor all Mrs. Tree’s girlish charms, To 
the London playgoer these are as naught with- 
out a plot. He can interest himself in 
enough semblance of verisimilitude to make 
an appeal to his sympathies. These the play 
lacked and it will be performed for the last 
time tonight, to be succeeded Wednesday by 
Sidney Grundy’s *‘ A Bunch of Violets.”’ 

StillJess surprising is the early demise of 
the melancholy “Mrs. Lessingham ”’ at the 
Garrick Theater, a play devoid of probable or 
conceivable inotive and so depressing that 
one felt like going toa funeral afterward to 
cheer oneself up. Miss Robins, that promis- 
ing young American actress, was not to be 
seen at her best; Miss Kate Rorke was, but 
Miss Kate Rorke is no novelty any more than 
John Hare himself. Mr. Hare’s iil luck is 
long continued. This is the third or fourth 
successive failure of a manager who unce had 
a keen scent for popularity if not al ways for 
dramatic excellence. He now has no better 
resource than Lytton’s “* Money,” in which, 
however, Mrs. Bancroft reappears. Mrs. 
Bancroft is an old story also, but a good one 
and such a favorite that she is cheered before 
as well as behind the footlights. This befell 
her last Saturday at the reopening of the 
Lyceum and the reappearance of Mr. Irving 
on his return from America. 

It nas pleased Mr. Irving, for some reason 
which is satisfactory to him as manager if 
not asthe lover and elevator of the English 
drama, to reproduce Mr, Wills’ “ Faust,’’ I 
do not say Mr. Wills’ version of Goethe's 
‘*Faust,” for there is more Wills than 
Goethe, and neither the poetry nor the play, 
neither Faust nor Mephistopheles, neither the 
philosophy nor the dramatic quality of either 
poem or play gains by the substitution. The 
traditional, the humdrum, the conventional, 
and the inane reign supreme. The acting is 
another matter. Mr. Irving has returned in 
his best form. His power over his audience 
is undiminished, perhaps increased, and he 
was welcomed with a warmth new even to. 
him and to the Lyceum. 

Next week witnesses a new production at 
the St. James Theater by George Alexander, 
who has at last allowed “The Second Mrs, 
Tanqueray ”’ to be decently interred after all 
her too numerous nightly deaths. He sub- 
stitutes for that dubious female an experiment 
by Henry Arthur Jones entitled ‘* The 
Masqueraders.”’ 

The visit of Mr. and. Mrs. Beerbohm Tree 
to America seems now fixed for early in next 
year.

Berum, April 21.—The important event 
which Emperor William was the first to an- 
nounce yesterday at Coburg—namely : the be- 
trothal of the Grand Duke Nicholas, Czaro- 
witz of Russia, to the Princess Alix of Hesse, 
is looked upon as cementing the new entente 
between Russia and Germany, and as securing 
a prolonged period of European peace, 
Although the rumor of the betrothal has 
frequently been circulated, only to be as 
frequently denied, the anzouncement that it 
was a fact wasa surprise to every member of 
the royal family. The betrothal has been 
spoken of as impossible of realization, and 
there is no doubt itis almost directly trace. 
able to the influence of Emperor William. 

The Czarowitz is known to have entertained 
a feeling of affection for several years for the 
Princess Alix. But, itis said, he would not 
be persuaded into an early marriage, and it is 
also asserted that Queen Victoria could not be 
prevailed upon to give her assent to the union. 
It is added that the Queen’s refusal was purely 
sentimental and non-politicai, being based 
upon the notorious ill-treatment of the sister 
of the Princess Alix, Princess Elizabeth, the 
wife of Grand Duke Sergius of Russia, by her 
husband. 

Moreover, political and religious hinder- 
ances existed in both countries, and it was be. 
lieved such a marriage was impossible. This 
was particulariy true while Prince Bismarck 
was at the head of affairs, for he feared En- 
giand would reap the advantage of it, and, in 
addition, the pan-Slavist party in Russia, 
headed by the all-powerful procurator of the 
Holy Synod, Pobiedonoszeuff, insisted that 
the heir to the throne of Russia must marry a 
Slavonic Princess. 

During the fétes at Coburg the young couple 
almost ostentatiously kept apart, But they 
will arrive at Darmstadt tomorrow with the 
Grand Duke Sergius and the Grand Duchess, 
his wife. The Battenbergs will also accom- 
pany the party of Grand Duke Sergius to 
Darmstadt. | 

Royalty Sits for Its Picture, 


The members of the royal families who are 
still at Coburg were today photographed in 
their various family groups, and the photo- 
graphs will be exchanged between the differ- 
ent members of these families as mementos 
of the wedding. 

Emperor William, before leaving Coburg, 
conferred the Order of the Red Eagle upon 
Prince Henry of Battenberg. In addition 
Emperor William presented a valuable gold 
snuff box, having on its er an enamel 
miniature of himself, set in diamonds, to 
Grand Marshal Ratibor, who superintended 
the wedding ceremonies, 

The wedding fétes will continue at Coburg 
and at Darmstadt until Sunday night. The 
Duke of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha (the Duke of 
Edinburg) gave a state concert last night be- 
fore Queen Victoria and the rest of the wed- 
ding guests. Mme. Albani sang and Nachez 
played the violin. Several distinguished art- 
ists from the Berlin Opera-House also ap- 
peared. : 

Emperor William, who was accompanied 
to the railroad station by the Duke of Saxe- 
Coburg-Gotha and by the Prince of Wales, 
left Coburg for Eisenach at 3 o’clock this aft- 
ernoon. Previous to’ the departure of Em- 
peror William from Coburg Queen Victoria 
appointed him Honorary Colonel of the First 
(Royal) Dragoons, now stationed at Dublin. 
Queen Victoria this evening entertained the 
Czarowitz and Princess Alix of Hesse at din- 
ner, Grand Duke and Grand Duchess Viadimir 
ana several Russian and German officials of 
high rank were also present at the dinner. 


Embittered Against Caprivi. 


The Conservatives went away from the last 
sitting of the Reichstag with yet more em- 
bittered feelings against Caprivi. Their de- 
feat in the attempt to embarrass the govern- 
ment over the agricultural question was com- 
plete. But they are determined to continue 
the fight. Count von Kanitz will be placed 
at the head of a movement to draw new mul. 
titudes of farmers into the Agrarian League. 
In the meantime their efforts will be directed 
towards undermining Caprivi’s firm position 
with the Emperor. Their first attempt to do 
this with the aid of the Kladderadatsch has 
been afizzle. This newspaper has for some 
time been attacking different officials of the 
Foreign Office, charging personal intrigues in 
the appointments and transfers of German 
representatives at various foreign posts. But all 
public opinion which is worth considering 1s 
unreservedly on the side of the officials at- 
tacked. The Emperor has shown his sym- 
pathy with the Foreign Office officials by ap- 
pointing Baron Kiderlenwachter, chief of the 
press department of the Foreign Office, to 
succeed Baron von Tielmann as Prussian 
Minister to Hamburg, and this was done in 
spite of the fact that Baron Kiderlenwachter 
was one of those most violently attacked. 

Financial Demands Modified. 


In regard to the modified financial measures 
which the government has announced its in- 
tention to introduce next session on account 
of the defeat ofthe financial plans of Dr. 
Miquel, it is stated that Chanceilor von 
Caprivi and Count von Posadowsky, Secretary 
of the Imperial Treasury, will tbe content to 
get the eighteen million marks absolutely 
necessary to meet the present necessities in- 
stead of the thirty million marks which Dr, 
Miquel demands. 

New Reichstag Unfinished. . 

It was hoped that the next. session of the 
Reichstag would be held in the newly built 
Parliament house, but President Levetzow 
has announced that the building will not, be 
ready until the beginning of 1895, Therefore, 
the members will reassemble, in November, 
in the old Reichstag. The new building is of 
imposing size and aspect. But it is criticised 
as being a nondescript mixture of all styles of 
architecture. The south vestibule, which will be 
more used than any, is nearest to the Brander- 
berger Thor, will be decorated with the 
statues of all the Emperors of Germany. An 
enormous restaurant looks over the Koenigs- 
platz; its arched ceiling is being decorated 
with arabesques on a dull green groand. The 
southwest, corner contains a conversation 
saloon with a ceiling and fresco of dark 
carved wood. Adjoining it are the post and 
telegraph offices and the reading and writing 
rooms, which are also done in dark wood. 
The President’s rooms open into the east 
vestibule, which is entered from the Somer- 
strasse. The hall in which | the sittings of the 
Reichstag will take place is reached from this 
vestibule. The new hall is almost the same 
size as the one in the old building, and in ap- 
pearance is not unlike it. 

Empress in a Heavy Sea. 

The Empress of Germany had an extremely 
rough passage on her journey from Venice to 
Abbazia on board the Christabel. Directly 
the yacht, accompanied by the German war- 
ship Von Moltke, left the canal, both vessels 
were placed under short canvas, as the 
weather was decidedly threatening. There 
was quite a sea running as the vessels headed 
for Abbazia, and the waves continued to in- 
crease in size and strength. Eventually the 
Christabel shipped so much water that a great 
deal of it found its way below decks and the

No Time for a Festival. 


It is reported that Emperor William has de- 
clined the proposal of the East Prussian 
Provincial Diet to hold a festival upon the 
occasion of his autumn visit to Koenigsburg, 
The ground for the Emperor’s refusal is said 
to be that the agricultural interests of East 
Prussia are passing through a period of de- 
pression. 


Runyon to Have a Vacation. 


The United States Ambassador, Theodore 
Runyon, starts Wednesday next on a two- 
months’ vacation. Mr. Runyon sails for New 
York from Genoa May 10 on board the North 
German Lloyd steamship Kaiser Wilhelm II.

An Idea of What Traveling at This Speed 
Means. 

Pittsburg Dispatch: It is evident that what 
may be termed electrical science is yet in its 
infancy, and marvélous will be the revelations 
that will disclose themselves by the close of 
the century.

This would be a speed of a 
little more than 298 feet per second, and a 
four-inch trolley wheel, if the trolley system 
be used, would be required to turn at the rate 
of over 293 revolutions per second. It will 
at once be seen that no such velocity could be 
applicabie on anything more than an almost 
inappreciable surve, but, of course, a train 
could be ** slowed in rounding these. But 
there isnot in the present time any known 
principle of construétion for wheel rota- 
tion, involving the mecessary weight, in 
which the centrifugal tendéncy at such speed 
would be compatible With safety. Of course 
it is welt understood that where the reversible 
feature of piston and crank action can be dis- 
pensed with, that) higher mechanical motion 
can be secured, and itis true that electrical 
action far exceeds steam action in quickness, 
butalaw governs Inechanical rotation, and 
the safe limit is passed a considerable time 
prior to obtaining a speed of 290 ‘feet per 
second. Even withthe present speed of rail- 
way trains hot boxes are 4 frequent and an an- 
noying as well as dangerous feature, and, 
as stated, unless spme radical change for 
the better in the rotary principle is discov- 
ered, it will be fotted. that the maximum of 
speed has been reached in some of our fastest 
steam express traing, Atall events, it might 
be well for a time toaim ata speed of 125 
miles per hour, as; more than likely, the 
practical mechanical limit will be found not 
far beyond the 100-milg¢ gauge. 

Ata speed of 200 ‘miles’ per hour a car 
wheel having a diameter of thirty 
inches would have to make thirty-nine 
revolutions per second—a rate of rota- 
tion that may. be set down as entire- 
ly beyond the practical limit. It will 
be understood at once that theze high train 
velocities demand alsolute perfection of road- 
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Way, no compound curves, no depression or 
elevations, save the most gfadual, involving 
miles of distance; for this proposed speed is 
tu excel anything in the material line save 
such bodies as move as projectiles by explo- 
sive propulsion. 
ures whose movement reaches the 200-mile- 
an-hour limit, and the sever#st hurricane does 
not attain a 100-mile-an-hour movement, 
While the proposed speed is attainable theo- 
retically, practically it is outside of physics. 


LORD ROSEBERY’S ANCESTOR’S ROMANCE, 


Loving Devotion to a Woman Who Be- 
trayed His Honor and Trust. 

Since Lord Rosebery stepped into Mr. Glad- 
stone’s shoes stories of his eollege days at 
Oxford and his maiden efforts in the political 
gatne have come to light and into print. So 
far the new Pritme Miaister’s ¢areer has been 
filled with more of the practical affairs of life 
than otherwise. But one of his an- 
cestors was the hero of a romance, 
which, though not to be found 
in the pages of Burke or Debrett, is vouched 
for by Chambers’ ‘‘ Book of Days.” The 
nobleman was Lord Dalmeny, the son of the 
second Earl of Rosebery, who in the first half 
of last century encountered in London a 
charming lady, whom he persuaded to. marry 
him, and who accompanied him on a tour on 
the continent. This union, though it was 
concealed from the relatives of both bride- 
groom and bride, appears to have fulfilled 
the essential conditions of matrimony, and to 
have conferred on, Kitty Cannon and her 
noble lord both harmony and happiness. 

But while still in the height of their wedded 
bliss the lady was stricken by a mortal illness. 
When assured that there was no chance of her 
recovery, she asked for pen and paper, and 
wrote these startling words: ‘1am the wife 
of the Rey. Mr. Gough, rector of Thorpe, in 
Essex. My maiden name was C. Cannon, and 
my last/request is to be buried at Thorpe.” 
Lord Dalmeny always protested his entire 
ignorance of this previous marriage, and bit- 
terly mourned his loss. He determined, how- 
ever, to carry out the last wishes of one he 
had loved so well, and, having had the body 
embalmed, contrived to convey it to England, 
assuming the name of Williams for the pur- 
pose of his journey. 

At Colchester, where he landed, the chest 
containing the remains was opened by the 
custom-house officers, who suspected a case 
of smuggling.

Agents Cannot Make Satisfactory Show- 
itigs of Income on Which to Base Sales 
«Chicago Construction in the Buckeye 
State Capital=Plans for a Drexel Avenue 
Mansion—Leases to Business Houses 
Closed@A Twenty-Four Foot Lot on 
Michigan Avenue Transferred. 

The season has advanced sufficiently to 
allow of reasonably accurate predictions as to 
the course of the real estate market for the 
year. Dealersdo not expect any revival of 
activity in the down-town district. Property 
of this class is sold. on a showing of income 
and the more conservative dealers admit that 
under present conditions a satisfactory income 


showing cannof be made. Property may ulti- | 


mately be bought and soldon a 3 or 4 per 
cent basis, but investors will not be ready for 
so radical a change for some time to come. 
The buildings which can earn fair incomes on 
the valuations placed on them by their owners 
will be exceptional this year. Every foot of 
available space has to be utilized and as many 
encroachments made on the rights of the pub 
lic as possibie to secure income. 

The successful management of an office 
building has been gradually developed into a 
science. The methods used at the corner of 
Washington and Dearborn streets illustrate 
the difficulty which agents find in satisfying 
clients on the question of income from 
large buildings. Three buildings near the 
above corner, the Equitable, the Illiaois Na- 


tional Bank Building, and the Portland Block 


are under control of practically the same peo- 
ple. In the Equitable Building a new feature 
in Chicago building, a subbasement, has been 
adopted. The managers of this building be- 
grudge even the space.neceasary for a steam 
plant and decided to huve one plant do three 
buildings. An order was secured from the 
City Council providing for running a steam 

ipe across the street from the Illinois Bank 
Building. A single plant, with its engineer 
and firemen, will now provide heat and power 
for three large buildings. 

These are certainly heroic attempts tu 
maintain a high net rent by saving space and 
reducing operating-expenses. In this direc- 
tion individual owners of office buildings can 
scarcely complete. If down-town properties 
cannot be sold on the present income showin 
the immediate future prospects are not suc 
as will decide prospective investors to specu- 
late on the future. 

The down-town section, for the first time in 
some years, is actually overbuilt. The Board 
of Education's Yecent proposal for from 15,- 
000 to 17,000 feet of office space brought in 
bids from ten buildings, representing available 
vacant space of somethi like 160,000 
square feet. The list of buildin by no 
means contains ail the structures which need 
tenants. In fact about one-half of the build- 
ings which express a willingness to accom mo- 
date the Board of Education are those which 
are popularly supposed to be well filled. The 
Board of Education is nota particularly de- 
sirable tenant, as the payment of its employés 
until the opening of the next school year will 
congest any building it occupies for several 
days in each month. The rentals per square 
foot, too, are exceedingly low as compared 
with the standard of a yearago. In two or 
three instances the square foot rental approx- 
imates $1. 

The trouble with down-town real estate 
business is that the erection of high buildings 
and the negotiation of long term leases in 
connection with these buildimg projects has 
been. carried to sucha point that the entire 
system of values is on an artificial basis, The 
experts on land values are all at sea regarding 
proper criterions. An inactive period is to be 
expected while a new basis is determined 
from conditions of demand and supply. The 
real estate inen of Chicago will have to be 
eatisfied this year to sell and buy residence 
eae and income business property. which

FINE HOTEL PLANNED FOR BOSTON,

It Is to Replace the Tremont House and 
Will Cost $2.500,000, 

It seems to be practicelly settled that a new 

hotel will replace the historic Tremont House 


of Boston. According to the plans exhibited 


the new structure will be eleven stories of rib- 
rock and pressed brick masonry, crowned by 
summer garden and promenade. The first 
three stories will be of conglomerate sand- 


stone. From the top of the third story 


the building (will be completed in pressed 
buff brick, This is to be so “pointed” 
off as to complete the effect ana give 
a general appearance of continuity. The 
facade is broken by an arch that ex- 
tends by its kéystone to the second floor. This 
affords an entrance thirty feet in the clear and 
a lobby surrounded by “ mezzanine”’ gallery 
and flanking rooms. it is intended that the 
lobby shall be a clear receptacle for humanity 
drifting in and out from the café that will 
oceupy the corner of Beacon street and ex- 
tend fifty feet tu the ladies’ entrance. 

Starting from the main lobby, a flight of 
stairs will lead up to the mezzanine floor, 
They will occupy over one-third the width of 
the ‘‘ rotunda.” A broad landing will have as 
a et stained glass, through which 
the light of an alleyway leading off Tremont 
place will be admitted. This alleyway is de- 
pended upon to make good the assertions of 
the architects that there wiil not be an inside 
room in the house. It will be thirty feet in 
width, and extend to within eighty feet of 
Tremont street. 

From the second to the eighth floors the 
plan is exactly the same. Every other room 
will have a boudoir, containing a | bath, and 
along the Beacon street, Tremont street, and 
south sides of the stru¢ture a suite can be 
opened up, giving respectively fourteen, 
twelve, and seven rooms, with virtual isola-

JAKE’S 1USSLE WITH THE WHITE BEAR, 


An Exciting Experience in the Rigging of 
a Vessel in Arctic Waters. 

San Francisco Jtem: There is an old sailor 
named Jake, recently returned to San Fran- 
cisco from an arctic cruise, who has made up 
his mind not to go on another whaling expe- 
dition no matter what happens, The reason 
is this:

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INOREASED REVENUE FOR THE WA- 
TER DEPARTMENT. | 


‘Consolidation of Lake and Hyde -Park Of- 
fices ‘with the Main One Would Add 
$25,000 to the fund Avatiable for the 
Reassessment Which Is Now Lagging 
Because There Is Other Important 
Work to Be Done — Supt. Crossette 
Thinks at Least $170,000 Can Be Added. 


Supt. Crossette of the Water Department 

said yesterday that although the plan for re- 
assessing the water rates in the various wards 
has not been abandoned, but little is being 
done in the matter, as the empioyés of the de- 
purtment are busy on other necessdry work, 
making out bills for the May 
and June rentals, preparing the 
envelopes in which to send ogt those bills, 
and in making examinations for water main 
extensions in new streets which are to be im- 
proved during thesummer. The work of re- 
assessment is being kept up by a small force 
in two small districts of the Twelfth Ward, 
and as soon as the present rush in the depart- 
ment proper is over it will be resumed all 
along the line. 
. Mr. Crossette thinks if the Hyde Park and 
Lake offices are consolida with the main 
office a certain numberof the employés will 
be eet at liberty to make the reassessment, 
and that much work may be done and much 
additional revenue be obtained for the city. 
Accountant Harper thinks a saving of $25,- 
000 can be effected by consolidation, and this 
sum would go a long way towards paying for 
the reassessment. The: city, in his opinion, 
could not enter into a more profitable eénter- 
nrise. He said: 

‘*We have increased the water revenue in 
the Twelfth and Thirty-second Wards $15,- 
000 perannum. Ithink the average in the 
other wards will be higher rather than lower 
than in either of these wards. But putting it 
at the lowest figure, $5,000 per ward, and 
that is too conservative an estimate, we have 
an increased revenue of $70,000. That is 
surely worth going after.”’ 


How the City Is Cheated. 


Mr. Crossette explained how it has come 
aboat that the city has been cheated out of its 
fair revenue for water. He said: “ When a 
man makes an addition to his house or puts 
in a bath tub or an additional faucet he never 
reports, On the other hand, if a 
bath tub is taken out or a_ée faucet 
disused he is sure to be down here 
howling about the extortion of the depart- 
ment. There ie hardly a precinct of any ward 
where additional water faucets are not put in 
each day. They ere hardly ever reported, 
They are never reported Bias certain dis- 
tricts,”’ 

It was suggested that an ordinance requir- 
ing plumbers to report to the department 
when they put additional faucets in a house 
under penalty of having their licenses revoked 
might be an effectual reinedy. 

‘It would certainly have a good effect and 
lead to an increase of revenue, and such an 
ordinance ought to be passed. It might be 
difficult to enforce it, but it could be enforced. 
Some Alderman has a chance to do good 
service for the city by introducing such an or- 
dinance and securing its passage.”’ 

Mr. Crossette was asked whether his depart- 
ment was not overmanned. He said this was 
a mistake. Several employés were cut off at 
the beginning of the year and the Council cut 
down the appropriation considerably. Twelve 
employés were dismissed from the Lake 
office since the $ appropriation  ordi- 
nance was passed and three were 
discharged from the Hyde Park office, no ap- 
propriatior having been made for them. Mr. 
Crossette protested that most of his men are 
working over hours now in order to keep up 
with the demands on them and so that some 
men could be spared for reassessments. He 
hoped that most of the wards would be reas- 
sessed before the November bilis were sent 
out. 

Work for Additional Men. 
_ He went further, and said it would pay the 
city to employ additional. men to make the 
assessment. Accountant Harper supported 
him in that position. One thing is certain, 
the force of the Water Office is now much 
smaller than it wasa year ago and of course 
less expensive, It is also true that the depart- 


minent is dommg more work than it did a year. 


ago. There are few idlers hanging around 
now. 

Mr, Crossette was asked whether the so- 
called charitable and religious and 
philanthrophic institutions continue to get 
water free of. charge. He said: ** Water is 
furnished free to the long list of institutions 
— in Tue Trrpunze some time ago. 

ut we are not to blame in the matter. 
This state of things has existed for years and I 
don’t doubt that it will continue, Corporation 
Counsel Rubens drafted an ordinance which 
aimed at some sort of regulation in this mat- 
ter. He did not claim that it was a perfect 
measure. It was referred to the Committee 
on Fire and Water and after a month or so re- 
ported back with the recommendation that 
it should be placed on file. I believe it. has 
been placed on file. I have been told that the 
intention of the Aldermen who had it piaced 
on file was to put an end to the free water 
system. But there is yet an  un- 
repealed ordinance granting public in- 
stitutions free water and an unrepealed 
order giving charitable and __ religious 
institutions free water also. As longas that 
ordinance and that order stand we are power- 
less. If the Council repeals either or both we 
ean act. But until the Council acts we can do 
nothing. 

Whole System Is Wrong. 

‘But you might discriminate,” it was 
urged. 

‘* Yes, we might. Butif we attempted that 
we would be able to dono business here but 
listen to the remonstrances of angry delega- 
tions. The whole system is wrong.”’ 

There is not much likelihood that the Coun- 
cil will repeal either the order or the ordi- 
nance. The Corporation Counsel, however, 
has declared that both are invalid, that the 
exemptions are illegal. It ig therefore 
the duty of the city to collect the rents. They 
aggregate about $40,000 per annum. All 
churches, schools, convents, theological semi- 
naries, hospitals, and parochial houses are 
exempted. Mr. , Rubens once said: 
‘Those institutions have nv more right 
to claim exemption from the payment of water 
rents:to the city than they have to claim ex- 
emption from the payment of their gas bills 
to the gas companies or their electric lighting 
bills.”” But the administration, of which Mr. 
Rubens is the legal. adviser, permits the 
wrongful exemptions to be continued. 

It is probable that the matter will be 
orought before the Council soon, though 
the Aldermen are timid about touching the 
matter.

STRIKING EXAMPLE OF THE IM. 
PORTANOE OF OLEANLINEsS. 


Over 95 per Cent of the Smalipox Cases 
This Year Found in the Poor Quarters 
Where Dirt Prevailed=Work of the 
Lake Avenue Improvement Association 
to Environ Homes in Comparative 
Purity=—System That Deserves General 
Emulation. 


That. good health depends largely upon 


cleanliness was probably in recent years never 
more forcibly illustrated than in connection 
with the prevailing smallpox scare. The rec. 
ords of the Health Department show that 
over 95 per cent of the cases this year come 
from lécalities where pure air, clean quarters, 
and wholesome sutroundings are a minus 
quantity. Dirty streets, filthy alleys, im- 
proper food, and poor sanitary conditions 
prepared the victims for the disease germs, 

It is possible in. each home to at least part: 
ly change these conditions. For six years 
this idea has been in successful operation 
along one of the beautiful residence avenues 
of Hyde Park. Without attracting much at- 
tention elsewhere the society*has successfully 
dealt with the question of cleanliness in its 
different phases. The street and alleys are 
kept clean by a property-owners’ society, the 
sprinkling in summer is by private contract, 
snow plows are owned and operated when 
necessary by the association, and each resi- 
dent takes pride in the general cleanliness of 
everything. “he avenue is classed among the 
most desirable of South Side residence streets. 

The Lake Avenue Improvement Association 
was organized in October, 1888. At that 
time the street was not payed. The garbage 
contractors paid more attention to getting 
rich than to cleaning the‘alleys. There was 
no uniformity in sidewalks or front yards. 
Finally, in the little chapel at Lake and Wood- 
lawn avenues, a meeting of property-owners 
was held and the situation discussed. W. G. 
Purdy was elected President and a regular 
organization was perfected. An address was 
prepared stating the objects of the associa- 
tion and sent toeach property-owner along 
Lake avenue, from Oakwood avenue to wey: 
first street. 

Cleanliness the Watchword. 

The objects of the association may be 
summed up in the one word—cleanliness. It 
was suggested thatall garbage be burned in 
the home, ashes be used for filling, and that a 
general order of cleaning up the yards be 
enforced at once, Information was given as 
to who was the scavenger and the health 
officer and how to make complaints that 
would be effective. New ash boxes were rec- 
ommended and alley paving was urged. The 


_ paving of Lake avenue was considered indis- 


pensable. The ple were asked ‘to con- 
tribute inall the sinee details in keeping 
yards and alleys clean. 

Non-resident property-owners were called 
upon to help the good work along. An as- 
sessment of 10 cents a front foot was levied 
and cheerfully paid. An attempt was at once 
made to have the street declared a boulevard. 
This failed for the reason that Lake avenue 
was the short cut to Jackson Park and the 
Fair was cothing. Owners on neighboring 
streets did not want this travel and they pre- 
vented Lake avenue, from Forty-ninth street 
north, being made an extension of the boule- 
varded Washington avenue. Asan offset to 
this it was agreed that Lake avenue be paved 
at the expense of the town. This was one of 
the early results of the association and $63,- 
756 was paid to pave the avenue from For- 
tieth street to Fifty-first street, and over that 


road in fall and winter of 1892 and the 
spring of "93 went the heavy World’s Fair 
traffic. Members of the association stood 


over the contractor and saw that he did his 
work properly. Every home coxtained a 
watchman in the interest of the avenue. 

Other changes were taking place at the same 
time. Fences came down and new homes 
went up. Along the entire two miles sto 
sidewalks were built on both sides of the 
street. The pavement completed, the associa- 
tion took care of it.. The sprinkling was done 
by the association and done better than the 
city contractor had ever performed the work 
and at little extra expense. Again each 
house contained a watchman and the servants 
of the association were never out of sight of 
their employers. The city furnished a man 
This 
servant kept the street clear of paper, stones, 
and other refuse and looked after vacant lots. 
He kept his family in fuel from the street 
cleanings. Besides this Lakewood Park was 
brought into existence. This is a strip of 
ground where Greenwood and Lake avenues 
meet at Forty-third street. The name was 
taken from the names of the avenues, Lake 
from Lake avenue and Wood from Green- 
wood avenue. The spot was bare: the city 
paid $600, the property-owners $600, and 
the park was a fact. 


EKach Home Ite Own Crematory. 


Throughout this time the burning of gar- 
bage in the homes was being urged, and with 
much success. Each home its own crema- 


- tory was the idea carried out by many of the 


300 housekeepers along the avenue, The 
aileys became clean, the front yards leveied 
up and sodded, and houses painted. When 
winter came and snow covered the walks 
plows cleaned the way to the depots early in 
the morning, and all this cost the members of 
the association 15 centsa frontfoot. Prop 
erty increased in value, and non-residents 
cheerfully paid their assessments. 

Even the trees received attentior. Lake 
avenue has some of the finest trees in the 
city, and they were trimmed to the best ad- 
vantage. Tosave the trees in the days when 
Indians used Lake avenue as a road the early 
settler carried water from the lake in hot 
weather. The present residents reap the en- 
joyment. Atthe old Sherman home, along 
by Dr. Brooks’ and south, the trees are beau- 
tiful. This is also the cast at W. G. Purdy’s, 
W. BR. Rand’s, J. G. McWilliams’,,, Judge 
Trumbull’s, and Washington Porter’s. The 
work of the association still continues. The 
avenue is being cleaned, and a fresh carpet of 
green is seen in front of the homes. The cuts 
in the road wil) not be repaired until it is 
learned whether the wreck of the Fair is to be 
hauled into the city or not.

92. Then John R. Hoagland was chosen 
and has since been reélected in ’93 and ‘04.

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RUSSIA AND CRIMES, 


PROF. HOURWIOH ON THE RECENT 
EXTRADITION TREATY, 


Thrice Exiled from His Native Land, » 
Brilliant Russian Scholar Outlines His 
Ideas of the Treaty Between This Coun- 
try and His Native Land He Reads 
His Criticism Before the Political 
Sclence Club of the University of Chi- 
cagoHis Views Regarded as Valuable, 


Isaac A. Hourwich, Ph. D., LL. B., Docent 
in Statistics in the University of Chicago, re- 
cently read before the Political Science club 
a paper on the Russian-American extradition 
treaty. The treatise is exhaustive, and 
abounds in references and citations from the 
most eminent authorities in both Russia and 
America, Dr. Hourwich, who isa Russian 
by birth, received his early education in the: 
Russian universities, and has been thrice ex. 
ited from his native land for the promulga- 
tion of democratic ideas. His experience. 
among the Russian peasantry and his close 
study of Russian political tendencies make 
his opinions upon our existing treaty with 
Russia of peculiar value to the American stu- 
dent of politics. The following is a résumé: 

The recent convention between the United 
States and Russia for extradition of criminals 
makes an entirely novel departure in the Ameri- 
can policy in international matters, and well de- 
serves the dispassionate consideration of the 
student. It is true that the article concerning 
political refugees which created so much publie 
excitement in the matter of the treaty with Ru 
‘gia is-also found in the treaties made by this 
country with Belgium (1882) and Luxemburg 
(1883), Both treaties provide that ‘un attempt 
against the life of the head of their government 
or against that of any member of his 
family when such attempt comprises the act 
either of murder or assassination or of poisoning 
or of accessory thereto shall not be considered a 
political offense or an act connected with such 
an offenso.”’ Itis equally true, however, that in 
the case of Belgium and Luxemburg the true 
provision is practically of so little consequence 
that it has remained eptirely unknown outside of 
the diplomatic world until unearthed on the oc- 
easion of the agitation against the Russian 
treaty; whereas the latter has immediately af- 
fected the interests of a large class of Russian 
refugees. While occasion for extraaition under the 
regicide section of the Belgium and Luxemburg 
treaties will not probabiy present itself as often 
as once a century, baif a year had not elapsed 
since the Russian treaty, had taken effect when 
this government was called to take action in the 
case of the ten fugitive eqgpelion exiles in San 
Francisco Nov. 7, 1893. e refugees were dis- 
charged on the 22d of the same month under the 
assumption that they liad been exiled for polit- 
icai reasons. When the construction of the 
TranéSiberian railway will have been completed, 
with thedevelopment of steamship connection be- 


_ tween Siberia and the Pacific coast, cases of escape 


of Siberian exiles to the United States are likely 
to become more frequent. ‘Russia can spare 
more of her common convicts, if America has 
room for them,"’ the Russian Minister confessed 
to an Associated Press reporter in the case of the 
San Francisco some ‘If they were political 
réfugees,"’ be added significantly, “we would 
have immediately demanded their extradition.”’ 
I think we may take the autbority of the Russian 
Minister as his government's view of the purport 
of the treaty. itis the purpose of this paper to 
show that the view of the Russian Government is 
well grounded on the stipulations of the con- 
vention. | 
Terms of the Treaty. 


The treaty contains the principle that has here- 
tofore been foreign to the Ameérican policy— 
namely: that conspiracies against the life of a 
foreign sovereign shall, under no circumstances 
whatever, be treated as political offenses. It was 
attempted to represent this stipulation as spring. 
ing forth from the embitterment produced in this 
country by the assassination of two of its Presi- 
dents. if it were so the public feeling must have 
been somewhat slow in manifesting itself, 
since the assassination clause is contaiped 
none of the treaties concluded by the United 
States with foreign countries between 1865 and 
1881, and the only one out of eight concluded 
since 1881. It has been maintained that this 
provision has been included for the protection of 
the American President just as well as the pro- 
tection of the Czar.. The provision that is object- 
edtointhe Russian treaty is not found in the 
treaties with Spain, Italy, or Japan, nor indeed 
with Great Britain, which have been concluded 


' between 1882 and 1889. It surely cannot be 


maintained that it is easier for an American 
offender to escape to Russia than to Canada. 
The treaty with Great Britain is as explicit asthe 
treaty with Baden, which contai s the fol- 
lowing provision: “No person surrendered by 
either of the high contracting parties to the 
other shall be triable or be tried for any political 
crime or offense or for any act connected there- 
with committed previously to his extradition.” 
This, whatever be the position one is inclined to 
take in his judgment of the treaty, it cannot be 
well denied that it is a piece of special legislation 
enacted in favor and for.the protection of a for- 
eign potentate. Doubtless itmay be argued that 
a common-law oitfense, prompted by whatever 
motives, ought-to be treated as a common crime, 
and therefore ought to be extraditable, but to 
contend that an attempt upon the life of a pwlice- 
man or a Goverraor whenthe motives of the act 
are political is non-extraditable-and is conse- 
quently a political offense, whereas a similar of- 
fense against the life of a Czar is emphatically 
non-political, is in a high degree contradictory. 
It is worthy. of notice that this doctrine which 


, has of late been persistently promoted by Rus- 


sia (0 our treaties is contradicted by the crim- 
inal code itself. To say nothing of attempts on 
the life of the Czar a similar offense against the 
head of a foreign government, if committed by a 
Russian in a forcign land, is treated by the Rus- 
sian gode under t neral title of ‘ political 
crimes.’ As the offenses made extraditable 
by the recent Russian-American treaty are 
Russia, it may not be 
without interest to consider how it compares 
-with the treaties with other nations under the 
same code. Imprisoument for life is in Russiathe 
highest penalty fixed by‘law for murder, whether 
committed in the Empire orin a foreign state. 
In case extenuating circumstances can be showp 
in behalf of the aoltednes, the punishment can 
be reduced to settlement in Siberia, precisely the 
same as in the highest penalty for attempts upon 
the life of the head of a foreign government, 
when sich attempts comprise assassination. In 
other words, the fact that the attempt has been 
directed against the person of a head of a foreign 


government is treated by the Russian law alike 


With an extenuating circumstance, though an 
‘attempt upon the life of the Czar, wlicther real 
or purely constructive, is puhishable with death.

Should there be any uncertainty as to whether 
the Russian-American treaty is only for the sur- 
render of political refugees the Russian courts 
would be Fromps to settle it. Extradition po 
be granted by American authorities under the 

yretense that the attempt upon the life of the 
zar is a non-political offense. In Rhssia, the 
prisoner would be committed for trial agreeab! 
with Russian statutes before a special tribuo 
having jurisdiction over political crimes, whereas 
attempts upon the life of the Czar aretried un- 
der the title of political offenses. 

It is said the indignation against the Russian 
treaty has been directed at purely imaginary 
evils, extradition being restricted only to those 
who are guilty of actual attempts upon the life 
of the Czar: political refugees, however, will 
come as before unmalested. he fallacy of this 
assertion ay pears when we examine the clause 

rovid or the extradition of “ aceeseories be- 

ore the fact.” It is only in seven treaties out of 
thirty-five that accessories are mad@ extradita- 
bie, so Russia comes under the exception. In the 
case of the Chicago Anarchists it was held that 
under this section oe editor was responsible for 
the crime that hé had encouraged by his articles. 
By this construction the Nihilist editor advocat- 
ing the assassination of the Czar would be extra- 
ditable, so would algo one contributing a small 
amount on a subseription list in behalf of the 
revolutionary party. Such subscriptian lists were 
circulated by the thousands. 


They Aided Innocently, 


Thousands of Russians, though not initiated 
in terroristic conspitacies, thus aided with their 
money in the ea reer of attempts on the 
life of the Czar. Wedo not hesitate to say that 
on this charge’ there is a afacie case of ex- 
tradition against each and every Russian polit- 
ical sptpgee. What must be the evidence in the 
case, i there are any witnesses within 
reach who. can testif in behalf of the 
accused? They may summoned. Still 
this would rather an exceptional case. 
As a rule the matter would have to be decided on 
the ground of depositions of State witnesses— 
i. e.: largely of polfve officers and detectives. One 
need notiook as far as Russia to find that per- 
jury is in no wise a bugbear to individuals in this 
capacity. It bas been held, further, by the Senate 
that false testimony given in the course of the 

reliminary inquest. is not punished by law un- 

ess subsequently emyoested y oath on the trial 
of casein court. All religious as well as legal 
checks against perjury thus being removed it re- 
mains only to confide in the virtue of the Russian 
officials for their pure love of truth. 

Russian diplomacy skillfully took advantage 


a few innocent looking stipulations by which che 
Senate, heedless of their full import, pledged the 
support of the United States to the Russian 
methods of government. The clause concerning 
forgery céntains the @xpress promise on the part 
of the United States elp Russia in her pass- 
port and conscription laws. A considerable por- 
tion of the Russian immigrants are deserters 
from military service. Many of them may be 
guilty of forgery committed with the object of 
evading service. During the years 1880-3, a 
regular trade in forged certificates for discharge 
from military service was going on in West- 
ern Russia ‘and Poland until the Reve 
tice was detected in 1884. 

sands of young men who availed them- 
selves of these certificates fled from Russia and 
landed upon our shores. This class of cases will 
probably oftener come up in the United States 
on these lines than upon any other article of the 
treaty. Has the United States any interest in 
the surrender of these fugitives to Russia? The 
passport system and compulsory military service 
are foreign to the practice of this country and 
odious to the people of Russia, but the 
Russian Government has been fully aware 
of the evils of the passport system for 
more than a quarterofacentury. The passport 
reforms remain pending problems in Russian leg- 
islation, but partly owing to the bureaucratic 
inertia and partly to the close connection exist- 
ing between the pass regulations and the Russian 
system of direct taxation. The repeal of the for- 
mer is delayed until the reform of the latter. 


The Medimwval Syatem. 


A few words on the medieval system are neces- 
sary that the pe yee | publi¢e may better appreci- 
ate the methods by which their opposition to the 
treaty is promoted on the Russian side, or to 
putit more exactly 6n the Russian taxpayers’ 
side. The Russian tax collectors’ side, it 
seems to us, is fairly represented by the 
treaty. The people of Russia is divided into 
taxable estates and privileged estates. The 
entire burden of direct taxation falls upon the 
peasantry. The nobility, the clergy, the mer- 
chant guilds, the oflicialdom, the university 
graduates, and most of the professions are,as a 
rule, exempt from direct taxation. Besides the 
tax there are also required personal services. It 
is a duty of these porpore gene i for the ben- 
efit of the State.’ Théy are bound to keep the 
roads in, repair. to jsupply horses and driving 
service to officials traveling on duty where there 
is no regular mail service, etc. The taxes and 
services are rende by the peasant in provor- 
tion to the land holding. ° 

It is an accepted principle that the act for 
which extradition is demanded must constitute 
an offense according to the laws of both coun- 
tries. if we aro guided in the hght of this prin- 
ciple forgery committed with the purpose of vio- 
lating the passport regulations or military sery- 
ice cannot be extraditable. Certainly “ forgery 
and the utterance of forged’ papers, public, soy- 
ereign, or governmental acts ”’ is found in all ex- 
tradition treaties of the United States with other 
countries. But as soadn as the attempt further 
to define the meaning of the term forgery in 
all those treaties is made we shall readily 
find that in order to constitute an extraditable 
offense it is essential that the act should * affect 
the title or claim to mpney or property.” To the 
American lawyer forgery can convey no other 
idea than-that of ah invasion of the rights of 
property, for such it is at corimon law and ac- 
cording to the United States statutes. A number 
of cases have come up jin the extradition practice 
of this country where forgery was charged to the 
prisoner, but in all| cases money interests or 

roperty interests were involved, and no case can 
be shown in the whole pg of this country 
in which forgery would be claimed as a ground 
for extradition were property interests not in- 
volved. By the Russian extradition treaty 
the counterfeiting (of public seals is 
also .made  extraditable, while it is 
not made a crime jin 4 many of the 
American treaties, and where it ig so mentioned 
it is always combined with terfeiting of 
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of the mutual in- 
, 9 land highly civil- 
eGermany and Austria have made it 
& practice to strrender to Russia her political 
fugitives without making any inquiries as to the 
nature of the offense or the character of the 
charge, The government of Prince Bismarck in 
recent years expelled to Russia by her request 
30,000 Russiah residents who were living in 
Prussia without ae rts. Of course Prussia 
only availed herself of her “right to expel or ex- 
tradite foreigners.” A timely reference to the 
Chinese exclusion act may give color to the argu- 
ment that America is ready to follow the lead of 
those European powers. From that standpoint 
the treaty will become invulnerable. The con- 
servative mind. which still holds on to the Jef- 
fersonian tradition, rhaps obsolete in these 
days of progressive diplomacy, will look toward 

another way out of the contradiction.

SPRING STRIKES INTERFERE. 


Small Chance of Better Business While 
Labor Troubles Continue, 

It is useless to look for any improvement in 
business so long as the labor situation is 80 
serious. Even those who take the most hope- 
ful view of the outlook are hesitating now and 
awaiting the outcome of these labor troubles. 


And it would seem that there is no possibility 


of anything but continued dullness until the 
labor situation shows improvement. The 
shadow of this trouble is plainly felt at the 
banks and in the stock market. The stoek 
market bulls are more or less disheartened, 
and no one is inclined te take a courageots 
position on the bull side of the market so long 


as there is so much prospect of seriols 


trouble. About the only direction in which 
one could look at present for an advance in 
the stock market is from overselling by the 
bears. There has been some selling, but 
it would not seem. there has’ been 
enough yet to bring about any advance in prices. 
In fact the sitiation is remarkably evenly bal- 
meee. Neither bulls nor bears have’ much con- 
dence that prices are going to change materially 
in their fayor just at present, and it is coming 
to be a pretty-gweneral opinion that it is a good 
market for speculators to keep out of. 

The principal trading’ was in West Chicago 
Street railroad stock and quotations were fairly 
firm. The stock opened at 153 and advanced %, 
but closed % below the opening. The trading 
was not significant in any way and was made up 
almost altogether from transactions with the 
room traders. There was a little trading in 
North Side stock on a basi’ of 249. 

The elevated stocks were dull and quotations 
showed no material change, Lake Street opened 
at 21% and closed 4 below that. There was 
but asingle sale of Alley Elevated and that was at 
24%.

‘An altogether too gloomy view of the outlook 
is being engendered by the prospective labor dif.

OLD HORSES ARE MADE INTO FERTILIZER 


How Worn Out Animals Pay Returns to 
Their Owners in More than One Way. 
Bevviperr, N. J., April 20.—[Special.}— 

Farmers whose horses are played out and 
useless now know where to dispose of them. 
They sell them as low as $2 apiece to an es- 
tablishment here that converts the animal 
into a fertilizer and then later! on the farmer 
purchases the fertilizer and plants the out- 
pit of his old horse where it)will enrich his 
crops and hasten their growth, The concern 
that dealsdn old horses is in the business of 
producing fertilizer, and the more horses 
available the better it is for trade, for this is 
an industry that has always prospered despite 
hard times and business depression. The 
concern stands ready to purchase all the 
horses that can be procured. The price paid is 
$1.50 to $2a head. They are: werth nothing 
to the owners, and when it is considered that 
about 500 pounds of (fertilizer is pro- 
cured from each animal it can easily 
be seen that. a good margin of profit 
is made. Ifthe supply holds out they kill on 
an average three horses a day all the year 
round at these works, and, as the business is 
of long standing, it 1s esthmated that enough 
horses have been disposed of td supply a large 
standing army. The ages of these infirm brutes 
range from 15 to 25 years, and their condi- 
tion depends largely upon the life they have 
led. Many of the animals look as if they 
hadn't seen oats since they were colts; and 
others are spavined-sprung at the knees and 
blind. An apartment of the | building is set 
apart as the death-house, as itis here the ex- 
ecutioner wields the instruinent of death. 

The manner of disposing of the animals is 
this: When led from the pen the horse is tied 
to a post and the “ black cap’”’ placed over its 
head. ‘The executioner then strikes it a blow 
across the head withan ax. and the animal 
falls helpless to the floor. Its throat is then 
cut and life vanishes. This done, the process 
of dissection and separation begins. The hide 
is first removed and the carcass‘boiled, if it 
contains any fat. The grease is designated 


as ** horse oil.’’ The bones of the lower limbs 


are boiled, and the fat extracted from them is 
called **neats foot oil.’ When the flesh of 
the carcass has been thoroughly boiled and 
the grease skimmed off the surface of the vat 
it is thrown into the cellar and | allowed to re- 
main there for over three munths, all the time 
bemg subjected to the influence of potash and 
gypsum, which is mixed with it, and which 
rots it. 

At present the remains of fully two hundred 
horses are undergoing the fertilizing process. 
The bones pass through two crushers the first 
of which reduces them, and the second grinds 
them to powder. Several chemical ingre- 
dients are then mixed with the bone dust. 
This preparation is what is commonly known 
as bone fertilizer, and is probably the best 
artificial commodity used in agriculture. The 
horse hides are disposed of to leather manu- 
facturers, and bring more than was originally 
paid for the entire animal. But not horses 
alone are used inthe production of fertilizer. 
A great many cattle go that way too, and as 
for bones, those of any animal @re valuable, 
The concern here does not draw’ the line on 
live animals; dead ones will do, providing 
they are not too old. It is a very strange co- 
incidence that but very few cows are disposed 
of in this way, and that may explain where 
much of the tough beef comes from. 

Several qualities of fertilizer are produced 
from animals, it all depending upon the 


amount and quality of the ingretlients used. / 


Various vegetables and cereals require fertil- 
izer of a certain-strength, and while a certain 
quality will produce good results on one kind 
of vegetables it wiil destroy another. The 
price per ton ranges all the way from $20 to 
$35. The product of this one plant is dis- 
posed of direct to the farmers and about 1,000 
tons are sent out annually. The works are 
capable of turning out three tons per day. 
The present executioner of horses has been 
identified with the works ever since they were 
established, about fourteen yeafs ago, and 
during that time it is estimated that he has

Founder of a Great Magazine. 

Dr. Holland left the Springfield ican 
in 1867. was considering an offer from 
Mr. Scribner to edit the Hours at Home, but 
could not foresee success for that periodical. 
He went fora holiday abroad. Qn a betige 
in Geneva one day he met his friend Mr, 
Roswell Smith, a lawyer of Indiana, who 
had plans ooking to the starting of a maga- 
zine. As Mr. Smith went back before Dr. 
Hol he: bore a letter of introduction to 
Mr. Charles Scribner, the remote outcome of 
which was Scribner's Magazine. Dr. Holland 
wrote as follows when reviewing the successful 
history of the magazine at the close of 
the eleven years when it exchanged the name 
Scribner’s for that of the Century Magazine; 
he also added: *‘ As the inventors would say, 
‘I claim the discovery of Mr. Rosweil Smith, 
and the combination with Mr. Charles Scrib- 
ner and myself, which resulted in the produc- 
tion of Seribner’s Monthly.’” This was 
written a little over three- months previous to 
Dr. Holland’s death, and the second number 
of the newly christened Century was the one 
that announced that ** Finis”’ had been writ- 
ten at the end of his career, and contained in 
lieu of the familiar ‘Topics of the Tine” 
his obituary notice. 

In religious matters Dr. Holland was far 
. from hidebound. He cannected uimself with 
the Seuth Church in Springfield soon after 
his marriage, when the' Rev. Noah Porter, 
afterward President at Yale, was the pastor, 
and an attachment grew up between them 
that only ended with Dr. Holland’s life. 
Here he had a Bible class of young men, and 
in teach them @xpressed what were then 
called * liberal ” views, the adjective gener- 
ally being construed to mean latitudinarian. 
Ile had intimated that the class need not pay 
too much heed to the Old Testament. He 


minority of the committee reported against 
him, he resigned the position of teacher. 

Hard as were the experiences of his early 
life Dr. Holland was compensated by the re- 
wards and honors of his later years. He was 
highly successful in a pecuniary sense almost 
. from the beginning of his journalistic career. 
His books were bought by the hundreds of 
thousands and his lecture tours were remuner- 
ative. His great strength as a writer was his 
sincerity; he “looked into his heart and 
wrote.”’ He used simple Anglo-Saxon; he 
knew nothing of foreign tongues and _ there- 
fore was guiltless of the affectation of parad- 
ing them. His novels, like his ho.ailies, 
helped to strengthen the moral fiber of his 
readers. His own life taught the gospel 
of hard work. He said in “Arthur 
Bonniecastle”’; ** Comfort of a certain sort 
there may be, in ease and in the gratification 
of that which is sensuous and sensual in 
human nature; but happiness is never a lazy 
man’s dower nor a sensualist’s privilege. 
That is réserved for the worker and can never 
be grasped and held, save by true manhood 
and true womanhood. It wasa great lesson 
to learn,and it was learned for a lifetime; 
for, in this eventide of life, with the power to 
rest, 1 find no joy iike that which comes to 
me atthe table on which, day after day, I 
write the present record.”’ 

He sleeps in the Springfield cemetery—in 
sight of the Mount Holyoke that formed the 
background of all his early imaginings and of 
which he has written: ‘It is a field laid out 
by God’s own hand as a sieeping-place for his 
children.’’ His family have erected to his 
memory a monument of granite, which bears 
an accurate bronze medaliion. The capital is 
crowned by a wreath of bitter-sweet, which in 
one of his books he immortalized.

THE RAILROADS AND KELLY’S ARMY. 

The officers of the roads running from 
Council 
unmindful of the duty they owe to them- 
selves and tothe people. By refusing to ac- 
cede to the demand made by rioters and 


also by -respectable and timid citi- 
zens that they should’ give _ free 
transportation to the rabble now at 


Council Bluffs, they may have- incurred the 
displeasure of the residents of that place and 
of Omaha, but they have earned the thanks of 
every community this side of there. The Presi- 
dent of the Northwestern road replied to the 
committee which asked him to give the free 
use of the property of the stockholders of the 
road to Kelly’s “‘ army ”’ that— 


The company cannot undertake the burden and 


risk of transferring them to some other commu- 


nity within your State where they will be quite ; 


as much a source of disquietude and expense as 
they are reported to be in the vicinity of Coun- 
cil Bluffs. We appreciate your desire to have 
them move, but we think you overlook the posi- 
tion in which our company would “be placed by 
complying with your suggestion, and the good 
ground of serious complaint by other localities 
which it would occasion. 

The General Manager of the Milwaukee and 


St. Paul road expressed himself to the same 
effect, saying: 

We believe the removal of Kelly’s army to this 
city or elsewhere would simply transfer the scene 
of trouble. We are not responsible for thefr 
presence in Council Biuffs, and we cannot 4as- 
sume the responsibility of quartering them upon 
some other community. 

The President of the Rock Islana road also 
refused to give away the money of the stock- 
holders by giving Kelly free transportation. 
He, too, is opposed to unloading on some 
other community a mob for whose presence 
at Council Bluffs he isin no way responsible. 

The roads have refused either to be coerced 
or cajoled. They were not affected by the 
statement of a mass-meeting that it had 
‘* faith and confidence in the humanity and 
charity of the managers of the different rail- 
roads.’’ The truthis the ‘‘ humanity and char- 
ity’? should have begun with the citizens 
of Omaha and Council Bluffs. They should 
have put their hands in their own pockets and 
contributed the money to pay forthe trans- 
portation of these men out of the State. Had 
they done that the railroads would have been 
obliged to carry them. But the citizens 
wanted toget rid of them at the expense of 
some one else. They wanted the railroads to 
do all the humanity and charity. 

It seems a little singular at the first glance 
that eminently respectable citizens of Omaha 
and Council Bluffs should have insisted that 
the railroad companies furrish free transpor- 
tation atthe time thatthe turbulent crowd 
which had crossed the river was break- 
ing the law by seizing engines and 
cars to provide Kelly with the 
means of transportation back to Council 
Bluffs. It is evident, however, that the re- 


spectable citizens in question were badly | 


scared. They wanted to get rid of the 
‘“‘army.’’ They did not care whether it went 
to Chicago or Washington. They were afraid 
there might be trouble if Kelly’s veterans did 
not get away from the Missouri River, but 
they were not so badly frightened as to be 
ready to pay their fares, . 

“* Gen,”’ Kelly will not make any trouble, 
however, if he can help it. He knows that he 
has reached a section where the law can be 
enforced much more effectively than in the 
Rocky Mountains. He will not seize a train, 
because he is afraid that he and his 
army will be seized and _. locked 
up. If he can beg horses and wagons 
and beg food on the route he will work 
eastward across Iowa. If he cannot get free 
transportation in some way the ‘‘ army ”’ will 
go to pieces. It is made up chiefly of tramps 
who have been accustomed to stealing rides 
on freight trains, and they hate to walk. 


LOWER THE PRICE OF GAS TO A DOLLAR. 
In 1891 a contract was entered into between 
the city and the gas companies, It was in 
substance that those companies then charging 
private consumers $1.25 net for gas should 
lower their price 5 cents per year, so that in 
1897 it would fall to a dollar a thousand; 
that the city should be charged a dollar for 
the gas consumed in public buildingg, and 
$22 for each lamp post, with a rebate of $2 
for prompt payment; and that the companies 
should pay the city 3% per cent a year on 
their gross receipts, the sum not to fall below 
$150,000 per year.. It was stipulated also 
that this agreement should be binding as long 
as the franchises of the companies were not 
attacked by litigation on the part or at the in- 
stance of the city. The franchises of the 
Equitabie and the Consumers’ could have been 
attacked by the city with success, byt it 
waived for the time being its right to do so, 
Those gentlemen who have been assailing 
the gas trust before the Attorney-General 
have now asked and obtained permission from 
the Corporation Counsel to appear before him 
and make an argument to the effect that-this 
agreement with the gas companies is null and 
void. Possibly it is. The Council of 1891 
had no power to prescribe to the Council of 
1804 what it should pay for gas. No Council 
can make a’ binding contract of that kind to 
outlive its own life time, Nevertheless that 
agreement of 1891 was an advantageous one 
for the city and its inhabitants. Under it the 
city is getting gas now for lower rates and is 
receiving a not inconsiderable yearly income, 
Under it the cost of gas to private consumers 
has been lowered until they are raymg now 
$1.15 instead of $1.25. Whether the city 
and its people would have fared as well if the 


agreement had not been made is doubtful. _, 


At the same time thisagreement was a good 
one for the companies. It prevented the press. 
ing of suits which would have resulted un. 
questionably in the forfeiture of franchises 
which are worth a great deal to them and 
which they do not want to lose. Attacked be. 
fore the Attorney-General! and before the Cor- 
poration Counsel and menaced by a Council 
which may at any moment grant franchises to 

a legitimate or toa blackmailing competitor 
the question is: What should the com panies 
do? ~ 

The stinplest edutye for therp to pursue is te 
do what some of the large holders of gas se- 
curities want done, and that is to lower the 
price of gas to one dollar a thousand now, 


} though under the agreement that is not to hap- 


iuffs to this city have not been 


put an end to all attempts to put ** dollar 

gas” ordinances through the Council. The 
Soadile Aldermen would be deprived of a 
source of revenue and the companies would 
not be as open to Aldermanic assaults as they 
arenow. - 

Some of the holdersof gas securities say 
the companies cannot afford to lower the 
price of gas now, that if they do it will be 
impossible to pay the customary large divi- 
dends on thestock. Itis not wise for them 


to press that point. Too much of their stock 


is water, and the consumers may get tired of 
paying even small dividends on stock which 
represents nothing but the skill in financier- 
ing of the men who issued it. It will be 
much better for the companies to surrender 
15 centsfor what is left of this year, 10 
cents for 1895, and 5 cents for 1896 than to 
remain 1n a state of war with everybody. Nor 
will the loss be as great as some figure. In- 
creased consumption will be the result of the 
decreased price. People will use more gas at 
a dollar than at $1.15. A timely concession 
just now will save the gas companies a great 
deal of trouble. It will be cheaper for them 
in thelong run. Itis to be hoped that they 
will have shrewdness enough to appreciate 
the fact. 


THE STRIKING COAL MINERS. 

The strike among the coal miners of the 
United States, just begun, may prove to be 
more general in this country than was the one 
of last year in Great Britain, An officer of 
the Miners’ Union estimated that about 100,- 
000 men would go out yesterday from the 
bituminous mines, and claims that by the 
close of this month every bituminous miner in 


| the country will have suspended work, not 


to resume it until the strike is settled. He 
says he has reason to believe that in two 


" weeks these men will be joined by 125,000 


anthracite miners, making the strike univer- 
sal and embracing nearly 800,000 men. 
Their hope is said to be that the universal sus- 
pension of work will result in bringing about 
an understanding that will insure better condi- 
tions for the future. The operators, on the 
other hand, deny that sucha large number 
have gone out, 

The leaders in this movement claim that 
the coal trade has developed more rapidly 
than the necessities of the country require. 
* Too many mén and too many mines”’ have 
caused a keen opposition between operators 
to secure trade, with the consequence that 
wages have been reduced. They seek a gen- 
eral suspension to remove surplus coal from 
the market. Then they wiil ask the operators 
to meet them and establish a scale of mining 
on “a fair and equitabie basis that will let 
all secure a share of the trade.”’ If they suc- 
ceed in this movement-their suspension. will 
come toanend and ‘‘ everybody, including 
the general public, will be benefited.”’ This 
is equivalent to a declaration that the great 
mas$ of consumers will be benefited by being 
made to pay higher prices for all the coal 
they use. 

Of course “trouble is expected”’ by the 
strikers. They are determined that if they 
do not work themselves no other men shall 
be permitted to occupy the places they have 
vacated, The Pittsburg district is tu be made 
the central battle ground, The men there’ 
have been told that everything depends upon 
them. Thatis, they must be prepared to go 
to any extremes necessary to carry their 
point, which is that they are the sole judges of 
the amount of compensation to be paid for 
the labor, and have the right to dictate who 
shall-verform the labor and receive the wages. 
It is reported from Cincinnati that ‘* the lead- 
ers of the movement have taken every precau- 
tion for a peaceful contest,” whatever that 
may mean. Noone need doubt that in the 
great majority of tases, if not in all, it is in- 
tended absolutely to prevent any other than 
the strikers from mining coal. It is antici- 
pated that 3,000 coal mines in the United 
States will be abandoned, and at least a quar- 
ter of a million miners will be idle, the only 
work they do during the *‘ peaceful contest ”’ 
being the using of every means within their 
power to prevent any one else from mining 
coal, 

It is stated that ‘‘a majority of the operat- 
ors believe the strikers to have the right of 
the matter.” This statement must apply only 
to the question of wages, not toa “‘ right’’ to 


dictate who shall work and what wages the | 


workers shall receive. The latter position 
compares strangely with the claim now being 
urged extensively in the United States that 
every one has the right to work and that the 
Constitution ought to be so amended as to 
affirm that right. According to ‘the extreme 
trades utliionist doctrine that “ right”’ includes 
another—namely: one to limit the meaning 
of the term “‘ everybody” to those who join 
certain associations and agree to abide by 
their rules and regulations, however arbitrary. 
That is a “‘right’’ which cannot be conceded 
by the best friends of the workers, nor even 
by the fair minded among the toilers them- 
selves. 

The effects of this far spreading strike can- 


not be told in advance, perhaps not guessed at. 


The leaders profess to believe that it wilil not 
last « ¥ than June, by which time the pres- 
ent sufplus of material will have been worked 
off and the employers will be prepared to 
come toterms. But how if they will not? 
This is a big country, and according to labor 
leaders it contains several millions of able 
bodied men who are anxious to find employ- 
ment, but cannot obtain it. So the pressure 
to take\the places vacated by the strikers may 
be much greater than it would be in ordinary 
times, and of course it would be the duty of 
the authorities in the several States to protect 
such of those idle men as might want to do 
the work, be content with the wages offered, 
and willing to assist the rest of the communi- 
ty in obtaining cheap coal. While the strik- 
ers are considering these things it might be 
well to call their attention to the great suffer- 
ing entailed upon millions of other toilers in 
the British Islands by the codl miners’ strike 
of last year and the permanent loss of trade 
which that strike has caused to British manu- 
facturers.

WHY THERE ARE VENAL JURORS. 

It is alleged that an offer was made to sell 
out the votes of three of the jururs in a suit 
now on trial before Judge Burke. It is not 
surprising that such an offer Was made. The 
wonder is that there are not more such offers. 
The majority of the men who have been serv- 
ing on such juriesof late are persons who 
have solicited jury work in order that they 
may makea living. Either they cannot find 
any other work to do, or du not care to seek 
for it. They go to their County Commis- 
sioner atid geta jury job, Unein ployed work- 
ingmen go, and so, too, do the men who think 
they should be rewarded at the expense of the 
community for their political services. 

If the names of jurors were taken from the 
poll lists these undesirable individuals would 
be drawn occasionally; and they would form 
a small percentage of| a panel. -Now they 
form the largest patt of it. Most of them 
are ready to sell out when they can get a 
chance. If noone offers to buy them, they 
offer themselves for sale. The blamp rests 
entirely on the County Commussionecs, past | 
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employment. Whether he was'a citizen or en 
alien, a bummer or a man temporarily out of 
a job, made no difference to them. Never did 
they put on the names of first-class men. As 
& consequénce féw of the latter huve been 
called on to serve except where special yenires 
have been issued. | 

So long as this illegal method of getting 
jurors is kept up just so long will there be an 
abundance of, purchasable jurors whose serv- 
ices any unscrupulous litigant can secure if he 
will pay for them. These complaints about 
jurors who offer themselves for sale will stop 
when the jury law is obeyed by the County 
Commissioners, and they will not stop till 
then. 


THEY DO NOT WANT TO WORK. 

There are several armies of so-called “ un- 
employed ” men en route for Washington from 
all points of the compass in the United States 
save the South. The only unemployed men 
in that section are negroes and negroes are 
not in the habit of parading round the coun- 
try to advertise themselves or seizing rail- 
roads to get free transportation or making 
preposterous demands of any one. It is 
probable a!so that if any procession of white 
men went through the South stealing public 
or private property the people of that section 
would make short work of them. The South 
has had a good dea) of lawlessness set down 
to its crelit or discredit, as the cate may be, 
but it has not looked with favor|)upon such 
spectacles as cranks and demagogues in the 
North, East, and West are now furnishing. 

These various mobs traveling on foot, by 
canal boats, wagons, or stolen railroad cars, 
profess to be unemployed men and that all 
they want is work. Until they get their al- 
leged work they want the government to sup- 
port then. They would haveit supply them 


with fiat money, start up new farmg and fac- 


tories, lend them provisions, and do other 
illegal and impossible things. Are | they sin- 
cere in their overweening desire for work? 
Would they work if they had the opportunity? 
Take Coxey’s army, for instance, which is the 
originator of this peripatetic folly. It has 
been marching of late through Pennsylvania 
and Maryland, where work is abundant. The 
farmers of those States cannot get men to do 
their spring work. At the recent opening of 
courtin Bucks Cotunty, Pennsyivania, half 
the jury panel asked to be excused from serv- 
ice. They were farmers and they submitted 
to the court as the reason for their request 
that they could not leave their farms, a as they 
had no help to assist them. The Philadelphia 
Ledger, commenting upon the situation, says: 

for several years past there has been a great 
scarcity of farm laborers in all the counties con- 
tiguous to that city, and, infact, inthe entire 
farming region of Pennsylvania; and the 
farmers now find it almost impossible) to secure 
help, although probably at no time during the 
present century has such labor beenso expen- 
sive relatively to. the price of farm lands and 
products as itis atthis time. Withiniless than 
an hour’s ride of Philadelphia there is an un- 
precedented demand for good workingmen on 
the farms, and at the same time there is a host of 
meninthe city complaining that they cannot 
find work. 

The same is true of Iowa, through which 
State Kelly’s army is trying to make its way. 
The Iowa farmers are in need of men to help 
them in their spring work and every man in 
Kelly’s army if he actually desired to go to 
work could find the opportunity without 
marching many miles from its present ren- 
dezvous. The public therefore cannot be 
blamed if it discredits the statements of the 
leaders of.these mobs. Coxey’s atmy does 
not want work. It wants to get to  Washing- 
ton. and once there it believes that it will find 
sympathizers who will feed and shelter it 
while it brings a pressure upon Congress for 
legislation which shall enab!e it to subsist in 
idleness for. a long time to come, 
The same is true of Kelly’s army, It has 
been led to believe that when it gets'to Chica- 
go it will be received by thousands of sympa- 
thizers, that it can levy upon the community 
for food and comfortable sleeping quarters, 
and live here in clover. ‘That is the only sen- 
timent which urges it forward. It it were 
possible for the police authorities of Chicago 
to seize every man of Kelly’s army as soon as 
itcame within the city limits and set him to 
work it would make a wide detour around 
Chicago and continue its march to Washing- 
ton rather than risk the danger of being put 
to work. Labor is the last thing these armies 
of tramps and vagrants want. Real working- 
men out of employment do not go tramping 
through the country, subsisting upon charity 
or seizing their subsistence by violence or 
theft. It would be the hardest blow these 
armies have ever received if the government 
should take them at their word and furnish 
them with work.

HINDU OPINION OF CHRISTIANS. 

In the Forum for April an educated Hindu, 
named Virchand R. Gandhi, states his opin- 
ion of Christianity and those who profess it, 
and tells what he supposes to be the reasons 
why their missions in India have failed to 
convert large numbers of the natives. 
Through the Vedic hymna, the oldest of which 
were composed more than four thousand years 
ago, runs the idea of the one God of nature, 
notan extra-cosmic Creator standing apart 
from the created and meting out rewards and 
punishments, but a permanent essence under- 
lying the whole universe, of which the various 
forces of nature are merely manifestations, 
Christians teach that as Christ sacrificed him- 
self to save man so must his followers eacri- 
fice themselves to spread universal love, 
and that this leads to. their final 
salvation, the peace of God. Looked at su- 
perficially this seems very good and to peo- 
ple unaccustomed to religious and philosoph- 
ical thoughts it may appear to foster the idea 


-of love. and brotherhood. Hence it is no 


wonder that at a time when the true spirit of 
Hindu philosophy was obscured by superficial 
rites and ceremonies the teachings of the 
Christian missionaries could find favor with 
the natives of India.. But in spite of their 
great efforts not a single true Hindu has been 
converted by them in 300 years. When the 
early missionaries found they failed, which 
might have been expected had they known 


| anything about the material théy had to deal 


with, most of them wisely abandoned - their 
efforts and betook themselves to the laudable 
underta king of educating the masses, 
Christianity has ended with the idea of an 
extra-cosmic Creator, The Hindu philosophy 
started with this theory and soared higher and 
higher till it lost itself in the essential iden- 
tity and oneness of the intelligent cosmos. 
The human mind cannot soar higher, Chris- 
tianity boasts of the time-worn saying of the 
fathérhooll of God and the brothernood of 
man, and teaches *‘love your neighbor as 
yourself.” But what is this compared with 
the universal love of the Hindus, who teach 
**look upon allas upon yourself’’? The phi- 
losophy of the absolute does not respect caste 
or creed, color or country. sex or soqiety. It 
is the religion of pure and absolute, love to 
all, from the tiniest anima!cule to the biggest 
man,@nd above all it is expressly tolerant of 
all shades of opinion and belief, for it looks 
upon all the different modes of thought as so 
many ways to the realigation of the absolute, 
devised to suit the capacity of various recipi- 
ents. The Christians may say there’ is little 


India, according to Hindu statement, has 
been anything but holy. Steeped in drunken- 
ness and debauchery they have horrified the 
simple-minded Hindu by their defiance of the 
moral codes of God and man. The officials 
of the British East India company were no 
exception to this rule. As eaters of meat and 
drinkers of spirits the Christians seem to tiie 
mild Hindu to represent a religion devoid of 
humane practices, for to him brotherhood 
means that of all living bemgs. There isa 
prevalent opinion in India that a person be- 
comes a Christian simply to gratify his appe- 
tites. When a Hindu is seen going into a church 
his friends say nothing, but if he is seen going 
into a grog shop they say “he has turned 
Christian.’”’ The Hindus seem to think that 
animal food and spirituous liquors are in- 
separable incidents of Christianity. People 
of the Western civilization; cannot under- 
stand the disgust and unutterable horror 
which the eating of animal food produces in 
the Hindu mind, and one of the objections 
the Hindus raise against foreign travel is the 
fear that their young men would contract in 
Western countries these irreligious habits. 
The writer asks which are the heathen. Is 
it the people who believe in the eternity of 
soul, the doctrine of reincarnation, the law of 
Karma and universal justice, and who prac- 
tice all the seven days of the week the human- 
ity they preach? Or is jit the people who say 
the soul of man had its beginning in time but 
witl pass into eternity, being eternal at one 
end without being so at the other, who, be- 
lieve that man was bound down to destiny by 
the freak of an irresponsible being, judge and 
prosecutor at the same time, and who preach 
brotherhood Sunday, but cut the throats of 
their weaker brethren during each of the 
other days of the week? This double 
question is of little value in argument, 
because it virtually is a comparison 
of the best of one set with 
the worst of another, and concedes too much 
for the influence of mere theological belief 
upon human conduct. But probably Mr. 
Gandhi is correct in his statement that the 
tendency of modern British university educa- 
tion in India is so thoroughly materialistic 
and mercilessly iconoclastic that it shatters 
not only the idols of superstition but so 
affects the mind that it cannot receive any re- 
ligion at all. “It produces skeptics and 
agnostics by the thousand, but never a Chris- 
tian. Even when Christian teachings disturb 
the Hindu mind it does not fly to Christianity 
for rest, but takes refuge in some of those so- 
called reforming religious societies in India 
which have borrowed Christian thought and 
displayed it in Hindu garbs.’”’ The article is 
published in full on another page of this issue. 


THE NEW SHAKSPEARE., 

Mr. Partridge’s statue of Shakspeare that is 
to be unveiled in Lincoln Park tomorrow, 
the anniversary of the poet’s death, will bea 
valuable addition to Chicago’s treasures for 
the people, although it can give us no new 
knowledge of the man himself. However 
diligently any artist now may seek to repre- 
sent Shakspeare, either with the chisel, the 
brush, or the pen, he must rely mainly on his 
imagination, the existmg materials for a real 
likeness being too few and untrustworthy. 
Nothing is plainer than that the world of 
Shakspeare’s time had no suspicion of any 
value attaching to such memorials. Even 
the texts of his plays were esteemed so lightly 
that itisa wonder so many were preserved, 
and it is not unlikely that some were lost 
through want of care, They belonged among 
the repertory of “‘stock pieces’”’ of the the- 
aters and by the play-going public of 
the generation succeedmg Shakspeare 
were less esteemed than the newer ones of 
Beaumont and Fletcher, Shirley, and others. 
Still later there came a time when, in offer- 
ing a Shakspearean play, 1t was thought nec- 
essary to add tu its attractiveness by intro- 
ducing flying machines, dancing, and music, 
and all sorts of mutilations and changes took 
place. Dryden, one of the most famous ana 
self-satisfied of these adapters, speaking of his 
‘*improvements’’ on ** Troilus and Cressida,”’ 
said: ‘*‘In this tragedy which I have under- 
taken to correct I tried to remove that heap 
of rubbish under which’ many excellent 
thoughts were buried.”” Dryden and Daven- 
ant together made over *‘ The Tempest,”’’ * re. 
fined and improved,”..to quote their own 
complacent words, into “ The Enchanted 
Island !”’ 

Although there area number of portraits 
professing to represent Shakspeare there are 
only two well authenticated—the bust in the 
Stratford church and the portrait frontispiece 
to the first collected edition of his plays, issued 
seven years after his death. Neither of these, 
however, has served as model for the face 
commonly accepted as Shakspeare’s; this, 
for some unexplainable reason, possibly 
because it is more pleasing, has been 
copied from the one now in the National Por- 
trait Gallery of London known as the Chandos 
portrait, although itis really of no authority 
as a likeness of Shakespeare. 

Neither was any attention directed to pre- 
serving reminiscences of the author’s person- 
ality by his children or neighbors. The first 
person who seems to have felt any interest in 
the matter was that noted actor of Shaks- 
pearean parts, Thomas Betterton, who made 


‘a journey to Warwickshire for the purpose of 


visiting the scenes of Shakspeare’s life and of 
talking with his descendants. Although this 
was three-quarters of a century after Shaks- 
peare had been laid in his grave and although 
it is probable that Betterton spent his time 
in listening to Stratford gossip rather than in 
the pursuit of more exact methods of in- 
quiry, still it was such stray bits of informa- 
tion as he gathered and communicated to his 
friend, Nicholas Rowe, that formed the basis 
of the first written life of Shaksneare, ap- 


pearing in 1709 as an _§ introduction 
to Rowe’s edition of the plays. This 
method, however, continued to be 


the popular one for the long succes. 
sion of Shakspearean biographers for the next 
century and a half. Old stories were re- 
vamped and new ones invented out of the 
slenderest hints; nearly every one of about 
two hundred editors of the ‘Complete Works 
of William Shakspeare’’ considered it a 


part of his mission to serve up a fresh rela- | 


tion, according to his private preferences, of 
the stories of the seventeenth century gossips 
and diarists. Highly entertaining some of 
these were, but as a narrative of facts they 
are absolutely untrustworthy. “- 

The first attempt ata biography of Shaks- 
peare from positive data was in 1848, when 
Halliwell-Phillips, ignoring the previous ac- 
cumulation of hearsay and imagination, issued 
a ‘‘ Life”’ based on documentary evidence of 
various kinds, chiefly registers of births, 
deaths, baptisms, wills, deeds, mortgages, 
an@ the like. From this time until his 
death, forty years later, Halliwell-Phillips 
devoted all his time, strength, and 
iIneanps to similar researches, with 
the aim to make a critical investigation into 
the truth or purport of every recorded inci- 
dent in the personal, literary, or professional 
history of Shakspeare. He visited seventy- 
six cities and towns and examined their mu- 
nicipal records in the hope of discovering 
traces. of Shakspeare’s footsteps in 


the pro: | 


lished in two immense volumes, called, in 
modest r2cognition of the fragmentary nature 
of their contents, ‘‘ Outlines of er of 
Shakspeare.” _— 

Yet even such NE labors as these 
failed to disclose-any knowledge of the man 
of the kind we should moat prize. . Of his 
manner of daily life, his methods of com posi- 
tion, his tastes and interests, his voice, his 
face, his figure, we know next to nothing. 
When the great poet breathed his last in. the 
quiet village of Stratford-U pon- Avon so little 
impression did the event make upon his time 
that no record remains of any of the circum- 
stances attendant upon the event, All of 
those particulars of the last hours which in 
the case of most great men are so.carefully 
noted and handed down, are, in his case, ab- 
sent. r 

This obscurity durimg his life only marks 
more strongly the fame that has gathered 
about the man since his’ death, Except the 
writers of the Bible, no other name has_ be- 
come the center of so vast a literature. Men 
devote their entire lives to this one branch of 
study, whole libraries are set apart to the 
works of comment, elucidation, and contro- 
versy relating to the creation; of the brain of 
thisone man. Therefore, also, the public at 
large welcomes the avtist’s attempt to realize 
the personality of this unrivaled genius; and, 
though. we cannot know how Shakspeare 
looked ** in his habit as he lived,” the public 
will be grateful for this ideal representation 
of the creator of Hamlet, Othello, and Lear. 
and will congratulate Mr, Partridge upon the 
success of his artistic work. 


THE WAY TO TRY CRIMINAL CASES. 

Monday of last week the trial of Lieut. 
Maney. charged ‘with the murder of Capt. 
Hedberg, was begun in the United States 
Court before Judge Grosseup. It was fin- 
ished yesterday. The shooting had been one 
about which the papers had hada good deal 
to say. The case was one with which the 
reading public was about as familiar as with 
any other criminal case which had features of 
special interest. Nevertheless the trial was 
begun and ended in a week. A jury was se- 
cured on the first day. The next five days 
were given up to the evidence ahd the argu- 
ments. 

Had this trial] hee had in a State court the 
probabilities are that a jury would not have 
been obtained by this time, The counsel for 
the defense would still have been asking 
jurors those cugious questions the object of 
which isto keep intelligent men out of the 
jury box and put foolsinit. In a State court 
this trial would haye been good fora month 
at least. 

When Judge Grosscup thought that the 
District-Attorney or the counsel for the de- 
fense was unnecessarily profix he stopped 
him. When there was an attempt to bring in 
a multiplicity of witnesses to prove some- 
thing which had been proved by one witness 
he forbade their introduction. When he saw 
a lawyer straying from the point he brought 
him back to it. The Judge had charge of the 
trial and he managed it so that there should 
be ho waste of time. 

He did not deprive the defendant of any of 
his rights. Noonecan say that he did not 
have a fair trial. The Judge saw to it that 
neither the’ prosecution nor. defense brought 
in irrelevant matter to confuse the jury. He 
did not allow the examination of witnesses to 
be carried to an absurd length nor did he per- 
mit the arguments to be spread over several 
days. The trial was conducted in a reason- 
able and intelligent manner from the begin- 
ning to the close. 

How barbaric is the method of trying a 
criminal ina State court as compared with 
that practiced in a United States court! The 
one is slow, costly, and calculated to obscure 
rather than to bring out the truth. The other 
is expeditious but not unfair, and is designed 
to discover the truth and do justice. With the 
practice in United: States courts before their 
eyes it is amazing that the people of Illinois 
should put up with the practice in their State 
criminal courts. It is true that the influence 
of the legal guild or trades union is in favor 
of the continuance of a system which is so 
profitable for them, but one would imagine 
that the opposition of thatset of conservatives 
would have been swept away years ago anda 
better system of criminal practice introduced. 
But the people are very slow to move. 

When will there appear in Illinois a man so 
enthusiastically devoted to the cause of law 
reform that he will make it his life work, will 
preach it in season and out of season, as law: 
reformers have fone in other countries and 
States, and stick to it until he stirs up the peo- 
ple and converts sluggish Legislatures and 
carries out his project? There is a great op- 
portunity for some one who wants to make 
himself a name and serve the community. 


Wir brutal frankness Lord Salisbury has 
made an announcement which means in effect 
that the House of Commons is wasting its 
time, its energies, and its opportunities this 
session. He told the Primrose dames and

This being so, it must be interesting to 
study the progress of the religious thought of 
the Aryans, from ita infancy to its maturity, 
Again, every system of modern philosophy, 
excepting that of the Aryans {Hindus}, is the 
direct descendant of Aristotle, Plato, or 
Socrates. But Indian thought is indigenous, 
and unaffected by any foreign philosophy. 
Nay, it is highly probable that the Greek 
philosophers borrowed many of their ideas 
from it. On the banks of the Ganges the 
Aryans [Hindus] grappled with the knotty 
problems of human existence at a time when 
their European brothers were groping in dark- 
ness. To understand the philosophy of a 
people so ancient as the Aryans [Hindus], 
to explore the thoughts that devel- 
oped in a? country acknowleged by all 
scholars to be the motherland of religion and 
philosophy, it is necessary to go to ther earli- 
est records, which have been preserved (con- 
sidering the foreign attacks that have been 
directed upon her. mild sons) in marvelous 
Through these Vedic 
hymns.runs the idea of the one God of nature, 
notan extra-cosmic creator standing apart 
from the created, and meting out rewards and 
punishments, but a permanent essence under- 
lying the whole universe, material and spirit- 
ual, of which the various forces of nature are 
merely manifestations. They were the at- 
tempts of the growing intellect of man to 
comprehend the Brahma. which Western 
[European] philosophy has not yet compre- 
hended, Brought face to face with the vari- 
ous aspects of nature, surrounded by 
an incomprehensible force whose subtle 
influence they felt, the simple-minded Hindus 
awoke toa sense of the Divine. Colebrook, 
Bentley, and others say that the Vedas were 
arranged in their present shape 1,100 or 
1,200 years before Christ; Max Miller 
says thatthe time was 2,000 years before 
Christ. Thus they will make the Vedas 3,000 
to 4.000 years old, but Rig-veda, the oldest, 
is more than 4,000 years old. 

In the Early Days. 

When the various schools of philosophy in 
India were at the height of their glory, what 
we call European nations had no existence. 
The ancient kingdoms of Chaldea, Assyria, 
Babylon, and Egypt were in their palmy days 
contemporancously with the best times of 
Aryan [Hindu] philosophy. Greece and 
Persia came afterward, and at the 
beginning of the Christian era Rome 
was the mistress of the West. The 
supremacy of Rome came to an  eud 
about the third century after Christ, and to a 
certain extent the foundation of the modern 
European civilizations was then laid, Chris- 
tianity, though already born in Jerusalem, 
only at this time spread in the Roman Empire 
(which totteringly prolonged its. existence to 
the twelfth century), and, mingling itself 
with the older religious sentiments of Egypt 
and Greece, it spread through Roman 
influence in the whole of Europe. The 
ancient kingdoms of Chaldea,. Assyria, Egypt. 
Greece, ahd Rome had accepted the spiritual- 
istic philosophy as found in the Vedas system. 
At that time literature and art were flourish- 
ing, of which the great Library of Alexandria 
was atestimony. It can be easily seen that, 
as long as Christianity followed the line of 
ancient thought, it had in it the essence of ‘the 
older spiritualism (soul-theory). While 
Christianity was thus continuing its existence 
the Caliphate of Bagdad rose into prominence 
under the influence of Islam in Arabia. The 
Pope, the representative of Christ on the one 
hand, and Caliph, the head of the Mohamme- 
dan faith on the other, between them eztir- 
pated all literature and art. Although these 
were dark times the spiritualistic idea was 
not quite extinct. Also, about now, the Cru- 
saders began to come to Asia. Genoa, 
Venice, and Portugal began their mer- 
ecantile connections with India. Asiatic 
thought was then brought into Ev- 
rope. The power of Constantinople, 
which wasa branch of the Roman Empire, 
brokedown; and thelibrary at Constantinople, 
which had been looted, spread philosophical 
thought throughout Europe. Commerce was 
on the increase; people were being educated 
in the warlike arts; gunpowder and other 
blessings of civilization, and the art of print- 
ing were invented. By this time also America 
‘was disvovered. 

Differences Between East and West. 

The land and climate of the Western 
countries are different from those of India. 
In the former the climate is cold, and people 
have.to wrest from the unwilling soil, fit for 
cultivation for only a few months in the year, 
a meager livelihood. Hence it will be seen 
that the very conditions of these countries 
are not favorable to the growth of 
spiritualistic thought. They are eminent- 
ly fit for bringing out all kinds 
of materialism. and they did so. Bacon and 
Descartes, the apostles of new schools, opened 
new paths of inquiry: They would not take 
for granted the older thoughts without put- 
ting them to new tests, Materialism came 
into promihence. The existence of the soul 
was doubted. They attempted to prove that 
everything can be established by the assump- 
tion of the existence of matter and matter 
only. Atheistic materialism began to pro- 
claim itself asian established fact. It thrust 
its head into the social relations and political 
affairs of men. Its cries were heard every- 
where—in the arts. in the sciences and discov- 
eries; and with it appeared the glittering civ- 
ilization of the nineteenth century, and from 
this time we may date the relatiouship of the 
Indian people with European countries, and 
thus the materialism which was reigning in 
the West set its foot in the East. 

The dogmas of Christianity—at least of 
Protestantism—are these: That God, the cre- 
ator of the universe, is an extra-cosmic being, 
standing aloof from his creation; that Jesus 
the Christ is his son; that he was incarnated 
for ‘the purpose of saving mankind, and, 
preachi truth, sacrificed himself for the 
vetiaie of man;)that faith in him, and him 
alone, will save man, and that the believers in 
reincarnation, idol.worship, and in the efficacy 
of rites and ceremonies, are destined to ever- 
lasting perdition; that, as Christ sacrificed 
himself, so must his followers sacrifice them- 
selves to spread universal love, and that this 
leads to their final salvation, the peace of 
God. Looked at superficially they seem very 
good, and to people unaccustomed to relig- 
jvus and philosophical thoughtsthey may ap- 
peat as fostering the idea of love and brother- 

d. 

Tt is no Wonder, then, that at a time when the 
true spirit of Aryan [Hindu] philosophy was 
obse by superficial rites and ceremonies, 
the teaching of the Christian missionaries 
could find favor with the natives of India. As 
the merchants went there for secular trade, 
so did the missionaries go for religious trade.

pS Universal Love of the Aryans. 

ristianity boasts of the time-worn sayi 

of the fatherhood of God aud the brother 
hood of man; but what is this compared 
with the universal love of the Ar- 
yans? Says the Bhagavad Ghita: ‘The en- 
lightened look with equal love upon a Brah- 
min fuil of learning and righteousness, upon 
a chandala (the lowest of castes), a cow, an . 
elephant, or a dog.’’ Other religions teach, 
Love your neighbor as yourself; the Hindoo 
philosophy teaches, upon all as upon 
seureee The philosophy of the absoiute 

oes not réspect caste or creed, color or coun- 
try, sex or society. Itis the religion of pure 
and absolute love to all, from the tiniest ani- 
malcule to the biggest man. Aboye all, the 
Aryan philosophy is expressly tolerant of all 
shades of re and belief, for it looks 
upon all the different modes of thought as so 
many ways to realization of the absolute, de- 
Vised+ to suit the capacity of various re- 
cipients. 

‘The Christian might say that there 
is little difference between the 
‘: Essencethat underlies the universe” and 
their own God. True, the Essence is one; 
but the moment you attribute human qual- 
ities to this Essence and limit it by human 
conditions you diverge from us, The ways 
our different conceptions of God affect our 
conduct have thus admirably been set forth 
by a learned Hindu: 7 

Let us fora moment'try to analyze the moral 
standard of those who abide by the theory of an 
extra-cosmic Supreme Being, requiring strict 
obedience at our hands to his commands. 

The end and ain of Christianity is to satisfy 
the emotional by subjecting man to a Supreme 
Being through fear of whom he keeps to the path 
of righteousness, in order that, by fulfilling his 
commandments, he may ascend to heaven to sit 
at the right of the eternal throne. 

In India religion has a triple aspect. It com- 
prises cosmology, ontology, and ethics. Religion 
is that rational demonstration of the universe 
which explains the aim and object of existence, 
shows the relation of man to man, and 
supplies that real ctiterion of being which 
satisfies reason and ennobles emotion. In 
its passive aspect religion addresses itself 
to reason, and explains the nature and relation 
of God, man, and universe, shows the real aim of 
existence, and lays down the rules of right con- 
duct. In its active aspect it reveals to the heart 
of man the supremest idegal of love and bliss—an 
ideal which it ever strives to approach. Relig- 
ion, by the satisfaction of both these essential 
parts of the nature of man, leads to mental 
peace, spiritual exaltation, universal good—all 
culminating in absolute seif-realization. 

Christians’ Lack of Moral Principle. 

These are some of the great differences be- 
tween Christianity and the Aryan (Hindu) phi- 
losophy which make the former unacceptable 
to the educated in India; but there are other 
and more potent reasons which make it popu- 
lariy disagreeable.. The conduct of the Chris- 
tians in India has been anything but holy. 
Steeped in drunkenness and debauchery they 
horrified the simple-minded Hindu by their 
defiance of the moral codes of God 
and man. Nor was the conduct of. the 
officials of the British East India company 
exemplary. In the Bengali novels, ** Mahara- 
jah Nandakumar,” and “Gunga Govina 
Singh, or the Right Hand of Warren Hast- 
uigs,’’ is drawn a picture of the inhuman 
cruelty and the gross miscopduct of these 
brutal wretches—a disgrace to their nation 
and their religion, Weil may their brothers 
disclaim any connection with them, but they 
were the pioneers of Christianity in India. 

Again, the Christians, being meat-eaters 
and rum-drinkers, seem to us to representa 
religion devoid of humane practices; for, to 
the mild Hindu, brotherhood does not mean 
simply the brotherhood of man, but the 
brotherhood of all living beings. That rep- 
resentatives of nations who fatten and kill 
for selfish gratificacion millions of sheep, 
hogs, steers, and poultry a day should 
preach humanity to an already humane 
community is beyond the comprehension of 
the Hindu mind. There is a prevalent opin- 
ion in India that a person becomes a Christian 
simply to gratify his appetite, to eat auimal 
food and to drink intoxicating liquor. When 
u Hindu is seen going into a church his core- 
ligionists say nothing; but if he is seen going 
into a grog shop his friends say, ** He has 
turned a Christian.”’ Indeed, they seem to 
think that animal food and spirituvus liquors 
are inseparable incidents of Christianity. 


What Missionaries Have Done, 


What have the missionaries done to disabuse 
the people of this impression?, Have they 
shaped their course to suit the true idea of 
humanity? People of the western civiliza- 
tions cafinot understand the disgust and unut- 
terable horror which the eating of animal 
food preduces in the Hindu mind, Why, one 
of the objections that the Hindus raise 
against foreign travel is the fear, almost 
amounting to a conviction, that their young 
men would contract in western countries 
these irreligious habits. It seems strange that 
Christians, who say that they are willing to 
sacrifice their lives for thelr religion, cannot 
afford to sacrifice the gratification of their 
palate. They say that we are heathens. Are 
the people who believe in the eternity of soul, 
the doctrine of reincarnation, in the law of 
Karma and universal justice, and who prac- 
tice the humanity that they preach all the 
seven days of the week, are they heathens? 
Or is it the people who say that the soul of 
man had its beginning in time, but will pass 
into eternity, meaning thereby that it is eter- 
nal at one end without being so at the other 
(a contradiction in terms); who believe that 
man was bound down to destiny by the 
freak of an irresistible being—judge and 
prosecutor at the same time; and 
who preach brotherhood Surdays 
and the rest of the week meet in political 
cabinets to cut the throat of their weaker 
brothers, and to grind down poverty-stricken 
nations simply to enrich themselves? I ask, 
Is it not these that are heathens? If to be. 
lieve in one’s Own deeds az the cause of one’s 
condition ; if to depend on one’s self for final 
bliss rather than on a constituted attorney; if 
to preach and practice humanity towards all 
sentient beings instead of a small portion of 
them—if this is heathenism, I am: proug@— 
doubly and. trebly proud—to be called a 
heathen. 

Moreover, the tendency of modern British 
university education in India is so thoroughly 
materialistic and so mercilessly iconoclastic 
that it shatters not only the idols of superati- 
tion, so-called, of the Hindu, but so affects 
the mind that it cannot receive any religion 
at all. It produces skeptics and agnostics by 
the thousand. but never a Christian. 

Thus modern science and modern thought, 
instead of implanting anything new in the 
naturally speculative minds of the Hindus, 
simply destroy the seeds of religion already 
there. But one good has resulted—and that 
is, it has put Aryan philosophy to the test, 


and stirred the Hindus more generally to } 


study their ancient language—that storehouse 
of religious philosophy which in comprehen- 
siveness and daring speculation defies com. 
parison. 

Those that wish to teach a new religion 
must bear in mind that the first condition is 
that they must have a thorough knowledge 
not only of their own religion but also of the 
one they intend to supplant. They must also 
understand the mangpers, the customs, the con- 
dition, the religious susceptibilities and senti- 
ments of the people. Have the Christian 
missionaries done 80? Have they understood 
the philosophy of the Aryans? Have they 
mastered their sacred language... Even when 
Christian teachings disturb the Hindu mind it 
does not fly to Christianity for rest, but takes 
refuge in some of those so-called reformed 
religious societies of India wnich have bor- 
rowed Christian thought and displayed it in 
Hindu garbs. Fortunately) the old ortho- 
doxy is reviving and the new-fangled societies 
are getting smaller in number. From what 
has been said above it will be apparent that 
Christian missionaries in India have to en- 
counter insuperable difficulties and that their 
labor is wasted labor.

CHILDREN WILL LEAD 


TO RAISE FUNDS FOR OHARITY BY 
A “JAHB MARKET.” 


Little Ones of Grace and St, Mark’s 
Churches Are Arranging for an Enter- 
tainment In Which Commercial and 
Artistic Features Unite=The “ Pied 
Piper of Hamelin” to Be Given Spec- 
tacular Presentation in Tableaur — 
Many Dances Are to Be Introd uced. 


Although charitable entertainments have 
been numerous during the last season there 
have been but few in which children were the 
chief attraction, and almost none which have 
been organized and managed by the more 
youthful members of society. Such a one is, 
however, now being arranged for and prom- 
ises to bea success socially, financially, and ar- 
tistically. The projectors of the affair are 
the young girls who are mem- 
bers of St. Agnes’ Guild, a charitable society 
under the direction of some of the Episcopal 
churches, principally Grace Church and St. 
Mark’s. The entertainment will be called a 
*‘ Jahr Markt ” or ** Yearly Market,”’ and the 
proceeds will be devoted to an orphanage to 
be established on Forty-second street. 

Some weeks ago a few young and en- 
thusiastic members of the guild decided that 
funds were badly needed for this institution, 
and at once set themselves to work to acquire 
them, Several plans were suggested, such as 
dances, theatricais, and concerts, but were voted 
not attractive enough, and then as a happy 
inspiration some one mentioned an old-fash- 
ioned Dutch fair or market. and the idea at 
once took. The use of the Carleton clubhouse on 
Thirty-eighth street and Vincennes avenue was 
obtained and the time, Thursday, Friday, and 
Saturday in the first week in May, decided upon. 
Then these enterprising young people set about 
to secure the help of some one to instruct them, 
and as a consequence Miss Carrie B. Goodman of 
New York is taking charge of the affair. As 
Miss Goodman has gotten up several entertain- 
ments like the “Jahr Markt” in New York and 
other cities it promises much. 

The entire clubhouse will be thrown open and 
each room will be appropriately decorated. In 
one dolls will be for sale, and most of these will 
be dressed in tle costumes of different coun- 
tries. Apother room will be filled with articles 
made of tissue paper, lamp shades, fans, flowers, 
dainty boxes, and the thousand and ove things 
that can be made by deft fingers» There will 
a candy and chocolate room and a room where 
fancy articles of all descriptions may be obtained. 
A great feature will be made of the flower mar- 
ket. which will be arranged in little booths, from 
some of which will be sold potted plants, at 
others roses and the finer flowers, and at still 
others the hardy garden flowers. All the rooms, 
or markets as they will be called, will be presid- 
ed over by young girls, who will wear the pictur- 
esque Dutch peasant costume and who will un- 
doubtedly be able to dispose of their wares most 
advantageously. , 

“Pied Piper” in Tableaux. 


The most attractive part of the ‘‘ Jahr Markt,” 
however, will be a spectacular performance, 
which will be given each evening and Saturday 
matinée in the theater of the Carleton club. This 
will consist of a prologue and seven pictures or 
tableaux ‘illustrat the story of the “ Pied 
Piper of Hamelin.” Between 300 and 400 chil- 
dren will take part in this production, and it is 
the drilling of these in their many and various 
characters that Miss Goodman is conducting. 
The prologue wil! serye mainly to introduce the 
different performers, and in fact all who take 
part. Every nation will be impersonated by 
children in the national dress and a number of 
dances, Spanish, Tyrolean, Hungarian, Russian, 
Swedish, Egyptian, Grecian, and others, will 
be given. In_ fact; dancing will be one 
of the most pleasing features of the play, 
and in each scene several will be given. The 
first picture will represent the Mayor and Coun- 
cil of Hamelin in quaint costume discussing the 
fearful plague of rats anda lamenting their ina-. 
bility to free themselves of the Wcourge. In the 
second the Pied Piper is shown making his offer, 
and in the third he appears again with his pipes 
charming away the rats. In the fourth the Piper 
again comes before the Mayor and Council to de- 
mand his payment of 50,000 guilders, and upon 
their refusal he makes his threat. In the fifth he 
is seen carrying this out as be charms away all 
the children of Hamelin. The sixth shdws the 
heart-broken mothers grieving for their little 
ones, and the seventh and last witnesses 
the giving way of the Mayor and Council, the re- 
turn of "the children to the music of the Pied 
Piper, andthe joy of the mothers as they clasp 
them in their arms. All the pictures will be 
given with great attention as to correctnes of 
costume and the stage settings will be arranged 


with regard to all details and will be unusually g 


pretty and attractive. The stage itself will he 
enlarged forthe oecasion in order to accommo- 
date the army of little ones, and some of the 
smaller apartments will be converted into wings 
and dressing-rooms. The epeting capacity of the 
theater is quite 600 and it is confidently expected 
that it will be filled at eaeh and every perform- 
ance. ) ; 

The-dances to be given are some of them par- 
ticularly unique and when executed by these 
little ones are fascinating. Besides the dances 
of the nations, which are done by a number of 
children, there will be an agra Maypole 
dance, and a Scotch dance with bagpipes, a 
tambourine dance, a serpentine dance, and an 
electrical dance. This last is decidedly novel 
and will performed by three little 
girls who will wear costumes made almost en 
tirely of electric Jights. They will present quite 
a patriotic appearance, as all the tiny globes 
will be of red, white, and blue.” They will be 
worked by small batteries held in the hand. This 
dance, as well as the costume, was designed by 
Miss Goodman. ' 


Some of the Dances. 


One of the prettiest dadhces is called the 
Cupid’s dance, and two little tots of 3 years 
each will render it. A fairy dance, a nursery 
dance, and a Japanese willalso be given by 
youthfp! devotees to Terpsichore whose ages do 
not exceed 5 years. 

The rehoarsals for this spectacle have been 
going on for somewhat more than a week in a lit- 
tle room in what is known as the Douglas Arcade, 
Here the children congregate each afternoon 
and are put through their steps under the watch, 
ful eve of Miss Goodman. When visited by a re- 
porter for Tage TrrBuNneE the scene presented was 
vastly like a professional rehearsal on a small 
scale. A trio of young  wmisses were 
seen practicing a skirt dance, a miniature 
march of the Amazons, led bya golden-haired 
young person, probably of eight summers,. who 
tramped up and down the center. A group of 
twenty little ones were struggling with the in- 
tricacies of a Spanish dance, and twoor three 
ambitious young women took tarns in holding a 
tambourine high above their smell heads and 
giving it sounding whacks with the toes of their 
stubby little shoes. When asked about the 
number of times the children were to be re- 
hearsed Miss Goodman said: “I usually have 
four or five weeks in® which to prepare for this 
spectacular affair, but we have only three, and I 
think we will do qnite as well. The children 
learn so quickly, and they think it all great fun. 
You know there are no grown people managing 
this; there is nothing but children, and for that 
reason lam sure pveople will be all the more in- 
terested to come and see it. Besides, it is very 
pretty, and every one is sure to be delighted.”

has announced his candidacy to succeed 


Blackburn, and he “authorizes the statement 
that he will take the raging stump early in the 
summer. Senator Blackburn, who is more 
than anxious to be reélected, will also‘ speak 
in at least forty counties, and it may possibly 
be arranged so that Brown and Blackburn 
will speak jointly. 

The other two candidates are Congressman 
James B, McCreary and ex-Goy. Simon Boli- 
var Buckner, Neither of these is an orator 
like the other candidates, and it is quite likely 
they will contéft themselves with a personal 
or hand-shaking canvass. 

Gov. Brown's Career. 

All four of the candidates ate well known 
and have long been prominent in national as 
well as State politics. Gov. Brown has had a 
career which few public ;-men can boast of. 
Nominated for Congress prior to the war, 
against his will, he made a_ vigorous cam- 


, paign and was elected in a strong Republican 


district. Not being of the required age, he 
was not permitted to take his seat in the 
Lower House. Coming again before the peo- 
ple he triumphed, and in the noted debate in 
Congress he sent his name down in history by 
his famous colloquy ‘with Benjamin Butler. 
After a short career in Congress he retired to 
a practice of his profession, “and since has 
stoodas one of the brainiest lawyers in the 
Blue Grass State. He won his race for Gover- 
nor after a warm struggle. As Governor 
he has bee firm and fearless, often making 
enemies by his bold and uncompromising 
positions on matters of state. 

Senator Blackbyrn has been in National 
politics for a number of years. His race for 
Speaker of the Lower House of Congress 
against Randall, in which he .was defeated, 
and his later transfer to the Senate to succeed

WOMEN RECEIVE ART INSTRUCTION 
IN AN EVENING SOHOOL. 


Good Work Done by Mrs. Julia Cole and 
Her Associates for Girls Who Are Em- 
ployed During the Day=—Aim of the 
Chicago Evening School of Design Re- 
cently Established=Students Are Al- 
ready Beginning to Realize in a Prac- 
tical Way the Benefits of Training. 

With aimé as diverse as is the application 
of the art they are studymg a number of 
young women regulatly employed during the 
day gather two evenings of each week in the 
class-rooms of the newly established Chicago 


Evening School of Design. 
This school is in several important respects 


aunique undertaking. While it has some 


features not unlike the Schvol of Applied 
Design, established in New York by Mrs, 
Dunlap Hopkins, it is much less demanding 
in its requirements than is the Eastern insti- 
tution. In Mrs. Hopkins’ school the 
pupils give up their whole time to 
becoming. sufficiently proficient in drawing 
original designs to be used in the manufacture 
of various fabrics, wall paper, etc., to make a 
living income from their work. While sev- 
eral of the pupils of the Chicago school have 
a similar aim this is by no means the single 
purpose of the undertaking. Some of the 
pupils are ambitious only to draw a common- 
place, conventional |design for trimming a 
spring wrap; others are labormg industrious- 
ly to be able to successfully work out an in- 
tricate scheme for an ornamental stained 
glass window. Others still, with no specially 
defined aim, are finding it a pleasant relief 
from the grind of their work-a-day lives to as- 
certain what they can accomplish in the, to 
them, new and allurimg field of art. 

The school was opened in February by Mrs. 
Julia Cole, assisted by Miss Clara Gott. The 
idea originated with Mrs. Cole. Knowing 
several girls who wete anxious to take lessons 
in designing but were unable to do so, as they 
were employed during the day, she determined 
to°-make some arfangements to give them 
evening instruction. | In considering and dis- 
cussing the matter the plan of an evening 
school of design was evolved. e question 
of convenient and suitable rooms was solved | 
by the architects, Messrs. Perkins & Selby, 
who donate the use of their offices in Marshall 
Field & Co.’s new building. In a few 


young business women are devo 


selves to the merely pretty things which are 
popularly sup to interest women. One 
or two have decided to see what they can do 
in the line of architecture, although even 
these are not indifferent to those suggestions 
which tend to enable to improve their 
personal appearance at small cost. 

A number of the pupils have joined the 
schoois in order to become accomplished in 
artistic needle work and confine their efforts 
to designs expressly suited to the decoration 
of fabrics. When they have succeeded in 
drawing designs that seem satisfactory to 
their instructor they are given lessons in 
needle work. They are not permitted under 
any circumstances to copy a design, but when 
one that is original has been completed they 
are taught how, by changing it slightly, it can 
be variously applied. Oneof those who came 
expressly to learn embroidery, after having 
drawn her first design and found how 
it could be adopted became ambitious to 
broaden her field of operationjand is now busy 
making designs suitable for a great variety 
of things. Another young woman who began 
with a very modest aim, but succeeded from 
the first in domg what for a beginner is really 
brilliant work, declares that she was as sur- 
prised as possible when she saw what she

weeks after the school was opened between 
twenty and thirty. pupils were enrolled. A 
small fee, barely enodugh to cover actual ex- 
penses, is charged fer the lessons, and, as a 
number of women of means who are interest- 
ed in the undertaking have offered to pay the 
tuition of any one o wants to take the in- 
struction but is not financially able to meet 
the expense, no one is debarred. 

Mrs. Cole is well equipped to conduct the 
instruction in a school of this sort. After grad- 
uating from the Art Institute she was forsome 
time employed by Heath and Millet. 
She has had several years’ experience as a 
teacher and during the World’s Fair she was 
one of Mrs. Candace Wheeler’s staff. Miss 
Gott is also a graduate of the Art Institute and 
makes instruction in art her business. 

As most ot the pupils live a long distance 
from the central part of the city they come 
directly from their work to the school and 
occupy the hour from 6 to 7 o’clock chatting 
and eating their iuncheon. A cup of hot 
bouillon is served each student. Usually one 
or more of the associate members drop in at 
this hour and pleasant little parties are 
formed about each of the tables. Among the 
associate members who especialiy interest 
themselves in this school are Miss Elizabeth 
Head, Mrs. Grafton Parker, Mrs. Lewis W. 
Pitcher, Mrs. M. H. Wilson,’ Mrs. Helen 
Leach, Mrs. William Keene, Mrs. Norman T. 
Gassette, Mrs. Cushing Gifford, Miss Grace 
Root, Mis» Sara Cady, Mrs. Thomas Brad- 
well, Mrs, J. W.\Oakley, Miss Jessie Golding, 
Mrs. Arthur Keyes, © 

There is scarcely an evening when the school 
is in session that some of these ladies are not 
there for at least an hour. Often they serve 
the cup of tea or bouillon to the students, 
who are many of them clerks behind the 
counters wheré these ladies make their pur- 
chases; thus the reciprocity of service ad- 
vocated by Edward Bellamy is realized. Lest 
there may be a misapprehension it may be 
said that the interest of these ladies is purely 
friendly, as the school is not under patronage 
and is in no sense a philanthropy. 

What some of these young women have ac- 
complished in a few lessons of less than two 
hours each evidences that many of them have 
exceptional talent which if they persevere in 
their studies will enable them to do more 
than ordinarily good work in the line of the 
applied arts. Une young woman who has for 
some years been the bookkeeper for a whole- 
sale boot and shoe firm, when she had taken 
but three lessons designed a trade mark 
for this firm which was accepted and 
paid for by them. The sum _ she 
received was sufficient to pay for a term’s 
tuition. She says in speaking of what this 
evening-school had been to her: 

‘*Il always knew I had some talent for draw- 
ing and wanted to learn how to use it. Now 
that I have the opportunity I enjoy it even 
more than I supposed I would. Ever since I 
have been in business I have been especially 
interested in trade marks and have thought I 
could desigu those which would be sufficiently 
striking to command attention. It seems to 
me that most of them evidence no thought.” 

When asked if she intended to make the de- 
sening of trademarks a specialty she: said 
that she 


whatever she should choose to undertake. 
She also says that her employers are inter. 
ested in her evening work and encourage her 
in going forward with it. She does not care 
for the pretty work which so often interests 
women, but is fond of bold, strong effects, 
such as are usually associated with the work of 
men. 

Another young woman. who is a clerk in the 
jewelry department of one of the big down- 
town shops, says that the few lessons she has 
received in the evening school of design have 


“opened a field of interest to her which she 


had never before observed in the jewelry she

signs, but she sees how those that are not so 
good can be improved, and others quite new 
and unlike any she has seen can be designed 
in forms striking, elegant, and artistically 


correct. Not only has this young woman an 
arabition in the line of designing, but she is 
looking forward to availing herself of the in- 


struction in music the founders of the school 
propose later on + to give those who de.

But several of my 
acquaintances who had the morphine habit 
greatly exceeded the feat of the latter. One 
of these took 200 grains of mo ~— every 
twenty-four hours, and it wo require at 
least 1.400 grains of opium Sad Bo equal 
this amount. e ‘morphine this 
person took a quantity daily of chioral, co- 
caine, and whisky. I conld readily name a 
score whose addiction was much greater than 
that of er but have doubtless done 
enough to take im from the lofty pedestal 
of his own raising and place him upon a level 
with thousands of other ‘“‘fiende’’ in the 
quantity of the drug consumed. 

Asa fact, the quantity appears to play no 
more important part than the amount of 
whisky taken by the drunkard. Bacchus 
often makes mad the votary whose offering 
ig stinted. It would appear in the case of 
opium as of whisky a matter of individual 
idiosyncrasy. en I first found myself 
with the habit I was taking of morphine 
what was equal to about two and 
one-half fluid drachms of ilaudanum 
daily. The salt of the opium racked 
my nervous system so terribly and interfered 
so seriously with my mental processes that I 
quickly deserted it for the potion of De 

uincey. I was hastened.in the execution of 
this step because of the frightful prostration 
following the excitement, which could only 
be alleviated by increasing quantities of the 
alkaloid. I may state here that careful and 
most reliable statistics show that the chances 
of dementia are nearly four times greater 
from morphia than from laudanum or gum 
or powdered opium. The process by which I 
reached my maximum daily allotment— 
namely: twelve fluid-drachms, 720 drops or 
68.4 grains, was steady, and that point was 
attained at the expiration of a twelve-month, 
Except upon three occasions I never tran- 
scended that amount in any day during the 
remainder of my servitude, atid then only as 
an experiment, to determine whether a 
double quantity. would have serious con- 
sequences, There was no special disturbance 
on these specific occasions other than in- 
creased wakefulness and corresponding dis- 
turbance of the stomach, the latter being an 
invariable accompaniment of insomnia.

Uniformly I divided my daily portion into 
three parts of four fluid-drachms each, tak- 
ing one at 7 a. m., another at 1 p. m., and the 
remainder at 7 p.m. Conditions made some 
changes at times in this arrangement, as, for 
instance; when made desperate by frightful 
dreams I would banish sleep by taking the en- 
tire diurnal allowance in a single dose. It 
should be understood that while opium ranks 
first among the opiates it most frequently has 
precisely an opposite effect in one habituated 
to its use, and particularly so when the regu- 
lar quantity is decidedly increased. This ex- 
perience of mine is somewhat anomalous, as 
I have found among my opium friends no 
other instance where the quantity was held 
immutable for a series of years. I should 
explain that my stomach was in very sad 
plight when I formed the habit, and laudanum 
most seriously disturbs that most important 
organ. When lattained the twelve drachm 
point I realized that I dare not further 
tax my digestive machinery, but it 
will be understood that the absorptive 
power of the cellular apparatus is such that 
the destructive energy of the drag increased 
constantly. Any opium habitué will appreci- 
ate what struggles I made in order to hold 
myself to this limitation. De Quincey’s alle. 
gation in old age that he easily held himself 
in check on minimized doses is absurd and 
contrary to all experience. If he really did 
as he then insisted his sufferings were of the 
most terribie character. My own battle was 
constant, there being scarcely an hour in 
which I was not grappling with the monster 
which insisted upon forging added links to my 
chain of woe. The appetite of the opium 
‘* tiend”’ is as that of the ** porochial’’ orphans 
in “*Oliver Twist.’’ Like the horse leech its 
unceasing ‘monody is ‘* more, more.’’ With my 
brief experience with morphine I am of the 
opiriion that if I had held to that form of the 
drug I should have beer compelled to take 
steadily increasing quantities indefinitely in 
order to meet the tormenting demands of the 
insatiate ‘** fiend.”’ 

Little need be said about the manner of ob- 
taining the drug, it beimgas easy to procure 
as itisto fall into the habit once the physi- 
cian has started a man on the down grade. 
While it is true the statute books of [linois 
provide restrictions upon the sale of the 
poison, I never had the slightest difficulty in 
buying all I wished in Chicago or any other 
town of the Commonwealth. I asked for it 
as one might inquire for tooth powder or 
toilet soap, and obtained it just as readily, it 
being rare that a question was asked me as to 
the use 1 intended to make of it. That drug- 
gist would be justly censurable who. would 
refuse a habitué suffering from lack 
of it, © because the ** miserable ”’ 
must have it, die, or go mad, 
Since my cure, as during my habit, I have 
never failed to procure the drug for one I 
might encounter who had passed beyon@ his 
‘*period,”’ because I knew the insufferable 
torture of deprivation. The sin of the drug- 
gist lies in the indiscriminate sale of opium to 
all comers, thus fostering and encouraging 
the fixing of the habit upon those from whom 
the family physician has perhapsfor pruden- 
tial reasons withheld it. {hetsintion directed 
against those confirmed in the habit will not 
cure one of the poor creatures who belfr the 
yoke of slavery, but laws strictly enforced 

would tend to a wholesome check upon the 
making of more slaves.

“The dread swell end agitation of the 
storm ”’ make mournful dissonance, although 
now securely moored in the harbor of safety, 
and I would gladly avoid a recital of the dan- 
gers through which I have passed, but for the 
duty towards those whom the same perils 
threaten and those who may be suddenly pre- 
cipitated by other hands upon the wild and 
heaving sea. It is scarcely needful, however, 
that I quote from the logbook and give daily 
entries of the ‘* leeway and the course.’ 

Before presenting the mormo phantoms 
that come with the gloaming and are chased 
away by the matin songs of the birds, the béte 
noir of heart-sinking dreams ana the sinister 
and cowering life of the day, let me insist 
here and now that the opium “fiend ”’ merits 
profoundest sympathy without a suggestion 
of contempt, The first work of the opium 
satan is to double-lock the prison door of the 
will so that successful struggle against the 
demoniac possession is impossible. During 
my subjection I fuught nine times 365 days 
against my diabolic master. Again and 
again | felt I had overcome the adversary, 
having more than ever reduced my daily 
quantity to less than fifteen drops, and in one 
titanic contest I was complete victor for five 
davs, not one minim having passed my teeth 
in that time. At the end of these 120 hours! 
was in a most deplorable state. The entire 
surface of my  »body was pricked 
with invisible needles. If one who 
has «felt the painful sensation of 
a single one will multiply that by 10,000,000 
distributed all over the surface he may dimly 

rasp the intensity of that form of suffering. 

e muscles were relaxed, the intestinal walis 
seemed to be crumbling, there were copious 
discharges from mouth, nose, and eyes, the 
fingers seemed to be falling away from the 
hands, the hands from the wrists. and the 
knees smote together inan agony. Every 
joint of my body was racked with consuming 
fire, while intermittently from every skin 
pore there issued a deluge of sweat. which 
speedily dried and left the skin as parchment. 
Above all the soul was oppressed with dis- 
quietude, the heart fluttered like a wounded 
bird, and the brain faltered from irresoiution. 
Thus tortured by bodily inquisitorial demons, 
crazed by wild-darting nerves, and devoured 
by apprehension of shapeless death, I held 
out my h and taking poisoned chalice 
to my lips subsided into physical quiet and 
mental torpor: Let him who has suffered 
condemn if he will. 

Once the habit is securely set there is no 
more light or brightness. The potency of the 
charmer is patalyzed and her voice no longer 
invites to paradisaical sweets.

Over and over again I found myself crying 
“ Whither shali I flee from the presence of 
the monster?” I never, like De Quincey, 
** worshiped opium,”’’ nor like him held that 
‘opium gives a vital warmth that is approved 
by the judgment.” Early in the habit I 
learned the untruth of his insistance that the 
drug **communicates serenity and equipoise 
to all the faculties, active and passive,”’ as 
likewise his declaration that the “ elevation 
of spirits produced by opium is not necessarily 
followed by a proportionate depression.” I 
would have spewed the drug out of my mouth 
ff I could, because my judgment condemned 
it as mind, soul, and body destroying and the 
degradation was a cankering sore that ate into 
my vitals. I would have plucked my tongue 
out sooner than advise men to take the poi- 
son as De Quincey urged hisestimable ptb- 
lisher and others. I turned away in loathing 
from such a comforter and adviser and from 
my anguished heart proceeded the denuncia- 
tion of *liar”’ against him. 

There was no eseape from the malignant 
demon who had me in his thrall. My sleep 
was filled with abominably frightful dreams, 
my waking moments were filled with ap- 

rehension, while the phantasmagoria of my 
nhsomnia were clothed in flesh and kept alive 
with rich. flowing blood, Now absolutely 
temperate, altogether and forever delivered 
from the drug and in the possession of vigor- 
oug bodily health, without) a vestige of 
nervousness, I yet find it difficult to portray 
without disturbance of spirit the plasma of 
the opium period, They demand ro flights of 
fancy or lurid rhetoric for their faithful pres- 
entation. 

The dreams date fromi the beginning of the 
habit and their virulence increases with time, 
Unlike De Quincey, my dreams never repeated 
themselves as those of his Malay acquaint- 
ance and others. Never did one returri to me 
a second time, my wretched and. distorted 
brain readily supplying new horrors every 
time I fell asleep, and usually a half-dozen cr 
more each night, the tableaux often chang- 
ing with kaleidoscopic variations and celerity. 
They were not such stuff as ordinary/dreams 
are made of, but “raw head and bloody 
bone”’’ manifestations, whose realism was 
such that time can never efface them. Nine 
years of hideous nightmare; nine years in 
which there was nota single night of exemp- 
tion, except when insomnia banished sleep! 
These dreams embraced every stage and con- 
dition of life except the erotic. Let this at 
least be wigs to the credit of the opium 
“fiend,” that waking or dreaming he is never 
unchaste or impure. 

There is no death the agony of which I have 
not endured in these dreams. A hideous 
negro with leering face garroted mé on the 
Plaza in Havaua. Monsieur Diebler politely 
severed my head from my ‘body in gay 
Paris. Befvre a relentless jury and impassive 
doctor I was electrocuted in the Tombs in 
New York City, and a howling mob in Ala- 
bama sent me into eternity at a rope’s end, 
afterward riddling my dangling body with 
lead. The Japanese Emperor compelled me 

to commit hara-kiri, and a bejeweled Indian 
Rajah administered to me a cup of poison 
with hisown hands. An English court sen- 
tenced me to be cast into a caidron of boil- 
ing oil and vigorously enforeed the order. 
While searching for the north pole each of 
my companions perished miserably by star- 
vation and cold, a fate that finally overtook 
me justas the goal was insight. Chicago 
footpads crushed out my life one dark night 
as Iwas hurrying along State street..and I 
was smothered to death in asimoon on the 
Sahara. I lived fora week in a crevasse of 
the Merde Glace, into which I had fallen 
and might have remained there indefinitely 
in a harrowing state of frost and uncertainty 
but for the carelessness of a guide in drop- 
ping his alpenstock upon my head and so 
dashing out my brains. The sole survivor of 
a large ship’s company I gas cast upon a 
rocky islet in the Pacific, where I died. from 
thirst after days of the most excruciating tor- 
ture. Cholera terminated my career after a 
toilsome journey in Mussulman disguise to 
Mecca, where I drank of the baciili-charged 
waters of the Holy Well. I succumbed to 
yellow-fever at Para and was buried in the 
potter’s field at Philadelphia after a lingering 
attack of smallpox. WhenlI had yielded at 
Berlin to heart failure a frolicsome, beer- 
drinking class of medical students hacked and 
hewed my body most unskillfully.

It must be understood that all my dreams 
were circumstantial in detail and that no 
feature of physical suffering was wanting 
when I was made the victim. Indeed, the ex- 
aggerating tendencies of the drug but in- 
tensified the agony of the various tortures 
through which I passed. There are times 
when it seems I again feel the keen thrust of 
the horr. of the rhinoceros which pierced me 
in an African hunt, and I have shuddered a 
thousand times over the pain inflicted by an 
infuriated tigress in an Indian jungle. 

No General of any age was present at a 
tithe of the battles in which I participated, 
every one of which ended in my being made 
prisoner, desperately wounded, or killed out- 
right. Napoleon complimented me upon my 
courage at the battle of the Nile, but was 
barely: prevented from shooting me at the 
siege of Toulon for my cowardice. Nicholas 
caused the knout to be applied. to my 
shoulders and back for my _ refusal 
to be his lackey, although I -.had 
served him faithfully as a soldier in the 
Crimea. A cannon ball from a battery in 
Mahone’s brigade carried away my head at 
Antietam, but I afterward losta leg at Gettys- 
burg .while resisting the gallant charge of 
Pickett. I was with young Napoleon in Africa 
and received a score of the assegais that 
were designed for his bapless body. 

Somehow I had a penchant for walking 
along the top of high walls, the stones of 
which gave way beneath my feet, or the whole 
of which would give way and bear me amid 
the ruins to the earth. Pirouetting un the 
edge of precipices, I would fa]l upon the rocks 
thousands of feet below. Once I was carried 
over Niagara Falls, where I meta painless 
death, but suffered untold chagrin because 
during an entire week my friends made no 
effort to recover my mangled body which 
floated in a bight hard by Whirlpool Rapids. 
Deadly serpents bit me and huge pythons 
smothered mein their hideousembrace, Assas- 
sins disembowled me in Cairo and a frightful 
disorder Caused my arms and legs to decay 
and\fall away while I .wa< in a loathsome 
prison in Smyrna. I was witness to some of 
the most frightful cataclysms of nature, be- 
ing a victim of the earthquake and tidal wave 
visitation at Callao in 1867; was projected a 
score of miles on the horn of a destructive 
tornado cloud in Iowa; fell into the seething 
crater of Kilauea, and was killed by lightning 
under a tree in a field near Evanston. Rash-

tude of space, when I finally collided with the 
y of a defiant comet and was hurled 
earthward with a velocity that set my brain

The companions of my day life would basely 
betray me; financial distress to the extreme 
of pauperism be visited upon me; my dearest 
ones would die after lingefing torture or be 
taken suddenly off in a hideous tragedy ;

lost would rise out of their graves and put on 
flesh, associating with me, as it- seemed, for 
weeks and months, when they would again 
die, and always in some horrible manner.

Those fantastic figments of vispal disturb- 
ance termed “laudanum phantasmagoria ”’ 
were not introduced into my life until the 
sixth year of my addiction. The grotesque 
largely predominated in these visions, al- 
though many of the figures in these tableaux 
vivants were sufficiently horrible to take-a 
prominent part in a dance du diable. It 
must be understood that while these were 
illusions—Fata Morgana—presented when I 
was wide awake and withevery faculty keenly 
astir, yet the forms were in their seeming 
those of veritable creatiires and it demanded 
no aid of fancy to clothe them with flesh or 
endue them with life. Every forest and field, 
every sea and river and lake sent delegations 
to the conventions held in my bed chamber, 
and every member, whether chimpanzee, 
armadillo, scarabeus, or condor, minnow 
or great whale deported itself with 
gravity. although each one displayed some 
comical characteristic, many of the animals 
getting themselves up specially for the occa- 
sion. A great grizzly bear wore a 
long beard, which tripped him as he 
walked,” an Asiatic. elephant wore 
pantaloons, and a jaguar had on a calico 
gown. The seriousness of the body was 
somewhat marred by the persistent eye-blink- 
ing of a camelepard, whose breadth of linen 
collar would have driven a dude mad with 
envy. A warted hog strutted about with a 
silk hat on its head, andan ourang carried a 
monster walking cane. 

At another time rats sprang upon my bed 
and pares with my hair or rubbed their long 
whiskers against-my own. Ibises made havoc 
with coils of serpents that had intruded upon 
my privacy and afterward rebuked me for not 
expressing my gratitude in set words. Ina 
single aggregation I recognized every one of 
pe a varieties of serpents whose habitat is 

ndia. 

There were periods when lightning changes 
occurred in creature forms, one melting into 
another with such rapidity asto defy all at- 
tempts. at classification. Human beings, 
those dead as well asthe living, visited me 
and spoke in tones distinctly audible. Great 
actors accommodatingly set up their stages 
before me and with full and strong supports 
went through their several roles. Patti never 
sang more divinely than'in my bed chamber, 
and Liszt thrilled me with the divine touch 
of his fingers upon the piano. Great Gen- 
erals marshaled their armies before me and 
prodigies of valor were performed by the con- 
tending hosts. Every voting precinct in Chi- 

chose my room as its polling- 
place, I was made _  achuainted 
with ail the peculiar methods used in swelling 
or reducing the face of the returns; friends of 
candidates sought to influence my choice by 
money and the Jeremy Diddlers of politics 
swarmed in from the wards. Billygoats 
played leap frog galore and agile gibbons 
eclipsed the champions of America in their 
skill at baseball. Fabled monsters, paleon- 
tological creatures and gnomes were extreme- 
ly sociable, and circus clowns really exerted 
themselves to amuse me, These and innu- 
merable other fancies clothed themselves in 
realism night by night, and grewsome as they 
were I preferred their company vastly to the 
hateful horrors of dreamland. 

The periodicity and the recurrente of the 
phantasms varied, sometimes persisting 
through many successive nights, and again 
disappearing after asingle all-uight frolic, 
while a month or more would elapse, at the 
first, before their reappearance. Gradually, 
however, I was hedg closer in, the raree 
show came oftener and remained longer, until 
towards the closing days of the opium slavery 
the *‘thick coming fancies’’ were nearly con- 
tinuous. I knew them to be maggots of the 
brain and eye—whimseys and gimcracks, yet 
when they assumed shape of burgiars, whose 
bull’s-eye lights dazzied the sight, or when 
there was sudden apparition of a hieeding 
ghost from out the closet, the sensations 
might have been far more pleasant under 
different surroundings. | The panorama could 
not be shut out. Whether the gas was burn- 
ing or turned off, whether the eyes were wide 
open or fast shut, the pageants moved with 
equal vividness and realism. Nothing could 
possibly drive away the uncanny objects ex- 
cept sleep or daylight.

During the ninth year of my habit. I was 
afflicted with the ‘‘double sight”; that is to 
say, all objects seen at a distance| were in 
pairs, and I observed that this was followed 
by increased activity among my phantasmic 
visitors. Previous to this one of my eyes had 
become near and the other far sighted, neces- 
sitating lenses of extraordinarily divergent 
properties to meet the disturbed condition. 
I need scarcely state that all these abnormal 
developments disappeared with my deiiver- 
ance from the drug. At the time, however, 
they greatly added to my mental distress and 
my perturbed fancy suggested all sorts ot 
blunders and fatalities as the result of the 


addiction. . 

Saddest of all is the history of the day with 
its duties neglected, its ‘responsibilities 
shunned, opportunities forever lost, and its 
cares magnitied into insupportable | burdens. 
The voice of music is hushed forever, the 
companionship of fellow-beings is distasteful, 
and religious duty neglected. The ‘victim is 
always on the alert for slights or ingults and 
sees them where none exist. Heis oppressed 
by the gloomiest forebodings of tnshaped 
evils hanging over him like angry storm- 
clouds ready to burst in wrath. A’ gnat of 
adversity is magnified into a hawk, yet such 
is the perversity of the drug a mountain of 
benefit is reduced to & molehill in size. I 
found it impossible to get away from 
gloomy thoughts by any manner of diversion. 

/hether reading or studying, working or con- 
versing, at the play or in church, the shadow 
darkened the spirit. There was no David 
with his harp to exorcise the demon of ever- 
lasting glooin. 

Opium is morbific and in addition to per- 
sistent rheumatic pains my stomach, always 
troublesome, finally literally gave way under 
the strain, while distressful symptoms man- 
ifested themselves in the kidneys and heart. 
Heavy pain was seated in the back of my 
head, this at times becoming almost insup- 
portable. The hands and feet were dreadfully 
swollen and the slightest abrasion of the skin 
became an obstinate, pestilent sore of months’ 
continuance. Reference is had now to my 
condition during the last years of the habit, 
although it must be understood that from the 
outset these disturbances began to appear, 
becoming aggravated with the lapse of time. 

The appetite was a very uncertain quantity. 
Indeed, I may say that I scarcely ate break- 
fast once during the last seven years of the 
addiction and that in that period I usually ate 
but one meal, my dinner, after the labor of 
the day was done. Sometimes I lunched at 
noon, but this was the exception rather than 
the rule. Morphine * fiends,” especially those 
who took the drug hypodermically, were, as 
far as my acquaintance reaches, given to the 
eating of candies and other sweets, some of 
them eating large quantities. 
ease with laudanum and gum or powdered 
opium “ fiends,’’ or certuinly it was not true 
with me. I preferred sweets to solid foods, 
as meats and bread, but there was no craving 
for them. and I rarely ate any except at my 
meals. [know a number of persons who 
while they had the morphine addiction 
crunched candy or ate fruitall day long and 
were unhappy when deprived of it. | One. of 
my friends would arise from his bed ir the 
middle of the night and go several miles to 
— a supply of caramels or gumdrops. 

may add that opium creftes the most dis- 
gusting appetite in many, such as inordinate 
desire, which is gratified, for kerosene oil, 
tincture of lemnehet, ammonia, Florida wa- 
ter, bay rum, and other repulsive drinks.

The, drunkard may, and often does, abstain 
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but. tig opium habitué never gets. 
influence.of his drug.) He never peri 
self, if-he can help it; to get away from it, 
to want it without supplying the firsf'¢ 
demand. ‘The frequency of: the taking varies 
greatly, my rule being, as I have stated, to 
drink three times in twenty-four hours, while 
a morphine friend in Southern Illinois re- 
sorted to his syrmge as many as sixty times 
daily. The rule is thatas'the drug loses its 
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fact that I can lay 


This is not the 


. power the subject has more frequent recourse 


to it. In addition to what I have already said 
upon the quantity consumed by individuals I 
may state that I have seen deplorable cases 


ot suffering where the daily consumption did * 


not exceed fifteen grains of opium, equal to 
about two grains of morphine, and, in the op- 
posite direction, a friend of mine swallowed 
daily upwards of 200 grains of morphine, 
equal to 1,500 grains of opium. Yet the 
physical condition of the latter was appar- 
ently no worse than his who took the minimum 
quantity named. 

My experience does not confirm that of De 
Quincey as to exaggerations of size, ‘‘ build- 
ings, landscapes, etc., exhibited in propor- 
tions so vast as the bodily eye is not fitted to 
receive.”’ Indeed, diligent inquiry among a 
number of my opium-cured friends failed to 
bring out one confirmatory witness to cor- 
roborate him. The fancies to which the il- 
lustrious master of English refers are pe- 
culiar to hasheesh ‘“ fiends,’’ as I am in- 
formed, for I never had any experience with 
that drug. Opium undeniably tends to d#- 
tort objects, but not to magnify them, and it 
was this distortion that tended to addto the 
grievousness of my burdens by day. 

The opium-eater has a seething hell raging 
within. Now he imagines himself pursued 
by unseen enemies, who plot his ruin or 
death; then he momentariiy expects to be ar- 
rested for some crime that has never been 
committed, Again and again have I cast 
away my morning paper in terror after read- 
ing some account of a crime, because I saw 
in the lines my own name instead of that of 
the real offender. The “ hearing of voices” 
first came tome in the third year ot my ad- 
diction and continued with me intermittently 
until the end. The first manifestation of this 
kind was a startlingly realistic one. I was 
stopping at the Palmer House and was seated 
one evening in the rotunda when I was 
startled by a familiar voice in my 
rear which repeated my name. Two 
other equally well-known voices took 
part in a conversation that followed, 
of which I was the subject, and the sum of it 
was a scheme whereby I should be arrested, 
tried, and convicted for a flagrant infraction 
of the United States laws. hile the tones 
were low every word was easily disti isha- 
ble, and after listening with bated breath 
for an hour or more I! hastened to a lawyer, 
who had much difficulty in convincing me 
that I was undera delusion. It never once 
occurred to me to turn about and verify their 
presence with my eyes, or that enemies do 
not meet within one’s hearing to plot his de- 
struction.

The sense of my degradation was com- 
plete. I knew myself to bea liar, a coward, 
fleeing when no man pursued, trepidant, ir- 
resolute, and always melancholic. Mag- 
nificent opportunities for making money and 
for preferment were rejected, only to be fol- 
lowed by the most poignant remorse because 
I spurned them. Love for my family was 
strong, yet I had constantly to reproach my- 
self that I neglected wife and children and 
would not properly exert myself to make 
them happy. I was in constant apprehen- 
sion lest my hdbit be revealed to friends and 
the world. Contraction of the muscles had 
bent my shoulders, but it was confusion and 
shame of face that caused my head to be 
bowed and my eye to be averted from every 
one. Suicide was an ever-recurring thought, 
but a sense of duty to my family and‘the ter- 
rors which opium had thrown about death 
guarded me from this fatality. 

Last stage of all, health utterly failed, the 
power to do was paralyzed, and the long flick- 
ering and sputtering candle of hope ‘went out 
in its socket. The chief aim of my life now 
was to keep myself provided with the drug. 
I drank it because I must -have it ordie. I 
took it because the power of resistance had 
been for nine years utterly dead. I took it, 
not for any anticipated delectation or pleas- 
ure, but to quiet the myriad nerve-throbs and 
heart-pangs. For the wild and weird misgiv- 
ings of the soul there was no nepenthe, The 
barbed arrow had entered the spirit, the 
stigma were in®radicably stamped and the 
mournful refrain of the raven of unhappy 
Poe had long been my own, **‘ Nevermore.”’ 
It was the physical man only which could be 
reached by the drug, and that only slightly 
palliative. Again and again I found myself 
repeating these terrible words of a despairing 
spirit: 

And my soul from out the shadow that lies float- 
ing’on the floor, 


Shall be lifted nevermore.

Wasted from. bodily starvation, a poor, 
trembling wretch, out of whose life had 
passed all that was beautiful and good and 
true; seeing before me an open grave, and, 
beyond, the illimitable years of eternity 
tainted with the unpardonable sin of the 
opium habit—there then came to me a good 
angel in human form, who flashed the divine 
promise, ‘‘At the evening time it shall be 
light,”"—words of heavenly benediction that 
fell upon my dulled ears like refreshing 
showers upon the parched and cracked 
ground, 

Concerning the via dolorosa that led up to 
the crucifixion of self—the pains and penal- 
ties endured in overcoming the frightful 
habit, I need not speak. Those who are 
afflicted as I was may find comifort while con- 
templating the ordealin the sublime senti- 
ment of Scudary: ‘* Il est plus glorieux de se 
vaincre soimeme, que de vaincre les autres ”’ 
—itis more glorious to conquer one’s self 
than to conquer others. 


A CRY OF DESPAIR FROM SIBERIA, 


A Russian Exile Depicts the Miseries of the 
Czar’s Political Prisoners. 

A Russian politica] prisoner in exile in Si- 
beria wrote to a friend in European Russia 
depicting the miseries of his life in ‘* this for- 
gotten and God-forsaken arctic den, beyond 
the boundaries of civilization.’’ The letter, 
which is published in the current number of 
Free Russia (American edition), took six 
months in running the gantlet of the Czar’s 
argus-eyed officials. Itis dated June, 1893, 
at Kolymsk, a Siberian town of 600 inhab- 
itants located far to the north. 

‘* During the first period of my life here,”’ 
writes the exile, *‘ I thought it would be an 
interesting work to send to my friends more 
or less detailed accounts of the peculiar con- 
ditions of life into which we, a handful of 
Europeans, have suddenly been thrown— 
conditions to which we are as unfit to adapt 
ourselves as a little body of civilized travel- 
ers, shipwrecked on the coast of Greenland, 
would be to arrange their lives in accord- 
ance with the habits and circumstances of the 
native Esquimaux. But most of my manu- 
scripts never reached the persons to whom 
they were sent, and now even the desire to 
write them is gone. My own amazement at 
the extraordinary surroundings here has 
grown fainter and fainter. 

**Life in Kolymsk sucks every one down 
into itself. It seems to me now like a far-off 
dream that somewhere in the world there are 
big towns, filled with people, with large 
shops, with houses in several stories, with 
pavements on which great crowds of people 
go to and fro; that there are lands where the 
rivers begin to flowin February and do not 
freeze till November; where, instead of 
snow-covered swamps there are fields with 
thick, standing corn and grass; lands where 
there are woods and gardens, with green 
leaves on the trees, where the people live on 
bread and varied vegetable food, 

‘ For us redlity consists of a- perpetually 
frozen desert covered with little hillocks and 
overgrown with stunted larches, which can 
hardly force their roots through the eternally 
frozen soil; a cold and filthy yurta, hardly fit 
to be called a human habitation, even by peo- 
ple accustomed to the poverty-stricken cabins 
of the Rassian peasantry; for food, 
rotting . fish; for clothing, such rags 
as are left of our European dress and 
rough native garments of half-cured skins; 
for the rest, solitude, silence, and lifeless- 
ness. I think the ghosts that wandered 
ar tater marge | along the banks of Acheron, lIa- 
menting aloud for their lost earthly life, must 
have felt what we feel, dragging out our lives 
alone on 4he banks of the River Kolyma. The 
utter lack of all aim or interest, forgetfulness 
of the past and indifference to the present are

IN MANY PARTS OF THE WORLD. 


Red Men Made the First of These Instru- 


ments of Solace«Sir Walter Baleigh’s 
Importation Into England Eagerly 
Taken Up=Hach Nation Designed a 
Characteristic BowleLadies and Chit- 
dren Puffed Out the Fragrant Fumes=— 
American Women as Smokers. 
Everybody is ted with the little 
story git wa the discovery of that weed 
which, like wine, brings solace and comfort 
to the user. The origin of tobacco cannot be 
disputed—the American Indians are to be 


thanked for it, They rolled up the tobacco 


leaf and dreamed away their lives in smoky 
reveriés ages before Columbus was born or 
the colonists of Sir Walter Raleigh brought it 
within the precincts of the Elizabethan court. 
It is only when it comes to a question of the 
origin of the next best thing to tobacco—the 


- pipe—that each country puts forth its claims. 
It has been so with every popular invention 


that happened to have an origin more or less 
The English “bulldog” vies 
for first place with the short-stemmend 
‘‘dudeen” of Ireland, and the rest of the 
countries follow along with manufactures pe- 
culiarly ‘characteristic, from the elaborate 
water pipe of the Persian to the more modest, 
cane-looking affair of the Chinese. 

However, the pipe seems to be the produc- 
tion of the pre-historic races of America. 
When Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois were con- 
sidered the Far West pipes were found in

great numbers in the mounds which formed 
the resting-places of a people then long ex- 
tinct. Their shape and style showed plainly 
that they were tobacco pipes, and not like 
those found in Rome, which were made of 
bronze, iron, and clay, and were so massive 
they could be used either for burning incense 
or smoking aromatic herbs, but under no con- 
ditions for tobacco. 

The Babeen Indians: of the Northwest ex- 
celled in the art of making pipes of hideous 
design. They often were fashioned into 
forms representing men half swallowed by 
wriggling serpents, groups of hideous animals, 
and such cembinations as were likely to pro- 
duce anything but a soothing influence. The 
young were aot addicted to the habit, but 
were prepared for using the pipe in maturer 
years by having a hole cut in the lower [ip,. 
through which the stem could be passed; :the

only obvious reason for this was that it. gave 
them a chance to pow-wow without depriving 
them of the weed, 

When a few pipes and a limited supply of 
tobacco found their way to England, society, 
without regard to sex, grabbed at it, and 
every body tried to smoke himself into higher 
favor. At this rate the tobacco supply was 
coon exhausted, but smoking had become a 
fad, and when tobacco ran out dried potato 
leaves, lettuce, yarrow, coltsfoot, and other 
plants were smoked and considered highly 
efficacious. any old pipes, evidently of that 
day and date, have been found in plowing and 
excavating in England, and these have formed 
the basis for elaborate collections which have 
been made by some of. the enthusiasts. 
berg 4 these old pipes were. perfectly 
plain, but during the reign of James I. the 
work of ornamentation began, and from that 
time on pipes of more or legs.elaborate de- 
sign were turned out.’ Extravagance in ma- 
terial likewise increased, and ivory, amber, an& 
precious metals took the place of the more 
common ones of clay, wood, horn, and — bone.

The recurrence of Gen. Grant’s birthday 
never fails to recall to the minds of those 
associated with him the many ad- 


ith traits of his character. A number of 


these traits, if not absolutely peculiar to him, 
were more thoroughly developed in his 
pature than in the natures of other men. 
His personal characteristics were always a 
of interest to those who served him, 
aithough he never seemed to be conscious of 
them himeelf. He had so little egotism in 
his nature that he never took into considera- 
tion any of hisown peculiarities and never 
geemed to feel that he possessed any qualities 
different from those common to all 
men, He always shrank from  speuk- 
ing of matters personal to  him- 
self, and evidently never analyzed his own 
powers. In his intercourse he did not 
appear to study to be reticent regarding him- 
self; he appeared rather to be unconscious of 
self, He was always calm and unemotional, 
yet deeply earnest in every work in which he 
h : While his mental qualities and the 
means by Which he accomplished his purposes 
have been something of a puzzle to philos- 
: he was always natural in his manners 
and intensely human in everything he did. 
Among the many personal traits which 
might be mentioned he possessed five attri- 


> butes which were pronounced and conspicu- 


ous, and stand out as salient points in his 
character. They were truth, courage, mod- 
esty, generosity, and loyalty. 

He was without exception the most abso- 
jutely truthful man I ever encountered in 
public or private life. This trait may be 
recognized in the frankness and honesty of 
expression in all his correspundence. He was 
not only truthful himself, but he had a horror of 
yntruth in others. One day while sitting in 
his bedroom in the White House, where he 
had retired to write a message to Congress, a 
gard was broughtin by aservant. An officer 
on duty at the time, seeing that the President 


’ ‘did not want to be disturbed, remarked to the 


servant, ** Say the President is netin.’’ Gen. 
Grant overheard the remark, turned around 
suddenly in his chair, and cried out.to the 
servant, ‘Tell him no such thing. don’t 
lie myself, and Idon’t want any one to lie 
for me.”’ 
When the President had before him for his 
i the famous inflation bill a member of 
Congress urged him persistently to sign it. 
When he had vetoed it, and it was found that 
the press and public everywhere justified his 
action, the Congressman came outin a speech 
reciting how materially he had assisted in 
bringing about the veto. When the President 
fead the report of the speech in the newspa- 
— he said: “‘How can So-and-so state pub- 
icly such an untruth? I do not see how he 
can ever look me in the face again.”’ He 
had a contempt for the man ever after. Even 
in ordinary conversation he would relate a 
simple incident which happened in one of his 
8 upon the street with the accuracy ofa 
translator of the new version of the Scriptures; 
and if in telling the story he sail mistakenly 
that, for instance, he had met a man on the 
south side of the avenue he would return to 
the subject hours afterward to correct the 
error, and state with great particularity 
that it was on the north side of the 
anenue that the encounter took place. 
These corrections and .constant efforts to be 
accurate in every statement he made once led 
a gentleman to say of him that he was ‘*tedi- 
ously’ truthful. it has often been a question 
of ethies in warfare whether an officer is justi- 
fiable in putting his signature toa false te- 
port or a deceptive letter for the purpose of 
having it fall into the hands of the enemy, 
witha view to misleading him. It is very 
certain that Gen. Grant would never have re- 
sorted to sucha subterfuge, however import- 
ant might have been the results to be attained. 
Gen. Grant possessed a rare and conspic- 
uous courage, which, seen underall circum- 
stances, appeared never to vary. It was not 
a courage inspired by excitement; it wasa 
steady and patient courage in all the scenes 
in which it was displayed.

But Without consulting them, Gen. Grant as- 
aumed the entire responsibility, There was 
not a moment’s hesitation. Even in trivial 
matters he hevér seemed toshrink from any 
act which hé set out to perform.

His extreme modesty attracts attention in 
ali of his speeciies and letters and especially 
in his ‘‘ Memoirs.” A distinguished literary 
critic 6née remarked that that book was the 
only autobiography he had ever read which 
was totally devoid of egotism. The 
General not only tains from vaunting hiim- 
sclf, but seems to take. pains to enumerate all 
the good qualities in which he is lacking, and 
while he desctibes in eulogistic terms the per- 
sons who were associated with him he records 
nothing which would seem to be ih com- 
mendation of himself. Although his mind 
was a great storehouse of useful information, 
the result of constant reading and retentive 
memory, he Iaid no claim to an knowledge he 
did not possess. He agteed with Addison that 
‘‘ pedantry in learning is like hypocrisy in re- 
ligion, a form of knowledge without the pow- 
er of it.” He had a particular aversion to 
egotists and braggarts. Though fond of tell. 
ing stories, and at times a most interest 
raconteur, he never related an faecdote whic 
was at all off rt or ch would be con- 
strued as an Offense aga modesty.

Grant was ordered :o Sherman’s headquarters 
by the President to conduct further operations 
there in person, the General-in-Chief only went 
as far as Raleigh, and remained therein the 
background instead of going out to the front, 
so as not to appear toshare the credit of re- 
ceiving Johnston’s final surrénaer upon 
terms approved by the government. He left 
that honor solely to Sherman. He stood by 
him manfully when his motives were 
questioned and his patriotism unjustly 
assailed. After Sheridan had won his great 
victories some one spoke in Gen. Grant’s 
prerence in a manner which sought to 
belittle Sheridan and make it appear 
that he was only a hard hitter in bat- 
tle and not an officer of brains. Gen. 
Grant resented this with great warmth, and 
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GEN. GRANT, MRS. GRANT, AND SON. 


immediately took up the cudgels in Sheridan’s 
favor. He said: ‘While Sheridan has a 
magnetic influence possesse | by few men in 
an engagement, and is seen to best advantage 
ia battle, he does as much beforehand to con- 


| tribute to victory as any living commander. 


His plans are always well matured, and) in 
eyery movement he strikes with a definite 
purpose in view. No man is better fitted to 
command all the armies in the field.”’ 

Gen. Grant’s or to his foes will be 
remembered as long as the world continues 
to honor\manly qualities. After the surren- 
der at Vicksburg he issued a field order, say- 
ing: ** The\paroled prisoners will be sent out 
of here tomorrow.. Instruct the commands to 
be orderly and quiet as the prisoners pass and 
to make no offensive remarks.”’ 

In his correspondence with Gen. Lee, look. 
ing to the surrender of the army of Northern 
Virginia, he said: ‘‘ I will meet you or desig: 
nate officers to meet any officers you may 
uame, for the purpose of arranging definitely 
terms upon which the surrender of the army 
of Northern Virginia will be received.’”’ Thus 
he took pains to relieve Gen. Lee from the 
humiliation of making the surrender in per- 
son, in case thah commander chose to desig. 
nate another officer for the purpose. In this 
Gen. Grant showed the saine delicacy of feel. 
ing as that which actuated Washington when 
he spared Cornwallis from surrendering his 
army in person at Yorktown. 

After the surrender at Appomattox our 
troops began to fire salutes. Gen, Grant sent 
orders at once to have them stopped, using 
the following words: ‘“ The war is over, the 
rebels are our countrymen again, and the 
best sign of rejoicing after the victory will be 
to ¥ ina from all demonstrations in the 
field.” 

When, fwo months yafter the close of the 
war, Lee made application in writing that the 
privileges included in the President’s am- 
nesty proclamation might be extended to him, 
Gen. Grant promptly indorsed the letter as 
follows: ‘“* Respectfully forwarded through 
the Secretary of Warto the President, with 
earnest recommendation that the application 
of Gen. Robert E. Lee for amnesty and par- 
don may be granted him.’”’ Andrew John- 
son was, however, at that time 
bent upon having all ex-Confederate 
officers indicted for the crime of treason, 
‘whether they kept their paroles or not, and a 
number of indictments had already been 
found against them. In this emergency Gen, 
Lee applied by letter to Gen. Grant for pro. 
tectaon, and he knew that such an application 
would not be in vain. Gen. Grant put the 
most emphatic ind wrsement upon this letter, 
which contained the following language: “In 
my opinion the officers and men paroled 
at Appomattox Court-House, and since upon 
the same terms given Lee, cannot be 
tried for treason so long as they ob- 
serve the terms of their parole. . .-. The 
actwn of Judge Underwood in Norfolk has 
already had an injurious effect, and I would 
ask that he be ordered to quash all indict. 
ments found against paroled prisoners of war, 
and to desist from further prosecution of 
them.’’ It must be remembered that this ac. 
tion was taken when the country was stiil 
greatly excited by the events of the war and 
the assassination of President Lincoin, and it 
required no little courage on the part of Gen, 
Grant to take so decided a stand in these mat- 
ters.

MR. GLADSTONE AS A FINANCIER. 


modesty 


He Was Always Governed by a Scrupu- 
lous, Old-Fashioned Sense of Honor. 

London IJrtvestors’ Review: A stately fig- 
ure has left the political arena since the last 
number of this Review appeared, and already, 
while yet he lives, his apotheosis has begun. 
The men who but the other day reviled him 
now say “ he is a great man;”’’ even the Zimes 
itself, the most spiteful and rancorous politi- 
cal sheet in the three kingdoms, except per- 
haps its imitator, the Scotsman, now mourns 
only over his latter career. In a few years, 
or months, it ana its kind will be quoting his 
utterances as words ot golden wisdom com- 
pared withthose of their new political bug- 
bears. Wegrading, sordid, unclean is the 
spectacle—viewed close—of political strife 
always, and we want none of it in these pages. 
To us, all too frequently, politicians of all 
hues seem mostly onthe side of the deyil in 
human affairs. They asarule say, not what 
is true in.iteelf, ‘but what they think their 
polling-booth supporters will esteem truth. 
Such has become the law of *‘ popular’’ gov- 
ernment—a savage war of self-interest for 
the most part, whose ultimate result no man 
can forecast. 

It is not as a politician, then, that we note 
the departure of Mr. Gladstone from) the 
office of Prime Minister and from public life 
—not asa politician, but asa political and 
social economist. The nt generation 
has forgotten. most of . his life’s work, knows 
naught of what it owes to his labors, and we 
can but briefly recall the past here. In do- 
ing so one general observation may be per- 
mitted. Throuvthout his life Mr. Gladstone 
has been eminently clean-handed.. Not only 
has he never taken a pension for himseif 
from the public purse, but he has never, 
when not in office, eked out. his income by 
means unworthy a gentleman and a man of 
true honesty. He preferred to write maga- 
zine articles and books about Homer. Con- 
sequently his: name is never found among 
those who “ punt”? on the Stock Exchange; 
no limited liability company ever got him to 
be a director, nor could a smgle financier 
every conjure with his prestige because of 
any selfish interest he might have in view. 
Mr. Gladstone’s very purity of mind and 
conduct in this and other respects was doubt- 
less a source.of weakness to him in practical 
affairs, and for one thing marks him 
throughout his career a bad judge of men. 
Charlatans could always impose upon him 
for a time if they. were plausible, cecause the 
simplicity and uprightness of his own mind 
and life unfitted him for comprehending 
baser-minded individuals. To no small ex- 
tent his virtues were the cause of the intense 
hatred with which so many regarded him, 


and in this respect his successor is much | 


more favorably placed for the enjoyment of 
a long and prosperous politica] career. Lord 
Rosebery kuows all about t turf and the 
Stock Exchange, those ‘‘dear old English 
vices.”’ About Mr. Gladstone there has al- 
ways been something of the ecclesiastic in 
the best sense, and a good deal of the dialec- 
tician and ‘theological casuist. But to us, 
above all other characteristics of a great per- 
sonality, stands out d@minantly this attri- 
bute of cleanness. It is visible not only in 
his own life, but in the way he has abstained 
from, quartering his family upon the nation. 
We remember once hearing about a relative 
of his who declared with strong language 
that, had he-been a‘ complete stranger te the 
Prime Minister, he would have long since had 
promotion in the fighting service of which he 
was a humble. subaitern. The complaint was 
beyond doubt justified by the facts, for a 
scrupulous and nobie sense of honor—old- 
fashioned and rare always—governed the late 
Prime Minister’s conduct in this respect also, 
as all who care to look at the actual positions 
of his children can see for themselves. Differ 
from him politically as men may, and as on 
some things thoughtful men must, it is im- 
possible, looking at the facts, for any one not 
to admit that in losing Mr, Gladstone’s serv- 
ices the nation parts with one of the purest, 
and, in all that relates to himself and his ‘am- 
ily, most unselfish men who ever helped to 
guide its affairs. 


THE BRAIN AND THE MEMORY. 


It Is Assumed That Every Thought Is a 
Separate Lodger in the Brain. 

New York Weekly: What is the brain like 
in its. capacity of storghouse, and what should 
we see if we could reduce our stature to in- 
finitesimal proportions and travel along the 
corridors of the brain? Does it contain gal- 
leries of pictures? Is it furnished with 
shelves and pigeonu-holes for the classification 
and care of records and messages? Itis im. 
possible to conceive what kind of apparatus 
or fittings can at once be suitable for storing 
up pictures and sounds and all the varieties 
of impressions received from all the senses. 
Nor can we discover any curious machinery, 
even with the microscope, for the structure 
of the gray matter is so minute as to defy the 
powers of the lens, and all that we can detect 
is an agglomeration of minute cells. 

A calculation has been made regarding the 
number of these brain cells. It is assumed 
that every thought or petception is a separate 
lodger in the mind, requiri an apartment 
of the brain to itself; and “the cells are the 
apartments. We have to provide accom- 
modation forall the incidents of our every- 
day life, for all we read in the daily papers, 
for all that our schoolmasters crammed into 
us, and all that we have learned since. How 
is this possible in one small skull? Our con- 
ception is assisted by photography, which can 
print the Lord's prayer sosmall that it re- 

juires a powerful microscope to read it. 
Surely, then, minute portions of the brain may 
contain a great deal? The cells vary in size 
from 1-300 of an inch in diameter to 
1-3,000; and this being known it is not diffi- 
cult to estimate the entire number of them in 
the brain. Dr. Hooke, the mathematician,said 
3,155,760,000; but according to Maynert’s 
calculation the numberof cerebral cells is 
only 600,000,000. 

Seeing that the doctors differ, let us use the 
elate and pencil ourselves. The thinking 
power of the brain is believed to reside in the 
gray matter of the surface. This is a sheet of 
cellular nerve substance, which is crumpled 
into convolutions through being confined 
within the narrow limits of the skull. If. it 
were spread out flat it would be found equal 
toa layer oneinch in thickness and twelve 
inches long by eleven inches broad—or slightly 
more—giving a total + 134 cubic inches. If 
all the cells were one-three-hundredth of an 
inch in adiameter-there would be room for 
27,000,000 of :them in one cubic inch, 
and therefore for 3,618,000,000 in the 
whole; but since many of the cells 
are smaller, the. total: “number = must 
be greater. Let us, however, be content with 
the 3,618 million. What is awmillion? The 
Bible, Old and New Testament together, is 
said to contain about 84 millions of letters: 
we should, therefore, have to pile up 1,113 
copies of the Scriptures to get a heap contain. 
ing as many letters as the brain contains cells. 
As each cell may accommodate one idea or 
thought, probably even a smaller storehouse 
would suffice for the wants of the average 
human creature. On the other hand. when 
great thinkers require more accommodation 
they may, perhaps, be able to grow more 
brain cells; and W rdid tell a great 
American scholar that he had to change the 
size of bi hat eyery few years, ey 
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there was an Episcopal church which had two 
mission chapels, commonly known as the East 
End peerage yb wt 0 End Mission, from 
the rts of where they were respec- 
tively located. One the rector gave out ‘oa 
notiges, in his most

KANSAS OfL AND GAS. 


BOTH BEGINNING TO FLOW IN LARGE 


QUANTITIES. 


How the First Well Was Discovered and 
Experienced Operators Induced to In- 
vest Money~Hundreds of Square Miles 
of Territory Leased, Covering Nearly 
the Entire BeltPian to Pipe Gas into 
Kansas City—It Is Opposed by Towns 
Having Manufacturing Ambitions. 

Topmxa, Kag., April 15.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. |— recently developed oil and 
gas fields of Squtheastern Kansas are attract- 
ing to that country large numbers of invest- 
ors and speculators, and the average South- 
eastern Kansas town near which gas or oil has 
been discovered shows a commercial activity 
that has not been witnessed elsewhere in Kan- 
sas since the bustling days of the collapsed 
boom. Enough prospecting has been done to 
show that natural gas in unlimited quantities 
and large deposits of oil undeflie at least a 
half dozen counties. Several cities, among 
them Coffeyville, Independence, and Cherry- 
vale, in Montgomery County, are illuminated 
by natural gas and the kitchens of residences 
are supplied with it for fuel at nominal cost. 
The gas resources have been more thoroughly 
developed than the oil, but prospecting in the 
latter field is progressing with increased ac- 
tivity. 

Although the presence of gas in this section 
has been known for a number of years, it is 
only a little more than a year since: the first 
indications of oil were discovered. It was in 
December, 1892, that W, N. Mills of Ossa- 
watomie, while drilling for gas on a plat of 
ground adjoining;the town site of Neodesha, 
stumbled onto a weil of oil. He said noth- 
ing about his discovery, but hastened East to 
consult experienced oil operators in Pennsy!l- 
vania. He enlisted the interest of two 
wealthy oil operators of Pittsburg, Guffey 
& Galey. 


Beginning Operations, 

In the spring of 1893 the members of this 
firm came to Necdesha, and after examining 
two wells drilled by Mr. Mills sent East for 
tools and began sinking for prospective holes. 
They established offices in Neodesha and put 
a corps of men in the field to secure leases 
permitting thém to enter upon the land and 
operate for gasandoil. For this privilege they 
contracted to pay the landowner $50 a year 
for each gas well found upon his premises 
the product of which was utilized, and one- 
tenth royalty for all productive oil wells. 
They have leased lands in a northeasterly di- 
rection from Neodesha through the Counties 
of Neosho, Allen, Crawford, Bourbon, and 
Linn, and southwesterly through Mont- 
gomery, £\ik, and Chautauqua Coun- 
ties. The strip in which they have 
secured leases varies in width from twenty 
to twenty-five miles north and south, and is 
100 miles long from northeast to southwest. 
They have in this way secured leases on 500,- 
000 acres of land. Meanwhile they were also 
running several rigs, or drilling outfits, and 
have sunk within a radius of five miles of 
Neodesha thirty prospect holes. Of these three 
are gas wells only. One produced a splendid 
quality of lubricating oil. Five are said to be 
dry holes, or ‘‘dusters.”” The remainder 
show at a depth of between 825 and 900 feet 
from the surface a vein of grayish oil-sand 
varying in thickness from fifteen to thirty 
feet. Four.only of these wells have been shot. 
All of them made an excellent showing when 
shot, the petroleum spouting far above the 
sixty-foot derricks several times at irregu- 
lar intervals after the explosion, but then 
ceasing to flow. ' 

The well making the best showing is known 
as Kimball No. 2; which is located one-half 
mile west of Neodesha, in Wilson County. 
It is being constantly pumped and will yield 
ten or fifteen barrels a day. The others 
are thought to be of equal capacity. The 
oil produced is of a dark bronze, with a 
red or amber tinge. It is said by experi- 
enced oil men to be of about the same 
quality as.that produced in Lima (Q.) fields. 
The flow from the gas wells is the strongest of 
any in the State, giving a rock pressure of 
430 pounds to the squareinch.- When al- 
lowed to escape from the motth of the well 
it can be heard for a distance of two miles. 
A main is being laid from one of these weils 
to the City of Neodesha, and the gas is;being 
used by the company in its boiler house. 


Promised a Refinery. 


Guffey & Galey have already expended over 
$100,000 in prospecting and are now begin- 
ning to operate. They have promised, if the 
developments warrant it,. to erect a refinery 
at Neodesha. Until February last no other 
companies were in the field. Since then the 
Troy Qil company has been leasing some land 
inthe same territory. Representatives of the 
Standard Oil com pany have been looking over 
the district, but so far as is known have made 
no leases. Several other lar Peénnsy!vania 
operators have entered the field and picked 
up a few leases, but Guffey & Galey are the 
only ones who have as yet sunk any holes. 
Hitherto their prospecting has been confined 
to the vicinity of Neodesha, but they recently 
drilled a hole near Thayer which showed up 
like the Neodesha wells. They are also drill- 
ing holes in the vicinity of Fredonia and 
Chanute, 

B. J.. Dalton, a prominent civil engineer, 
who has taken a leading part in Western rail- 
road building, announced a few days ago in 
Coffeyville” that he had been employed by 
the Pennsylvania Oil company to survey a 
route for a pipe line from Coffeyville to 
Kansas City. He will. start over the 
line on horseback next Monday, and 
returning will hire his men and begin 
running the line. His orders are to 
hurry the work and complete the survey as soon 
as possible. This pipe line project has not 
been received with enthusiasm in the towns 
through which it is designed torun. The people, 
who have built great hopes on the prosperity 
which the gas and oil finds will bring them, 
fear that if a pipe line is built to convey the 
gas and oil to Kansas City that it transfer 
the oil and fuel to other points, ‘and that the 
manufactories which they had hoped would 
go to buiid up their towns would be located 
elsewhere. In Coffeyville a mass-meeting has 
been held and another one called to take steps 
to prevent the projected pipe line from get- 
ting possession of their gas. 

Will Guard Their Wells. 


At the first meeting the experience of Indi- 
ana towns with pipe lines was cited. Lafay- 
ette, Ind., for instance, not being in the gas 
belt, but appreciating its advantages, leased 
alm@st the entire gas field of Tipton County 
and piped the gas to Lafayette. Asa result 
no manufactories were lécated in Tipton 
County, its fuel being used to build up the 
City of Lafayette. Noblesville and Hamilton 
County allowed Indianapolis to do the same 
thing with them, Other Indiana towns were 
wiser, Muncie, Elwood, and Anderson jeal- 
ously guarded their respective gas fields and 
while offering liberal inducements to 
Gutside capital, gave all to  wunder- 
stand that they must locate and do 
business on the ground. As a result these 
cities have grown steadily and become im- 
portant manufacturing points. Coffeyville 
proposes to profit by the experience 
of these towns. Its citizens are organ- 
izing a syndicate to lease ali of the 
gas wells and land in the vicinity to 
prevent the gas from falling into the hands of 
outside companies apd keep it from being 
piped to other points.‘ The City of Independ- 
ence, twelve miles north of Coffeyville, has 
ulready taken this precautionaty measure, but 
representatives of foreign syndicates have 
procured leases of most of the gas country 
surrounding the Cities of Oswego, Chanute, 
Cherryvale, Fort Scott, Paola, and Iola, all of 
—— are on the route of the proposed pipe 
ine.

The post is held by Dr. K. Buenz. He is a 
skilled diplomat, who combines in his accom- 
plishments a thorough legal and commercial 
training and an ease in the pvlite world 
of one “to the manner born.” His 
jurisdiction includes Illinois, Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, lowa, Nebraska, Wyoming, and 
the two Dakotas. The number of Germans

The commercial aspects of his office are 
only incidental. They have taken more 
definite shape recently, in thata special de- 
partment has been added to the Consulate, 
which has been placed in charge of 
C. Holler, who is called the Commercial 
Attaché. In the commercial aspects the Con- 
sul performs the same offices as his fellows in 
keeping his country informed as to all varia- 
tions of trade. In addition to this the corn- 
mercial relations between Germany and the 
United States are greatly advanced by the in- 
formation given out to Americans as to Ger- 
man products and resources. Questions as to 
the standing of business houses of both 
countries pour in daily, and by the care 
devoted to exact replies a freer interchange is 


effected. 

The diplomatic aspects of the German Con- 
sulate are the most important. The Consul 
is the attorney in fact for every one of the 
Germans in his jurisdiction. He holds this 
unique ition through the treaty 
of with Germany and 1828 
with Prussia. Its responsibility is chiefly 
felt in ‘the. matter of inheritances. A 
German who dies in this country within the 
province of this Consul, leaving money to 
any one in Germany, requires the service of 
the Consul to effect the necessary legal trans- 
fers. The Consul will engage the special at- 
torneys.to conduct the details of the business 
and at its completion in this country will Saad 
the inheritance, whatever its amount, to the 
other side. This work alone is vast, as the 
number of Germans who come here and reach 
& moderate competency is large. In the same 
way the Consul is obliged to serve all court 
papers which come from the old country to 
this. One of his unique duties is to find out 
where people live and what their condition in 
life for relatives in Germany. To do this work 
as well as for other minor purposes he has a 
staff of correspondents located throughout his 
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district, one in every town of any importance. 
The number of inquiries is so great that these 
nents are kept busy in their mild 
ve service. In the home office at Chi- 

cago there are nine men employed. One is

Inquiries for Missing Frenchmen. 


During the year 11,000 letters. were re- 
ceived and answered, and among this number 
were 286 letters of imguiry concerning 
Frenchmen in this country about whom ad. 
vices were wanted in the old country. Many 
of these letters were the result of the men in- 
quired about not keeping their friends advised 
of their whereabouts, work of tracing 
men who have not written home occupies 
during the year a great deal of the time of the 
Consul, Sometimes as many fifty letters 
are required to be written before the presum- 
ably lost person is (found, and it 
often becomes ‘necessa to begin with 
his arrival in New ork and trace 
him from city to city until his 
location is discovered. This is unusual, how- 
ever, for the Consulate keeps a record of all 
Frenchmen arriving in this country as well as 
the change in their address whenever it is pos- 
sible to obtain it. And when a letter of in- 
quiry is received it can, as a rule, be answered 
immediately, giving the address of the person 
sought. 

M. Bruwaert was 
sul-General in Chicago in 1880. He re- 
mained in that position until 1885 and re- 
turned again in 1888. The Vice-Consul, 
M. Verstraete, came to Chicago in July, 


1892, at the beginning of the work of the 


French Commission at the World’s Fair. 
Swiss Republic's Representative. 


The Swiss Consul at Chic 
inger, who isa member of the firm of En- 
gers, Cook & Holinger, mortgage and real es- 
tate brokers and bankers. 
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Consulate are in the same building with the 
offices of the firm at No. 76 Washingtoa 
street. . Mr.. Holinger has been in 
this country for twenty-five years, most of 
which time has been spent in Chicago and 
the West. He is a personal friend of Presi- 
dent Emil Frey of the Swiss republic, whose 
uaintance he first made in Switzerland 
po renewed in this country when Mr. Frey 
was a resident of Illinois. e is President of 
two Swiss societies in Chicago and Secretary 
of the only other one, He was 
appointed Consul in 1893 and in addition to 
performing the work of the Consulate without 
other assistance than clerks, was also Com- 
missioner for Switzerland at the World’s Fair. 
The manner in which he performed these 
services is best attested by a statement of 
Director-General Davis that Switzerland gave 
the least trouble of any country represented 
at the Fair. 

As in the case of France the work of the 
Swiss Consulate is not confined to Illinois 
but includes in its jurisdiction the States of 
Michigan, Wisconsin, and Iowa, Within Mr. 
Holinger’s jurisdicaon there are 18,000 
Swiss people. His lost and found cor- 
respondence is not so large as that of France, 
for last year he was only requested to look up 
sixty of his countrymen, who are not so 
migratory as the French, The total cor- 
respondence of this Consulate last year cov- 
ered 4,000 typewritten pages. 

Switzerland at the Fair. 


Consul Holinger is now winding up _ his 
World’s Fair work, and says that Switzerland 
is fully satisfied with the showing it made, 
having received 863¢ per cent of medals, the 
second largest number issued to any country. 
In recognition of Mr. Holinger’s services at 
the Fair the twenty-two official delegates 
from Switzerland recently met at the capital 
of the republic and passed resolutions of 
the highest commendation, a copy of which 
was sent to him, together with four 
large paintings. One of these paintings is

Dean Comes from Austria. 


Henry Claussenius is the Consul for A.ustria- 
Hungary. His diplomatic career has been 
extensive and he could almost be considered 
the consulate dean in Chicago. .He was born 
at Eschwege and in early Tite : was a teacher. 
His ambition induced him to, come to the 
United States and when he arrived in New 
York in 1850 he had three thalers in his 
pocket. The first few years in this 
new. country were difficult for him and he 
turned his efforts to a variety of work to get 
a eta Some valuable introductions from 
home finally secured for him the position of 
private secretary to the Prussian Consul 
in New York and from that time his 
rise has been steady and unchecked. In 
1864 he was appointed Prussian Con- 
sul in Chicago. and in 1866 was elevated 
to the tof Consul of the North German 
Confederation. In 1870 he was Consul for 
the German Empire. Eight years afterward 
this position was removed from the com- 
mercial field and madea diplomatic office 
and Mr. Claussenius began his duties as Con- 
sul for Austria-Hungary. The position in 
Chicago is not a sinecure, as the proportion 
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ot Austrg-Hungarians who come here is large. 
Regarding the details of his work, Mr. Claus- 
senius says: 

“There is little difference between a com- 
mercial and diplomatic Consul. The latter 
includes in his duty all the work of the former 
with the single added jurisdiction over diffi- 
culties that ae arise in other cities. The 
Consul’s work is chiefly commercial and in 
this respect enters all the channels of 
trade. I make reports under ordinary 
circumstances to my government once 
in three months, In these reports I detail at 
length the range of prices for all commodi- 
ties, the changes that may have occurred in 
the intervening time, and the causes of these 
changes, as far as they can be obtained. To 
secure these figures I make frequent 
and sometimes daily trips, either per- 
sohally or through a representative, 
to the Board of Trade, Stock Exchange, 
and custom-house, and such other business 
centers as have the necessary facts compiled. 
From these figures and from the various in- 
dustrial conditions of the country as they are 
outlined in the daily press Lath able to draw 
conclusions a¢ to the causes of trade varia- 
tions that are extremely helpful to the com- 
mercial industries of my own country. 

“In addition to this I am’ calied upon to 
aid hundreds of my countrymen ‘who: come 
to visit Chicago or to live here, Evety year 
there are about 500 Austro-Hungarians who 
come to Chicago who are still subject to mili- 
tary duty in their own. country. These ‘may 
be on absence of leave and complications may 
arise preventing them from returning ina 
specified time. With their proper credentials 
and papers and by making a asatisfactory ex- 
planation to me I am able to keep straight the 
records in the military department at home 
and prevent any misunderstanding that might 
injure these subjects or perplex the govern- 
ment. Then, again, the Consul is the natural 
reference of his countrymen in all business 
and social difficulties, and he is obliged to act 
frequently as mentor or judge. Thedemands 
in a social way, however, are less frequent. 
The number of Austro-Hungarians who have 
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reached prominence is so large that the Con- 
sul’s ree ponsibility is naturally largely shared 
by them.’ 

Work for England. 


Col. James Hayes Sadler, the Consul for 
England, is a graduate of Eton and Oxford, 
and has become gray-haired in the diplomatic 
service. Before entering this field he bad 

an army officer of distinction, and had 

n considerable rank in the Indian wars. 
He came to Chicago in June, 1886, to take 
charge of the Consul’s office. His jurisdic. 
tion includes the  tweive neighboring 
States in the North west, with 
Vice-Consuls located at St. Paul, St. 
Louis, Denver, and Kansas City. The 
work in all these places is chiefly commercial 
and the Consular office comes little in con- 
tact with the general public. In direct con- 
trast to Germany the number of his country- 
men in this country is limited, and his work 
is not complicated by the necessity of attend- 

to any of these individual needs. 
"fone scope of the work of the other Con- 
sulates is less wide. There are fewer of their 
countrymen in the city and their chief labors 
are devoted to the” purely commercial rela. 
tions between the two countries.
